- The Choir Guild of Grsoe church have 
published the last public address of Bishop 
Brooks. The first edition is their own 
tribute to his memory and is printed at 
their expense. They have concluded to 
offer the -eoond and subsequent editions 
for sale at 25 cents per copy, and to devote 
the proceeds towards the erection of a 
Memorial Guild Hall which shall bear the 
name of Phillips Brooks It seems proper 
that here in Newton where his life’s work 
was ended there should be something to 
perpetuate Ills memory. Copies of tiie 
address will be on sale at the news stores 
in all the Newtons and can be had from 
members of the Guild. Every one who 
has pver heard the great preacher will 
want a copy of this, his last public utter- 
ance. 

—The suits of Thomas E. Walah vs. The 
Newton Street Railway Company have just 
been tried before a jury, at East Cambridge, 
and resulted in a victory for Hie Street 
Railway. These actions were brought by 
Thomas E. Walsh of Nonant am, to recover 
damages for personal injuries sustained by 
him ou July 3lst, 1890, while engaged in 
painting tiie bracket-arm of an iron pole 
on Washington street, near Brackett’s coal 
yard. Walsh brought two suits against the 
company, one for ten th msand and the 
other four thousand dollars; that is, one at 
common law, and one under the statute. 
The evidence produced at tiie trial showed 
conclusively that the accident was the re- 
sult of his own carelessness.

The 
terminus of Centre street would be about 
200 feet west of the Ho.-tou «& Albany -ti- 
non. at a poiut very near the under-ground 
tunnel which now servo a- a means ol 
communication from Washington street 
under the tracks. The Walnut stteet 
terminus would be also a few hundred feet 
west of the present location, it l- claimed 
that tlie-e streets are re-located, all other- 
between Faneuil line uud Auhurudale can 
be bridged over at an easy grade, aud tin* 
neoes-ity of building an elevated roadbed 
or of depressing the tracks will, be obviated, 
rile plan hu- attracted considerable atten- 
tion, und is favored by a number of citizens 
who are especially opposed to either an 
elevated roadbed or what they term “a 
tunnelled road through Hie Newtons.”

TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 

The trustees aro able to report that 
the business of the cemetery corpora- 
tion has been successfully carried on 
during the year, that reasonable improve- 
ments have been made in the grounds, 
to keep them in a condition to meet the 
views of an eulighteued community, and 
that financially the corporation has made 
a fair gain over last year. It must be 
remembered that this is not a money 
making enterprise, and the trustees be- 
lieve that their first duty is to keep the 
cemetery iu a condition so good that the 
citizens of Newtou may nevor be ashamed 
to point to it as an evidence of the gooi 
taste and pious care of our beloved city. 

The improvements of the year have in- 
cluded grading ou the west side of the 
ponds, a stone bridge at the head of the 
pouds, extensive gravelling of the 
aveuues and some paving of the gutters. 

We have been fortunate iu tindiug ex- 
cellent gravel ou the grounds, and the 
improvement of the aveuues should be 
continued duriug the next year. We 
have also built a new greenhouse, which 
had become necessary by the decay of an 
old oue, aud added needed utensils for 
the economical care of the grounds 
\York has been begun on the grading of 
the north slope of the hill west of the 
chapel, aud another year will probably 
bring that whole conspicuous section of 
the grounds into harmony with the sur- 
roundings. 

Some progress has been made on the 
detailed plaus of the cemetery, which 
should be continued as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and provision should be made by the 
construction ol a brick vault or the pur- 
chase of auother safe for the safety of 
these plans and other valu ibles. 

The sale of lots during the year 
amouuted to $11,258.50, the largest 
figures siuce 1888, when they were about 
$1000 more. 

The perpetual care fund has been in- 
creased by overlive thousaud dollars, and 
more than the whole fund, $81,030 78, 
has been invested. Of the iucreuse of 
the perpetual care fund $2420 was ou old 
lots. The income from this fuud is an 
increasing assistance to the corporation, 
The trustees take pleasure in express- 
tug their continued confideuce in the 
superintendent. For the trustees, 

E. li. Haskell, Chairman. 
Mr. S. M. Wheeler presented a motion 
that the thanks of the cemetery proprie- 
tors be extended to the trustees for their 
faithful performance of their duties dur- 
ing the past year, which was voted. 

Mr. Samuel Barnard moved that a com- 
mittee of tlttee be appointed by the chair 
to present a list of names for the election 
of officers lor the current year, and his 
motion prevailing, Messrs. Samuel Barn- 
ard, Nathaniel T. Allen aud James H. 
Nickerson wete appointed. 

Mr. Barnard for the committee present- 
ed the following named gentlemen, who 
were unanimously elected to serve on the 
board of trustees; E. B. Haskell, W. P. 
Tyler, J. F. C. Hyde, B. F. Houghton, A. 
H. Mitchell, Otis Pottee, George Frost, 
Francis Murdock and E. M. Fowle. 

The motions of Mr. Nickerson that the 
proprietors’ approve and ratify the do- 
ings of the trustees aud of Mr. Allen ent 
powering the trustees to buy aud sell 
laud, were voted. 

President Haskell said the trustees bad 
been requested to consider tbe matter of 
selling au acre of land in tbe ceuieiury 
grounds ua a site for a crematory. The 
cremation society, ho said, favored the 
Newtou cemetery because of its accessi- 
bility to railroads 

The trustees iufotmally discussed the 
matter and decided that they would sell 
the land for the purpose domed. 

Mr. 1J. F. Houghton thought tbe lot 
owners should have an opportunity of 
exposing their views on the subject. 

Mi N. T. Allen was entirely in favor 
ol dentation aud said intelligent people 
all ovet the country wore becoming very 
favorably disposed, yet custom was 
against it. There was a feeling ol 


BISHOP ERODES’ LAST SPEECH. 


REVIEWED BY REV. DR. SHINN AT GRACE 
CHURCH. 

Services in memory of Bishop Brooks 
woro held iu Grace church on Sunday 
morning. 

Bishop Brooks' last official net watt 
perfotmed in Nowlon on the ovontng «f 
Woduesday, Jan. 18. lie accoptod the 
iuvitation of the ohoir guild of Graco 
olturch parish to bo with them at the 
annual dinuor which was givon in the 
Woodland Park Hotel. At that dinner 
tho bishop delivered his last public ad- 
dress, which is to bo published by tho 
guild. 

The rector, Rev. Dr. G. W. Shinn, took 
as bis text Numbers xxiii., 10: “Lot mo 
dio tho death of tho righteous and lot my 
last end bo like bis.” After explaining 
the origin of tbe words, be said this wish 
to die the death of the righteous hod 
doubtless been suggested to tho minds of 
very many people who bad witnessed this 
most uniquo funeral of a bishop of tho 
church of Christ. If Phillip Brooks bad 
swayed tbo hoarts of men in his life, ho 
had bowed thorn as the hoart of one man 
by his death. Never had tho dopaituro 
of a public official seemed so like a pot- 
sonal loss. Never bad thoro boon evoked 
such wondrous testimony to the powor 
of simple goodness. All regarded him 
as their friond, for he had helped all 
toward realiziug more fplly the good 
they were capable of. Ho had encour- 
aged noble eudoavors. He had put him- 
self on the side of tho poor and tho 
suffering, ne had always been the help- 
or of tbe weak. Wheu ho passed away 
the world looked poorer to many thous- 
ands who had lcarcod to love this great- 
hearted king. 

His burial was that of a kiug of men. 
Tho carryiug of his body into the church 
and theu to its last resting place on the 
shoulders of those Harvard students was 
suggestive of muoh more than they in- 
tended. It made one think ot an older 
time when they bore the slain victor from 
tbo field upon thoir shields. They wore, 
indeed, carrying one who had ruled over 
othors by the force of goodness and 
truth. He had been the champion of 
righteousness, and in him men reooguized 
a kingly soul whose sway was beneficent. 

The speaker theu said that be would 
not attempt to enlarge upon the traits 
which had made tbe man so groat and so 
helpful, but would prefer giving his own 
personal reminiscences, which extended 
back over a period of some 30 years aud 
more, aud telling tho story of Dr.Brooks' 
visits to the parish. 

He described bis first acquaintance 
with him in tho old theological seminary 
in Virginia, and the happy friendship 
that was formed there aud whiclt had 
been cemented by many pleasant things 
iu the years that had passed. 

Aftorthis he told of Dr. Brooks’ at- 
tending sessions of the convention aud 
missionary meetings in Newton, and of 
his preaehiug the sermon at the conse- 
cration of Grace church, and ended with 
a more detailed Rtory of the bishop’s last 
visit, on the 18th, and the repetition of 
the address delivered to tho choir guild. 

The theme of that address, which was 
listened to by the guild with breathless 
interest on the 18tli, was that the work 
of tbo boys and men thus identified with 
the church of Christ might be character- 
ized as singing the psalms of God in the 
world. Others had begun this rejoicing, 
aud it was the high privilege of those 
present to take it up aud carry it ou in 
their turn. Hereafter others will take it 
up, and so the praises of God will al- 
ways be suLg on the oarth from genera- 
tion to generation. 

Another thought was that each one’s 
work in life had more iu it than he could 
understand now, but each must go on 
laboring at his best wherever ho was, 
bringing high purpose aud holy endeavor 
into all of life, that it may becomo richer 
and richer iu the love and fear of God. 

The rector closed his sermon by saying 
that Bishop Brooks helped us all to un- 
derstand better what Christ was in his 
earthly life. We saw how noble man- 
hood could bo when it was filled with a 
G’lirist-liko spirit. He who was perfect 
mao was also perfect God. Ho was as 
the suu in brightness; men at thoir best 
can but redect some rays from Him. 
Whatever were the endowments of the 
great preacher who baB just fallen asleep 
— whatever his rare gilts of genius, he 
became what lie was in usefulness simply 
because he reflected that whidt iu all ful- 
ness dwells iu Cnrist, aud may have in it 
glory aud beauty aud fertility if it is 
modelled after the pattern of the Sou of 
Man. 

All the moral excellence iu all the 
world, whether it be recognized or not, 
consists iu imitation of Christ, who went 
about doiug good, who, when He was re- 
viled, reviled uot again, who suffered 
long aud was kind and who taught us 
that it is more blessed to give than to 
receive.

A Great Man. 

[From “Tho Purpose nnd IJao of Comforts,’’ a 
Sermon by Phillip! Brooks.] 

You must own that it would ho no sigu 
of God’s displeasure, but rather of his 
truest love, if the life which he assigned 
should prove to bo all comprised in this; 
that by some form of suftering and dis- 
appointment you were first to find out 
for yourself, aud thou to manifest to 
some circle of your fellowmun, that tho 
soul is more precious than the body, and 
has a happiness and streugth which no 
bodily oxporioi ce cau touch. What 
would you not suffer if your life could 
bo made a beacon to show the world 
that? 

This is tho seeret of great men. And 
in all tho greatest men there is some 
sense of this always present. No mnn 
haB come to true greatuess who has not 
felt in some degree that his life belongs 
to his race, and that wbat God gives him 
ho gives him for mankind. The different 
degrees of this consciousness are really 
what makes the different degrees of 
groatneBR in men. If you take your man 
full of acuteucBS, at the top of Iub 
specialty, of vast knowledge, of exhaust- 
less skill, and ask yourself where the 
mysterious lack is which keeps you from 
thinking that man great— why is it that 
although ho may be a great naturalist or 
a groat merchant, or a great inventor, ho 
is not a groat man — the answer will bo 
hero, that he is selfish; that what God 
giyes him stops in himself; ‘that he his 
no such csseutial humauity as to make 
his life a roservoir from which refresh- 
ment is distributed, or a point of radia- 
tion for God’B light. And then if you 
take another man, rude, simple, un- 
taught, in whom it is hard to liud special 
attainments or striking points of charac- 
ter, but whom you instinctively call 
great, aud ask yourself the reason of 
that instinct, I think you find it in the 
tact that that man has this quality; that 
his life does take all that which it re- 
ceives, not for Its own use, but in trust; 
that in the highest sense it is unselfish, 
so that by it God roaches men, and it is 
his greatness that you feel in it. For 
greatness, after all, in spite of its name, 
appears to be not so much a certain size 
us a certain quality in human lives. 

. . . All through the range of hu- 

man life, from lowest up to highest, any 
religious conception of liumau greatness 
must be ultimately reducible to this; a 
quality in any man by which he is capa- 
ble first of taking into himself, and then 
of distributing through himself to others 
some part of the life of God.

Several gentlemen, among whom was 
a learned university man from Germany 
who had lived a good many years in Lou- 
don, wore lunching informally together.

Naturally, I didn’t ’drop in again,’ 
aud that is the last 1 saw or heard of 
him. That was, in substance, tho history 
of several letters 1 presented, and 1 con- 
cluded uot to waste my time presenting 
others I have.” 

“Ah!” said u well known Chicagoan 
who was of the party, “you presented 
letters only in the East, whore hospital- 
ity and courtesty wore crowded to the 
wall many a long year ago by assump- 
tion. Had you presented letters to 
people out hero in tho wild aud woolly 
West, or iu the South, which, while it is 
not wild uml woolly, invariably says ’a 
heap’ for very much aud occasionally 
‘youuus and weeuns,’ you would have 
keen ccrtuiu to have received the beBt 
that those to whom your letters were ad 
dressed could command.” 

“This reuiiudb me,” said another mem- 
ber of the party, “of something that was 
told mu a short time ago by a woman of 
literary reputation uml means. She went 
to a wealthy boston woman with a letter 
of introduction.

Phillips Brooks had a delightful sense 
of humor, and there are many Stories 
current about him which remind one of 
those told of Abraham Lincoln,— nnd, as 
in that case, many of them are fabiicated. 
But it is probable that .the anecdote is 
true which relates how when ho was en- 
joying a leisurely trip through England 
in company with his friends, Henry Hob- 
son Richardson, tho architect, and W. N. 
McViokar, his successor ns rector of 
Holy Trinity in Philadelphia, tho throe 
attended a lecture on America in a pro- 
vincial town. The lecturer In the conrso 
of his address audaciously described 
Americans as in evory respect, and par- 
ticularly in physique, inferior to the 
Euglish, their stature being notably low 
and their bodies spare ns a rule. And 
lie challenged any hoaror to dispute liis 
statements. Mr. Ricliardsou, a magnifi- 
cent specimen ot manhood, over six feet 
iu huigut aud powerfully proportioned, 
slowly arose and said that in answer to 
tho speakor lie would say that ho was an 
American, ami his stature (naming his 
inches), was not so extraordinary as to 
attract uotice among his countrymen. 
Ho added that uo doubt if thore were 
other Americans in the audience, they 
could confirm his statement. Then, iu 
another part of tho room, Phillips 
Brooks rose up, and said ho also was an 
Amerir.au, wliilo he believed himself 
somewhat above the average, still ho was 
not regarded ns a monstrosity iu HoBton, 
where tie dwelt. The audience had be- 
come somewhat stirred by this time, and 
when Rev. Dr. McVickar, who is about 
ft feet 0, gradually straightened himself 
above tho crowd, and began, “I also am 
an Atnericau, and”— tho stolid English- 
men “ciughc ou” to tho joke, and the 
poor lecturer aud liar was quite flabber- 
gasted.

She 
was taken into Halifax harbor by the 
tramp steamship Circassia, a servico in- 
volving fifty-four hours of towing. The 
salvage awarded by the British admiralty 
court was $35,000. — Now York Evening 
Sun.

UNON NKWm. 
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ONE RATIONAL SPEECH. 


It is encouraging in these days of 
marrow partisanship to bear such a 
speech as was delivered by Mayor E. B. 
Hayes of Lynn, at the Norfolk Club, last 
^Saturday. Mayor Hayes was one of the 
prime movers for the Australian ballot 
and naturally he is interested in having it 
preserved from the attacks of the smaller 
politicians, who want it changed to 
secure some petty political advantage. 

There had been a number of speeches 
previous to the one made by Mr. Hayes 
and one of them had given a detailed 
description of the Myers’ ballot ma- 
chine, which has been adopted in New 
York, which fact alone is sufficient to 
•condemn it as not in the interest of the 
jpnrity of elections. Willard Howland of 
Ohelsea wanted tho ballot changed for 
the benefit of the voter who blindly 
narks where be sees the party label, and 

*aid he had little respect for the inde- 
pendent voter, which means the man 
who conscientiously tries to vote for the 
ibest man. 

Mayor Hayes then cleared the air by 
raying: 

'‘Since the state election last autumn 
there has been considerable discussion 
in the newspapers and elsewhere as to 
changes in our votiug system. It is a 
curious fact thut iu all the propositions 
•for alterations in our ballot law, that 
•every mau who proposes a change desires 
it to be made, not for himself, but for 
somebody else. Since the adoption of 
the present ballot law I have not heard a 
personal complaiut about it, or seeu one 
in the public print from any legal voter 
in Massachusetts. No man says that he 
has not, uuder this law, the privilege to 
•express his opinion of men and measures 
■as bis conscience dictates. 

“All the efforts to make a change and 
"simplify 1 the law seems to be actuated 
by the philanthropic purpose to help the 
ignorant voters to vote the straight 
jiaity ticket. The Repuulicau nijuugers 
.and newspapers say that alt oi these igno- 
rant and incompetent voteis are iu the 
Democratic paity, and the Democratic 
managers and independent newspapers 
say that all of these poor unfortunates 
are in the Republican party. But the 
.poor and ignorant voter in neither party 

• asks for sy mpathy or help. 

“So, then, the discussion is uot as to a 
tjuesiioo of the rights of the individual 
voter or his desires, but a matter of party 
management. The chango that finds the 
most advocates among Republican politi- 
cians today is to have the candidates 
grouped under the party name so that 
one cross will stive for the whole ticket. 
There is a bill beloru the sitting Legisla- 
ture, introduced by my friend Parktiurst 
of Cliutuu, which provides for this 
•ohauge in the grouping. 

“it is a curious coincidence. Mr. Presi- 
dent, that mauugiug politicians, both 
Democ'rats aud Republicans, want exact- ! 
ly the same thing. I have been in a posi- 
tion to know that the Democratic mau- 1 
agent, local aud uatioual, have desired 
from the very beginning of this move- i 
intent to have this arrangement of the 
ticket, aud it is a curious thing that the • 
Republic in managers of Massachusetts 
should at this time fall in with what their 
opponents have been so eaimstly and 
'persistently seeking from the outset. 

“It is an insult to the intelligence of 
the voters in Massachusetts to say that , 
it is necessary for them in order to cast [ 
an intelligent vote to have such a change 
made, it certainly is not demanded on , 
the ground of time taken iu votiug, be- 
cause it has been clearly demonstrated i 
everywhere that the votiug proceeds j 
more rapidly under the present votiug : 
system th in under the old law. 

“But it is urged by the politicians, and 
•>! this I have heard some complaint iu 
other atari's, that there is a falling oil iu 
the votes for the minor offices. That is, 
hat die n ones lower down on the ticket 

• lo not re.eive as many votes as Governor. 
Well, this is true, biit what of it? The 
giurpose of the voting law was uot to 
make people vote for whom they do uot 
want to; it is to allow the voters to ox- 
press their opinion as they desire, if a 
pialilie.d voter uoes not want to vote for 

.anybody on the ticket 1 do not know of 
any method by which we can compel hiiu 
to, or by which we ought to compel bun 1 
o. If there is a popular candidate on 
•lie ticket, the people have very little i 
lifiiculty iu finding bis name, and if there 
* au unworthy name on the ticket it is 
generally discovered. 

“Many people do not vote for state 
tuditoj and similar offices who do for 
- Governor, hut this tailing off does not 
.ndicate that the people want the ballot 
aw changed. On the* contrary, this 
leoroustrates to me that in my state 
•dicers ought to be appointed instead ot 
being elected. There is no seuse at all 
n cumbering up our ballot with a lot 
< if names when it would be easier aud 
Getter to appoint tbe officers. 

‘*1 suggest, Mr. President, iu thin con 
lection, tint a bill tie introduced into tli <- 
J/egUlature providing for tin- appoint- 
ment by tbe Government, with oi with- 
out the consent of the council, as the 
tguutlcmeu may decide, of such otliceis as 
-date treasurer, state auditor, attorney 
general, commissioner of insolvency aud 
ike officers, whose duties the average 
Mter knows little of aud cuies less about. 

I have no pride, Mr. President, in any 

** - tioo of the present ballot law , and f do 


not thing that any of tho gentlemen who 
have worked with me in tho construc- 
tion and advocacy of this law have. If 
it can bo shown that our law can bo im- 
proved upon, why, of course wo, as 
public men, ought to do it. But for the 
Republicans of Massachusetts to change 
a law that has met with almost universal 
favor to gain A party advantage would be 
to lower the standard of Republicanism 
in Massachusetts, and thereby lose tnoro 
than we gain, bcoause wo ought to lose 
if we undertake any such business. 1 ’ 

Ho thought if any chango was made it 
should bo to exclude those who cannot 
read and write, of whom ho estimated 
there were 20,000 on the voting list. Crim- 
inals also ought to bo oxcluded from tho 
franchise and he dosed with these words 
which ought to be incorporated in tho 
party platform, “lintoad of tinkering 
the ballot law, let us work for better 
suffrage along those linos. Let us, Mr. 
President, consider these questions, not 
in tho light of expedience or of party 
advantage, but as to what we think is 
right and best. We are not gaining 
favor with tho people of Massachusetts 
by lowering tho standard or quibbling 
about principles which wo have so long 
advocated. We mo responsible as a 
party for putting this ballot law upon 
tho statute books. Tho people of this 
commonwealth have come behind it with 
a force and energy so irresistable that it 
has carried the principles of this law in- 
to the voting customs of thirty-five states 
of the Union. Let us stand by the 
principles and not permit a lowering of 
the standard. Political fortuues are as 
shifting as the wind. Parties and candi- 
dates aro up today and down tomorrow, 
but let us believe that truth ultimately 
must prevail; that it is right ideas that 
go on to conquest, and in that faith let 
us go ou to advocate as individuals and 
as a party what we believe to be right, 
let the consequences be what they may.” 

These words of Mr. Hayes ought to 
clear the air and put a final end to all 
talk of tinkering with the ballot law. 


RECIPROCITY. 


Oue of the things to which the ad- 
mirers of the late Mr. BUine point 
with tho greatest satisfaction is the 
decided stand he took in favor of the 
doctrine, or policy, of reciprocity, and 
which he endeavored, with very little 
success it must be confessed, to have in- 
corporated into the McKinley bill. The 
name, reciprocity, has a very agreeable 
sound, aud the policy is quite as admir- 
able and satisfactory when carried into 
private affairs, as it is when applied be- 
tween nations. 

It has a better sound than the word 
bargain, as that, means something less 
generous, aud implies the dickering be- 
tween two parties, who finally come to 
an agreement, by the terras of which 
each makes tho most profit he can. 
Reciprocity, however, is a larger term, 
and implies something akin to gratitude, 
and the favors accorded are of a more 
voluntary nature. You feel grateful to 
some one for a favor he has (lone you, 
and wheu opportunity offers you do him 
one in return. By a bargain, ou the 
other haud, you get all you can and give 
as little as possible. 

Newspapers see a good deal of both 
kinds. They aro often appealed to to help 
this aud that charity, or association, or 
church, or society, by printing appeals 
for assistance, or giving notices of com- 
ing entertainments, or announcements 
of various kinds, which, while they may 
be news, might be announced briefly or 
in mauy cases left out altogether without 
any injury to the papers. But the two 
Newton papers are very generously in- 
clined aud devote more or less of space 
every week to such matters. Iu some 
cases they arc glad to see that the other 
party also believes in the policy of reci- 
procity, and reciprocate whenever they 
have a chance. If they have a job of 
printing to he done, it is scut to oue of 
the job priuting offices connected with 
the two newspapers, and as there is a 
little profit in such jobs the papers get 
some return for the f.ivon> they extend. 
There are many churches iu Newton who 
make a fixed policy of this kind of reci- 
procal favors, aud many of the societies 
iu the city are conducted on the same 
principle, which is very conducive to 
that spirit of harmony aud good will that 
ought to prevail in a city like Newton. 
A good deal might be said on this ques- 
tion, hut the above has a wide applica- 
tion and nmy serve as a suggestion that 
while the two Newton papers believe 
thoroughly iu reciprocity, they are also 
glad to see that others also recoguise 
that it is a two-sided affair. While they 
are willing to give away a gr>* * ** at deal in 
free advertising, as a matter of charity, 
they also realize thut political economists 
declare thut indiscriminate charity is a 
very bad tiling lor any community, 
demoralizing iu its tendencies, and they 
do u.it wish to he responsible for auy of 
the dreadful icmi I ts thut are said to fol- 
low *ucb a generous policy.

The Newtou Cemetery, being ou the 
main liue of the Bostou & Albany, is es- 
pecially favored, aud the cemetery itself 
has been made such a beautiful place 
that the society are iu favor of coming 
here if they cau make arraugeuenU with 
the trustees. 

They desire to buy au acre of laud iu 




the Comet or v grounds, whi .ffi could bo 
sold thorn from tho Richardson tract, 
with a frontage on Beacon stroot., and 
they would build a handsome stone odi- 
flco, with an attractive gateway and en- 
trance and beautifying tho grounds, ro 
as to make it compare favorably with 
the improved portion of the comotery. 

The method they employ is ono of 
spontaneous combustion, the casket be- 
ing placed in a receptacle, whon it is 
Rubjocted to such a high degree of heat 
that everything is in a short time re- 
duced to nshes. This method of dis- 
posing of tho dead is finding many advo- 
cates among people of ndvanoed views, 
who claim it is the only sanitary method 
and the movement is growing in favor. 

What the trustees will do can not yet 
bo definitely statod. although some of 
them are disposed to look favorably 
upon tho propositions that have boon 
made, and to believe that it will be a 
good thing for tho Cemetery and for 
Nowton. _______________ 

Councillor Leeson is receiving high 
praise from all quarters for his business- 
like and statos manlike action in tho 
Governor’s Council. Mr. Leeson does 
not believe in petty politics and ho 
realizes like other intelligent men that 
thoy do not prove a paying investment 
for auy party. Mr. Leeson represents 
the broad-minded and liberal men in the 
Republican party, who have beou crowd- 
ed to one side in tho last tew years by 
the small politicians, with rather disas- 
trous results, and at auother election, if 
the party is to win, such men must be 
brought to tho front aud one of them 
chosen as a candidate for governor. 
Governor Russell would uot have had 
8iicti au easy victory had his opponents 
been men of larger caliber. 

Tiik state highway commission in their 
report have a good deal to say both direct- 
ly and indirectly of the excellence of New- 
ton roads. The appendices include a re- 
port of the Newton city engineer on high- 
way work in this city; an account of 
specifications for work on concrete walks 
and crossings in Newton in 1892; and tables 
showing the cost of breaking stone for 
highway use in Newton. 

No meeting ot tue Guy Council in 
three weeks is due to there being five 
Mondays in January. Nevertheless or 
therefore, city affairs Beem to be going 
along very peacefully aud with the usual 
efficient management.

Letter from Hawaii. 

A letter was received this morning by 
Mr. L. M. Piukham from his sou, Eugene 
Pinkham of this city, dated Honolulu, 
Jan. 18, which contains the following 
reference to the exciting affairs iu that 
island : 

“Unexpectedly a steamer leaves here 
specially for San Francisco this after- 
noon with officials and despatches 
tendering this country to the United 
States. Tlie Queen Saturday last at- 
tempted to practically establish absolute 
monarchy. As a result she has lost her 
throne, a provisional government has 
been established, with four executive 
officers of which P. C. Jones is one. I 
saw most of the public proceedings. 
Owing to the landing of 800 U. S. mari- 
ners and sailors with four Galling guns, 
and a vessel able lo blow the city to 
pieces in 15 minutes iu the harbor, 
things have passed olT very quietly, 
although nearly 2000 men were under 
arms. No life has tieeu lost. During 
tlie expitemout we had au Australian 
steamer come from i$ to Francisco full 
of passengers and tourists. The royal 
band gave a fine concert iu tlie evening 
and tho hotel was quite brillimt, while 
withiu two blocks 1200 men were under 
arms, yes withiu oue block. So you see 
even tragic occurrences do uot appear 
quite so tragic wheu you got near 
them.”

A Sailor's Bravo Dead. 

On tho evening of Sept. 0 tho sailing i 
cuttor of tho Swnllow, wliilo cruising off 
tho south ond of tho Zanzibar islands, 
anchored off Uzi island, when half the 
men landed, leaving Mr. McDermott, 
John Sadler.

Lnwford and Payne j.i.. pod overboard 
ami were bathing, win ,i a large shark 
was seen making toward Lnvrfcrd. The 
•hark was only ior.v or five feet off. 
when, without any hesitation and with- 
out waiting lo ui\ e. t 1 If of any ot 
his clothes. McDermot . l lunged into thf 
sea “right on top of Iho: Mr.:,” and with 
the splash he made frightened it away 
for a short time, while the men were 
quickly drawn into the boat. 

McDermott aufTcrcd nothing from his 
immersion, but if it lmd not been for his i 
prompt action Lawford must lmve lost 
his life. This extraordinary uct of hero- 
ism, the particulars of which have just 
been forwarded to the Royal Humane 
society by the lords commissioners of the 
admiralty, has been investigated by the 
committee of the former body, which 
has unanimously conferred its silver 
medal upon Thomas McDermott, who is 
the chief boatswain of her majesty’s 
ship Swallow, for saving Lawford. Thf 
story has of course been confirmed by 
several witnesses in all particulars after 
due investigation by Rear Admiral Bed- 
ford, C. A., and Commander Finnis, se- 
nior officer of the Zanzibar division. — 
Pall Mall Budget. 


Stanford University’ll Horn. 

Next month when the Palo Altos play 
off their tie with the Berkeley students 
in a match game of football there will 
bo trouble in store for the quiet citizens 
of this burg. 

They will bo awakened by noises more 
unearthly and more uncanny than any 
they ever heard before. 

A local firm has a contract on hand to 
construct a monster horn, not an ordi- 
nary horn blown by mortal beings and 
making the midnight hours hideous, 
but a horn worked by a steam blower, 
made of galvanized iron, CO feet long 
and 10 feet in diameter. 

The Stanford boys are going to have 
this monster horn, and thoy are now 
preparing a petition to tho governor to 
have tho militia detailed to protect it 
from the wiles and machinations of the 
Berkleyites. 

The coming noisemaker will have two 
valves, a 32-horsepower boiler and will 
cost $500 when built.

The Laborer Is Worthy or His Hire. 

The action of the Jewelers’ league of 
this city in adopting under protest a 
motion made by its secretary to reduce 
his salary is likely to attract considera- 
ble attention in commercial circles. It 
was a peculiar situation. Tlie secretary, 
who is well to do, wanted to turn over 
to the organization several hundred dol- 
lars of liis pay, as he didn’t need it. 
There was an instant protest from a gen- 
erous member, who said that it would 
be sotting up a bad precedent to consent 
to the secretary’s proposition. The mem- 
ber believed that tho work done by the 
secretary was worth all lie got, and he 
suggested that his successor in office 
might not be so well able to do without 
the full amount of the salary, which is 
drawn from the membership fees. 

There was sound sense in this protest. 
It is grounded on the fair and manly no- 
tion that the good laborer in auy field of 
work is well worthy his hire. Experi- 
ence proves that he gets best service who 
pays his servant liberally. The Jewel- 
ers’ league believes in this policy. — New 
York Sun. 


Revival of English In the Colleges. 

From the new Yule catalogue it ap- 
pears that the authorities there have 
awakened to tho need of greater atten- 
tion to tlie study of English. Beginning 
with 1894 the entrance examinations are 
to include papers upon certain pieces of 
English literature, “selected as well for 
their probablo attractiveness to the 
preparatory student as for their intrinsic 
importance.” The questions are to he 
constructed with the special view of test- 
ing the candidate's familiarity with the 
subject matter, but weight is to be given 
to tho literary forma of the papers of- 
fered by the applicants.

Entering Portland Hnrhor. 

This is the time of year when f ho storm 
tossed mariner should never be over con- 
fident that lie is safely and certainjy 
within Portland harbor. Again and 
again vessels almost ready to poke their 
noses past House island have been driven 
off the shore by a wintry northeaster, 
and with rigging iced, crew despairing, 
have beon whirled off the coast for days, 
driven sometimes hundreds of miles 
away. Even n land lubber can realize 
how men would feel tinder these condi- 
tions after they had drawn almost near 
enough to the home fireside to feel its 
warmth. It was only a little while ago 
that a Portland captain, returning from 
a long voyage, had worked his vessel 
well up to the harbor’s mouth. 

Then in his profound relief he resigned 
the ship into the hands of liis men, went 
below and proceeded to acquire unto 
himself a load that sagged that part of 
the ship mightily. So when that north- 
easter came down past old Seguin the 
captain didn’t know a gale from a tune 
on a jewsliarp. The nose of the plung- 
ing ship worked about slowly, but 
steadily, and in 15 minutes the vessel 
was flitting nwav to the south, squarely 
away from home and comfort. The 
captain never sobered off so quickly 
in all his life, but it was no use; he was 
in for it. For nine days they struggled 
with a raging sea, hundreds of miles off 
the coast, with iced rigging stiff as iron, 
and suffering everything but death. 
When the storm abated, and the captain 
finally toiled weakly into Portland har- , 
bor, lie was sober— there’s not the least ! 
doubt about that. — Lewiston Journal. 


Koom For Improvement. 

It doesn’t seem possible that we could 
get any worse postal service than we are 
getting now, aud young blood may be an 
improvement. Tho way newspaper mail 
is handled is especially outrageous. 
Washington city is but six hours from 
New York, and yet the Washington Sun- 
day morning papers are not delivered 
here till Monday. Pittsburg is hut 12 
hours from here, and the Pittsburg Sun- 
day papers are not delivered here at the 
newsstands before 8 or 4 o'clock Monday, 
ami not to individual subscribers until 
Monday night. Not infrequently Mon- 
day’s paper gets to tho subscribers before 
tho Sunday issue. Chicago is but a day 
off, yet it takes two and sometimes throe 
days to reach the New York subscribers 
of a Chicago morning newspajier. I get 
papers from these cities and know this is 
so, and I know it is tho same with other 
newtqiaper mail. 

The letter mail is uncertain. Some- 
times it is on time, more frequently not. 
Sometimes a letter mailed in New York 
to an address in tho saino city will reach 
the party addressed within a couple of 
hours— very often not tho same day. Tiie 
whole postal service seems to have be- 
aonie demoralized and uncertain. In 
6lu>rt, it is outrageous aud ought to be 
amended without delay. — New York 
Herald.

MANAGING ENGLISH FARMS. 

thi- Result* nf nn Intelligent nml Capable 
l.nntl Owner In England. 

Mr. W. .T. Harris gives a most helpful 
»nd interesting account of tho Halwill 
Manor estate. This was poor land and 
■inch of it was untouched for long peri- 
ods, being treated as a summer run for 
rattle. The investor, Mr. Harris, was 
tempted at first, to do what at that time 
was generally done by landlords — con 
■didate farms, pull down old cottages 
|nd in fact generally reduce the avail- 
lldo ]>opulation and labor on the land. 

Several farms fell in soon after Mr. 
[tarris’ purchase of the estate, but I10 
was “converted” by observing that, 
where the landlord or tho farming ten- 
ant lmd nllowed the cottagers to culti- 
vate tho land immediately around them. 
Ihe value of the land had been doubled 
by tho laborer without indeed any guar- 
antee of permanent residence. 

Instead of destroying, t he now landlord 
built and repaired, and having farms on 
his hnnds was enabled to cut off certain 
fields and allot them to cottagers. Small 
farms grew* up and the larger ones were 
reduced. Thus land was let that other- 
wise would not lmvo been— moorland in- 
closures, for instance— audit was on these 
that the value of the system made itself 
at once apparent. 

Land not valued at more than five 
shillings per acre in its rough state be- 
came, when meadow land, worth from 
thirty to fifty shilliugs, and ns tho cot- 
tages were in demand tho population 
Increased, and farmers knowing that 
labor could always bo obtained took the 
large farms, reduced though they were. 
Wages have risen from ten and eleven 
shillings to twelve and fourteen shillings 
per week. 

Mr. Harris says he made the mistake 
of working his vacant farms with bail- 
iffs, thinking, as tho land was in low 
condition, lie might do it better than a 
tenant. But, 11s he says, it is the laborer 
who know’s best and wlio succeeds, pro- 
vided he has not more land than I10 can 
manage. One of these small holders now 
has fifty acres and gives occasional em- 
ployment. 

One secret of the small farmer’s suc- 
cess is that one man works on his farm 
for no \vages at all, and that is tho farm- 
er himself. The small farmers help each 
other, and they seldom let a crop stand 
too late or get behindhand, ns is tho fash- 
ion with some misguided men, who un- 
derman their large farms and depend on 
outside labor for chronic emergencies. 
The harm that a largo landowner can do 
by farming meanly is incalculable.— 
London Saturday Review. 


Old Time "Reviewing.” 

The first age of the great modern re- 
views and magazines was an ago of kicks 
Slid rough horseplay. Party spirit ran 
high under the regency, and literary 
criticism, so far from being the "disin- 
terested” affair which Matthew Arnold 
demands, was avowedly run upon polit- 
ical lines.

Douglas, of Glasgow, who 
had been roughly handled in “Maga,” 
came to Edinburgh and horsewhipped 
Blackwood, and was in turn beaten by 
Blackwood, who had re-enforced himself 
meanwhile with a cudgel and with the 
Ettrick Shepherd. — H. A. Beers in Cen- 
tury.

Gas Commissioners’ Report. 

Tho Annual report of tho board of gas 
and electric light commissioners was 
submitted to the Legislature Tuesday. 
The report gives the number of com- 
panies, towns and individuals manufac- 
turing gas and electric lights in the state 
for public use as 135. Twenty-six of 
them supply both gas and electric lights, 
62 only electric lights, and 40 only gas. 
On June 4. 1892, a petition a a* received 
from the customers of the Boston gas- 
light company complaining that tiie price 
of gas as charged by the Boston company 
wai excessive, and asking that the price 
be fixed by statute at f I a thousand feet. 
The petition was signed by about 69 
large consumers of gas. Two hearings 
wore given, but no testimony was offered 
on either side. At the last hearing the 
petitioners placed with the commis- 
sioners a statement of thoir grounds of 
complaint, showing that the company 
could well aff >rd to furnish gas at that 
price. Only four municipalities have 
gone ahoad under the authority of the 
statute and established plans. They are 
Danvers, Braintree, Peabody and Welles- 
ley. These plants are used simply for 
lighting the streets. Tho towns and 
cities which during the past year have 
taken action looking toward the estab- 
lishment of plants are East Bridgewater, 
Needham, Stoughton, Winchester, Wo- 
burn and Springfield. 

There were 24 accidents from illumi- 
nating gas. They were all isolated cases 
and 18 of them were fatal. Four of the 
persons killed undoubtedly committed 
suicide. Seven persons were injured by 
electricity, four of them fatally. All hut 
two of those injured were employers of 
electric light companies. Tho number 
of deaths iu the United States reported 
to the board from various sources, 
caused by inhaling illuminating gas, was 
250. Of this number 37 are leported as 
suicides. The foil owing companies have 
reduced the price of gas during the year: 
Newton, Brockton, Quincy, Chelsea, 
New Bedford, Gloucester, Watertown 
and Norwood.

A communication from the secrotary 
of Rtate Rave notice of the application 
for pei missson to open a parochial school 
in Newton. 

W. C. Langley tiled a claim for dam- 
ages rocoived .lan. 2o, while driving on 
Washington street, when he was thrown 
from his carringo by a defect in the 
stroot. 

P. B. Ryan t iled a cla im for damag es 
for injuries sustained by a- fall on an icy 
sidewalk. 

The Newton and Brighton Street Rail- 
way asked for a location on Centre, Elm- 
wood, Park and Treraont streets, for a 
street railway to bo oporatod by the 
trolley system. A hearing was granted 
for March Oth, at 7.80. 

Moses Clark was coulirmod as deputy 
collector. 

Eighty owners of real estate petitioned 
to have their sewer assessments divided 
into ten annual payments. 

STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 

The hearing on the Newtonvillo & 
Watertown Street Railway Co’s applica- 
tion for location on Walnut, Lowell and 
Watertown streets was opened, and Mr. 
H. B. Parker explained the petition. 
^Councilman L. E. G. Green protested 
against the plan to have the road curve 
to the south side of the street opposite 
the sohool house on Watertown street, 
and said the only proper place for a 
street railway was in the centre of the 
street, lie presented a remonstrance 
signed by every property owner on the 
street. Watertown was a wide street 
and there was room for teams on each 
side. The railroad paid nothing for the 
franchise and their only reason for ask- 
ing tor a location on the side, was to save 
some expense in the construction. He 
also protested against any location being 
granted on Lowell street, as in a short 
time the road would be extended up 
Watertown street to West Newton, and 
there would then be tracks on both sides 
of the triangle. The property owners on 
Lowell street also objected t6 having any 
tracks on Lowell street, as it was a 
narrow street, and would cause ueedless 
danger. He presented a remonstrance 
signed by every propery owner but one, 
who was out or the state. 

C. D. Cabot and J. G. Spear also pro- 

Ex- Alderman Chadwick said he repre- 
sented two pieces of property on Water- 
town street and be also protested against 
placing the tracks on the side. He also 
objected against giviDg the road a loca- 
tion in Newtonvilie square, and allowiug 
the cars to staud there. If the owners 
of the Fulsifer estate should ever build 
out to their line, it would narrow the 
square, and cars would be au objection. 
The citizens liviug within a half mile of 
the square were assessed a few years ago 
for the widening of the square, and paid 
their assessments cheerfully, but they 
did not do this to give a street railway a 
chance to conieiu and narrow the square. 
He beard that that road expected to cross 
the B. & A. tracks, but they would never 
get such permission till the grades at the 
crossing were separated and that would 
be time enough to talk about their going 
into the square. It was very hard to get 
anything away from a corporation that 
was once grauted and tire board should 
be very careful about the privileges it 
gave. 

The hearing was then closed. 

MR. KEEFE’S BARN. 

A heariug was then held on the 
remonstrance of Cornelius McBride 
against the barn recently built by C. \V. 
Keefe on .Jewett sheet. Mr. Curtis 
Abbott represented Mr. McBride and 
described the circumstances at consider- 
able length, and claimed that the build- 
ing was within 5 teet, of McBride’s house, 
accord ir g to the latter’s measurement. 

Mr. Keefe said it, was 8 feet from the 
bouse and was willing to have any mem- 
ber of the; board luspecc the premises, or 
any member ot the tma.d of health. He 
had built his barn according to first the 
plans without change. 

ENGINE HEARING. 

No one appeared to remonstrate 
against Wm. Bliss’ petition for a four 
horse power steam engine aid boiler in 
the basement of Pratt’s stable uu Beacon 
street and license was granted. 

TELEPHONE POLE*. 

The N. E. Telephone Company asked 
for location for poles on Mt. Vbrnou, 
Nabantou and Dedham streets, and a 
heariug was grauted fur Feb. 20. 

The company also gave notice that 
they would soon be ready to begin to 
place their wires under ground, aud as 
according to the public statutes, regula- 
tions must be prescribed by ordinance, 
they presented a draft of au ordiuauce 
which would be satisfactory to them. 
It was referred to the ordiuauce com 
mil tee. 

The annual reports of the overseers of 
the poor aud the chief of the fire depart 
cnent were presented. 

Martin Nash of Washington street, 
Ward 4, was drawn as grand juror aud 
Fred M. Woodward of Woodward street, 
Ward 5, and J. Warren Bailey of Jewett 
sstreet, Ward 1, were drawn as traverse 
jurors for the superior court. 

HEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

The trustees of the Newton Methodist 
/Episcopal church, by E W. Gay, presi- 
-deut, protested against the sewer assess- 
ment levied on the church property on 
(Centre and Wesley streets. The latter 
(makes a right angle around thecliureh 
property, so that it really fronts on three 
streets and the assessment is in excess of 
what is equitable aud just aud ought to 
be reduced. Referred to sewer commit- 
t.ee. 

Alderman Hunt presented the petition 
<A Aaron A. Hall, the contractor of 
/sections four and live of tbe Newton 
istwere, who was ruined by the amount 
of quicksauds be encountered on Homer 
street, lie *t ited that he did all in his 
power to forward the work, but tin* 
obstacles encountered were unknown to 
Him when he signed the contract, aud if 
known uo one would have lakeu the job 
save at day wages. He bad Hied his 
•best to fulfil tliu terms of the contract 
and had been ruined financially by so 
doing. It had been stated to him that 
tihe city officials know of these obstacles 
when the coutracl was let, but refrained 
■from l» Uiug of them, aud if so this would 
void tbe coutract. He asked that a fair 
ia»d just compensation be allowed him, 
atud stated that if tbe city should pay all 


that the work cost him, It had got the 
benefit of the work, as no one oould have 
done it better, oi moro reasonably. Tho 
matter was referred to the sower com- 
mit toe. 

Chas. Coffin asked for license to run 
telephone wiro ncioss Parker street. 
Referred* 

V. K. Carpenter asked for concreto 
walk on Margin, Putnam and Hunter 
streets; reterred. Also that the south- 
east corner of Putnam and Margin Rtroets 
he rounded off, by cutting eight or ten 
feet, and agieed to givo the land. Re- 
ferred to Highway committee. 

Petitions for depot carriages woro re- 
ceived and tiled. 

C. Gallichen asked for another street 
lamp on Tremont street. 

C. A. Purdy asked for license for pool 
table at 820 Washington street. 

James W. Fenno of Nowtouville asked 
for liceuso as auctioneer. 

8KWER ABATEMENT. 

John (Jloason of Watertown asked for 
an abatement of his sewer assessment 
on Boyd street. Ho had only a narrow 
strip of land in Newton, bis house being 
in Watertown, and the land could never 
be built upon. He was connected with 
the Watertown sower aud should noyor 
use the Newton Rower. The strip of 
land comprised only 750 square foot, 
and was assessed for $100, and tho sowor 
assessor nt was $47.50. Tho case was 
referred to tho sewer committee. 

Edward E. Adams gave notice of in- 
tention to build house 25x55 on Fountain 
street, West Newton. 

J. R. Campbell asked for license to 
build stable for 2 horses, on Watortown 
street, 15x20 feet. 

STREET LIGHT REFORM. 

The joint committee on the mayor’s 
address reported through Alderman 
Rumery, referring the different portions 
to the appropriate committees, and that 
portion relating to street lights, they re- 
ferred with au urgent recommendation 
that the committee introduce a radical 
reform in the method and manner of 
lighting the streets. 

Aldermau Bothfeld reported recom- 
mending the grauting of petitions for 
sidewalks on Winchester street, Glon- 
wood avenue, Parker street, and Eliot 
avenue, and orders were passed to that 
effect. A number of other petitioners 
for sidewalks were given leave to with- 
draw. 

CATERPILLARS. 

The highway committee recommended 
that the petition of the Newton Horti- 
cultural Society, to have the city destroy 
the tent caterpillars aud other pests on 
the trees in the city streets, be granted, 
and that an appropriation be made for 
that purpose. 

The annual reports of the City Engin- 
eer, of the Water Board and of the City 
Engineer and E. A. Buss in regard to 
surface drainage, were presented. 

The highway committee reported in 
favor of granting the petition for widen- 
ing Eliot street opposite the ledge, and a 
survey was presented. The whole 
amount of laud to be taken is 3360 square 
feet. 

ORDERS. 

On motion of Alderman Emerson an 
order was passed appropriating $200 for 
legal expenses of the city solicitor, also 
authorizing the finance committee to ex- 
pend $325 in procuring bonds with 
sureties for the city treasurer, and city 
clerk aud other employes. 

CHANGING SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

On motion of Alderman Hunt the city 
clerk was ordered to communicate with 
the Senator aud Representatives from 
this district, and request them to sup- 
port aud urge the passage of the bill to 
authorize the city of Newton to change 
its method of sewer assessments. 

I. EG AC Y FROM LAST YEAR. 

Alderman Rumery presented au order 
appropriating $477, to be taken from any 
unexpended balances or from the taxes of 
1808, and add to the tire department ap- 
propriation. to pay for the hose wagou at 
Upper Falls. He said it was a legacy 
from last year, the wagon had been 
bought aud used, and now it must be 
paid for; pissed. 

CONVEYING PUPILS. 

Aldenuan Emerson presented an order 
appropriating $200 for the conveyance of 
pupils, to be cliarged to tbe genoral ap- 
propriatiou for schools. 

Alderman Roffe asked what it was for. 

Aldermau Emerson said it was for the 
conveyance of pupils from the upper 
grade at Lower Falls, when tbe services 
of a master bad beeu dispensed with, to 
Auburudale. 

Aldermau Roffe said he would like to 
know bow tbe people of Lower Falls re- 
garded this. At Oak Hill, such a meas- 
ure had encountered such strong opposi- 
tion that it bad to be given up. 

Aldermau Plummer said it was the 
lirst he bad heard of it, aud would like 
to have more light on the matter, and 
the order was tabled. 

ANOTHER LEGACY. 

Alderman Thompson presented an 
order appropriating $3200 for the pay- 
ment of bills incurred by tbe public pro- 
perty committee iu 1802, aud left unpaid. 

Aldermau Bothfeld said be supposed 
they should have to vote for tbe order 
whether tbe bills were just or not, but it 
was a most unusual proceeding. 

Aldermau Thompson said the commit- 
tee thought so too, but the bills were in- 
curred. They bad found one bill which 
bad beeu approved aud paid, aud tbe 
work bad not yet been performed, but 
tbe mayor bad fouud a nearly equal sum 
due the party for another lob, and bad 
held that iu tbe treasury. That appeared 
to be the way tbe work was doue last 
year. Part of tbe money is for a bill of 
$1871 for tbe Nouautum hose bouse. An- 
otbei bill was for plumbing in a school 
bouse, which one of tbe members, (Mr. 
Forknall), who was authorized simply 
to get proposals, but weut ahead and 
ordered the work on the last day of tbe 
year, without a meeting of tbe commit- 
tee or any record being made, aud now a 
bill of $*i00 was sent iu. The commit- 
tee presented this order with this expla- 
nation, us they did uut wish to take it 
out of their appropri itiou, aud then fail 
to do tbe work tbe appropriation was 
made to cover. Tbe school bouses of tbe 
city were iu very bad shape aud so were 
many of tbe city stables. 

Aldermau Bothfeld was surprised that 
a man could get a hill approved for $500 
for work that bad never beeu doue, and 
last yeai’s committee must have bad a 
very loose manuer of doing business. 

M <yor F» nuo said about au equal 
amount was due tbe man for another 
job, which bo should see was not paid 
until the work for which be bad been 
paid was done. 

Aldermau Roffe said $053 of tbe ap- 
propriation for tbe Nouautum hose bouse 
was turned into tho treasury at tbe end 
of last year, which was a part of the $1871 
called for. 

Alderman Bothfeld said be supposed 
it was useless to protest, be bad protest- 
ed tuauy times last year ut tbe proceed- 
ings of tbe chairmuu of tbe public pro- 


perty onmmilteo, and ho should intro- 
duce a resolution expressing tho disap- 
proval of the hoard of any committee’s 
exceeding its appropriation. 

Tho order then passed by a yea and 
nay vote. 

Alderman Bothfeld introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution which was passed: 
Resolved, that tho Board of Aldermen 
condomn tho practice of any committee 
incurring liabilities in excess* of any ap- 
propriation, and they also protest 
against tho use of any sum of nionoy for 
any other purpose than that for which it 
was appropriated, without the oxpross 
authority of tho city council, and they 
oxnect tho chairmoii of all committees 
to keep within tho appropriations, 
SEPARATING GRADES. 

An order appropriating $5,000, to bo 
expondod by the finance eonimitteo, for 
salarios and oxpensos of tho commission- 
ers on tho separation of grades in Now- 
ton, was passed. 

On motion of Alderman Hunt, an order 
authorizing the correction of any clerical 
orrors in sewer nssosBmonts was passed. 
AUDURNDALF. TARK. 

Ou motion of Alderman Rumery $3,475 
was appropriated for the purchase of 31 
acres of land iu Auburudale, to be used 
is a public park and playground, theeiti- 
zeus having raised tho balance, aud tho 
money to bo paid when a satisfactory 
title is given to tho city. 

The highway committee was authorized 
to expeud $500 in trimming trees on 
highways, cutting down old ouob and 
destroying tent caterpillars and other 
pests. 

The committoe on printing were 
authorized to liavo 1000 copies of tho re- 
port of the City Euginoer on surface 
drainage printed and tbo subject matter 
was referred to the highway committee. 

An ordor was presented for the widen- 
ing of Eliot street, and tho property own- 
ers interested were granted a hearing on 
Monday evening, March Oth. 

Wm Bresnahan was granted a license 
for buildiug a stable ana shed. 

Mayor Fenno gave notice that a hear- 
ing would be given at the State Hou-e, 
Friday morning, at 10 o’clock, before the 
committee on juiiciaryon tho changing 
of the system of sewer assessments iu 
Newton. 

HIGHWAY ORDINANCE. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented an ordi 
nance relating to highways, which was 
discussed at great length aud the section 
calling for clean sidewalks called out tho 
usual remonstrances from the representa- 
tion of Wards Four, Five aud Six, 
whore the people all want a chance to 
wear their rubber boots aud believe that 
the cleaning of sidewalks should be left 
to Nature. Tho ordiuauce was amended 
iu this respect so that it applies only to 
tho less rural portion of tho city, Wards 
One, Two, Three and Seven. 

Aldermau Bothfeld said every one in 
those Wards objected to being left out of 
the district for cleau walks, aud the calls 
were loud aud frequent for such au ordi- 
nance. All other cities have such au 
ordinance. The ordinance was then 
passed to bo enrolled. 

Johu Leonard gave notice of intention 
to build a house, 26 by 36, with ell 14 by 
14 on Gardner street. 

The petition for location of the Newton 
& Watertown street railway was referred 
to the street railway committee. 

TENURE OF OFFICE. 

The bill to amend the tenure of office 
provisions of the city charter, as applied 
to city employes, members of commis- 
sions, and others, was then iuformally 
discussed, and the practice of other 
cities quoted, after which tho board ad- 
journed. 
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Our Numerous Electric Roads. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Scarcely a week passes but some new 
scheme for an electric road is broached, 
and location asked for ou noe or more of 
the streets that have cost the city so much 
money to bring up to their present state 
of perfection. 

We may well ask where are we drift- 
ing? and also if it is not time to call a 
halt in this matter? Our streets aie all 
of them too narrow for an electric road, 
and when one takes possession of a street 
then all other conveyances have to vacate, 
1 need only instance the condition of 
Washington street, the past few weeks, 
which has beeu almost impassable either 
for runners or wheels, and is still iu a 
horrible condition. 

Newton has heretofore been very 
popular for driving, its good roads and 
attractive streets calling many strangers 
boro who have been so charmed with 
what they saw that they have established 
their residences here. 

With lines of electric cars ou every 
main street, will there not bo danger of 
tbe “Garden City” sinking to the level 
of Somerville, for instance, where there 
is hardly a street without its street car 
line, and the class of residents is very 
different from those of Newton. 

Street car conveniences are all very 
well, but when owners of teams can not 
drive in any direction without encount- 
ering the danger from electric cars, will 
thev uut be apt to move to some other 
locality, where the streets are not 
outirely given over to street car corpora- 
tions, and such people pay a large share 
of our taxes. 

The board of aldermen ought to make 
it a rule, that no street railway corpora- 
tion should be given a location in auy 
street that is less than sixty feet wide, 
aud thou if these companies want to pay 
for widening streets, they can do so. 
But the practice is the other way now, 
the location is given, the stieet then be- 
comes impassable, aud the city is called 
on to widen it. 

1 would like to ask what is the purpose 
of all these street railway corporations, 
and what will become of them? They 
will not long remain independent sys- 
tems, aud there is always the probability 
that they will be swallowed by tbe West 
End. This is worth thinking about.

days’ battlos around Richmond and 
participated in those at Ch mcellorsville, 
Gettysburg and Bristol Station, During 
(Jen. Jubal Early’s attack on Washington 
in 1804 she was at Fort Stevens, and the 
following spring was in the cavalcado 
which followed President Lincoln’s body 
from the White House to the capitol, be- 
ing in tho escort selected to guard 
President Johnson’s carnage. 

At tho close of the war Col. Auclimuty 
had become so much attached to this 
splendid mare which had done him such 
good service that he took her to Hyde 
Park on tho Hudson where she spent a 
year. In 1867 ho romoved her to Lenox, 
where she was ridden by him until u 
couple of years ago, wtiou her advanced 
age, rather than her lack of vigor aud 
activity, retired her from active duty to 
that of an honored pensioner on her 
owner’s estate. She had novor been 
uuder servitude in harness and without 
doubt tho call of the war bugles, tho 
beat of the drums and a volley of musket- 
ry would fill her with martial ardor. She 
is housed iu a largo aud comfortable box 
stall, and after breakfasting each morn- 
ing on a generous pail of fresh milk iu 
which is mixed oatmeal aud bran, she is 
let out for her daily morning walk. She 
never fails on this occasion to proceed to 
a brook of pure spring water which 
crosses tho high-way a half-milo distant 
from tho barn, aud after taking a drink 
returns directly to the home farm. In 
the summer she roams about at will 
over 200 acres, nibbling in clover patches, 
daintily testing juvenile oats oud oorn, 
but never doing any serious damage. 
Only the kindest of care and watchful- 
ness has preserved this famous animal, 
and barring the marks of her great age 
Mrs. Gaiues is tolerably well.

WEST NEWTON’S POSTOFFICE. 


HKAK1NG OF PETITIONERS AND REMON- 
STRANTS ON NEW LOCATION. 

Tbe public meeting to discuss tho 
chango in location of tbe West Newton 
postofilco drew a great crowd of inter- 
ested citizens to City Hall, Tuesday even- 
ing. and the speeches illustrated the 
manner in which the change has agitated 
all parts of Ward Three. 

People oast of the old location wanted 
the office in the old site in Robinson’s 
block and those living west of the lino 
wanted it in Nickerson’s block. Peti- 
tions and counter petitions have been 
circulated and signed, and in order to 
ger. at a full expression of opinion, tho 
public meeting was held, which re- 
minded one of tho old time West New- 
ton Lyceum, where many of the speakers 
got their training, 

The meeting was presided over by In- 
spector Evaus of tbo Uuited States postal 
service. He rapped to order at 7.30 
o’clock, and at that hour tbe 500 seats in 
tbo auditorium were nearly all occupied. 
Lator many others came in, and soon the 
space at tho rear of the hall and portions 
of the aisles were tilled up. 

Chief Inspector George H. Evans, be- 
fore opening the hearing for public dis- 
cussion, gave a few details regarding the 
issues which led to a change in tho post- 
office location. 

On Aug. 28, he received a letter in- 
structing him to secure better accom 
modations for the West Newton post- 
office. He appointed an inspector to 
carry out the department instructions. 
The result of the inspector’s work was 
tho receipt of one proposition from Mr. 
Francis Murdock for Mrs. Billings, the 
owner of Robinson’s block, and upon tbo 
former’s recommendation it was ac- 
cepted, Nov. 5th. 

On Nov. 21, a letter desiring the re- 
opening of the case was received, the in- 
structions being to secuie cheaper 
quarters. Tho same inspector wis de- 
tailed for this work and was instructed 
to get tho then occupied location lower 
or liiid another place. Mr. Murdock 
could make no lower terms so another 

S lace wns looked for and Mr. J. II. 

ickcrsou afterward made a proposition. 
Mr. Murdock also submitted one and in 
accordance with instructions the lowest 
priced one was taken. 

Tho inspector was questioned as to the 

S rices submitted. lie Baid Mr. Murdock 
id at firHt $(175, Mr. Nickerson $525. 
On tho second bid Mr. Murdock’s figures 
wore $540. Afterward Mr. Nickerson 
was asked if he would make the rental 
an even $500 and consented. Inspector 
Evaus stated here that he wished ovor.v- 
ono to understand that Mr. Stacy, 
tho postmaster, had no more to do with 
tho postnfficc matter than any child in 
town. Hu stated this in justice to tho 
postmaster who might otherwise receive 
UDjust criticism. 

The hearing was then opened for dis- 
cussion. tho speaker saying in conclusion 
that his interest in the quesiiou was only 
to serve the best interests of tho govern- 
ment and the citizens of WeBt Newton. 

Mr. George T. Lincoln was the first 
speaker, Ho said that the new location 
was inconvenient for a large number of 
property holders who believed that the 
postofficu should bo situated near the 
greatest business interests and raoBt cen- 
tral to tho statiou. 

Mr. George A. Walton said among 
other things that the largest number of 
residents favorei the old location, be- 
lieving that there was no good reason for 
a change. A location neirest to the 
dopot was most convenient for the great- 
er number of people. The new location, 
owing to tho nanowuess of the street 
through which street railway trucks ruu, 
was, he thought, less safe, especially for 
ohildren who were accustomed to going 
to the postoffice for mail. 

Mr. J. T. Lovett said that it was inci- 
dental that a difference of $40 per annum 
iu the rental had influenced the change. 
He thought that the government should 
not consider such an insignificant sum 
when u majority of the people, apparent- 
ly, favored tho old looatiou. The accessi- 
bility to the depot, he said, was the chief 
thing to be considered, and that it was 
much easier to reach the depot from tbe 
old postoffice than the uew one. He 
touched iu conclusion upon the danger 
from electric cars, taking the same view 
of this phase of the mutter as the preced- 
ing speaker. 

Mr. 11. G. Gould followed iu a similar 
vein. He alluded especially to the ad- 
vantage of the old postoffice site iu a 
large open squure where four of the 
greuter roadways eutered. The wide 
square was, he said, of great advantage 
to people who cume to the office iu car- 
riages. 

Mr. U. F. Houghton said that the new 
location was iu tho exact centre of West 
New ton. It wus by far, he thought, the 
better place for the office, and accommo- 
dated the neatest number of people. 

Kr. Schofield made an earnest plea in 
the interest of keeping tho office iu the 
uew quurters. 

Mr. James T. Alien favored the new 
location. He said, umoug other things, 
that there were 083 houses iu West New- 
ton. Of that number 304 were west of 
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Highland street, or above the old post- 
office site. Of tho population he said 1,- 
070 persons lived west of tlighland street. 
Of the business planes 52 were located 
east and 62 west of Highland street. Of 
mail matter brought to the office, 150,- 
400 lotters came from business men near- 
er the now office than tho old one. It 
was aUo easier to got a train from the 
new office, lie thought, because Highland 
stroot offered not only a direct way to tho 
dopot, but thero was less likelihood of 
being cut off from crossing the tracks. 
At the old location the trains sometimes 
ran so far over the Chestnut streot cross- 
ing that one could not always got across 
tho tracks. 

In conclusion ho said that from the 
centre of the depot the distanco to the 
presont office was only 57 feet moro than 
the distance from tho same point to tho 
old ono. 

Messrs. Henry King, Christopher Need- 
ham, S. R. Urbiuo, Marcus Morton and 
others spoko in favor of tho new location. 
Mr. S-tniuol Barnard said that the post- 
office inspectors deserved tho thanks of 
tho community for their good judgment 
in locating the office in Nickerson’s 
block. 

Mr. V. E. Carpenter favored tho old 
louati in iiH more convenient for tho 
patrons of the offioe. 

Inspector Evans submitted letters from 
Mr. F. (4. L. Henderson, Superintendent 
of tho Newton Street Railway, who has 
the largost mail of nny one person com- 
ing to the postoffice, favoring tho now 
location, aud also a letter from ex-Aldor- 
man Wilson, favoring the old location. 


N0NANTUM IIOSE HOUSE. 

A COMPLIMENT TO NEWTON’S LIBERAL 
POLICY. 

I Boston Herald.] 

A suburban city of homes, with ell the 
modorn conveniences of a great metrop- 
olis, that is Newfon’s claim for develop- 
ment, liberal expenditures for improve- 
ments, especial y for all necessaries in 
tho way of public convenience and safety, 
has attracted a representative class of 
cilizons, and tho population, which has 
increased rapidly during the past few 
years, lias now nearly reached the 30,000 
mark. Large sums have boon spent for 
modorn sowerage, superior water service, 
unexcelled educational advantages, in 
fact, a generous policy has been pursued 
iu all publio undertakings. 

The fire department of Newton is ono 
of the best in tho state, and tho apparatus 
includes all the modern mechauism for 
lighting tires, from the chemical ougino 
to the aerial ladder truck aud water 
tower. 

Tho lire department buildings are sub- 
stantial structures, well fitted up and 
provided with all conveniences. Tho 
latest acquisition is the now hose house 
and police station just erected on the 
corner of Watertown and Uiidge streets 
in the Nonuutum district. It was put 
up from plans of Messrs. Kendall & 
Stevens, architects, at a cost of about 
$ 11 , 000 . 

Tbo bose house is 43x20 feet, aud the 
police statiou adjoining, facing on Bridge 
street, 20x30 feet. 

Tho llrst story of the hoBO house is of 
brick, while the second is Bhingled, aud 
the roof projects, having a broad cornice, 
which giveB the building a very attrac- 
tive aud symmetrical appearance. 

The hose tower is on the right of the 
apparatus room, aud is 50 feet high. It 
is surmounted by a columned belvedere. 
The bricks of tbo hose house structure 
arc laid in white mortar, and all of the 
outsido finish is in natural hard pine. 

Tho police station is constructed en- 
tirely of brick up to the roof, of a similar 
design to that of the hose house. 

Within the hose house, one enters first 
the apparatus room, 21x18 feet, in the 
rear of which thore is a stable room, 
with two stalls; the finish of these apart- 
ments being in North Carolina pine. Tho 
upper story contains a recreation room, 
14x11) feet, dormitory and bathroom — tne 
latter opening off a wide corridor. Tho 
finish is natural wood, with hard wood 
floors. 

Tho police station has a small office, 
cell room and a tramp lodging room 18x12 
feet. The latter has an entrance ouly 
from the office, aud is entirely separated 
from t lie prisoners’ quarters. Each cell 
is provided with a bunk aud the usual 
plumbing features. The door of the 
hath cell aud tramp rooms arc as- 

{ limited, and tho walls plastered iu Port- 
und cement. 

The buildings are heated by steam, and 
coutain all tho modern appliauccs and 
uecessnry plumbing aud ventilatiug fix- 
tures. 


THE GOVERNOR AND COUNCIL. 

MR. LEESON’H ACTION ENDORSED BY 
LEADING REPUBLICANS. 

[Bprlngheld Republican.] 

It is apparent to everybody that those 
Republican members of tho executive 
council who follow the lead of David 
Hall Rice have lost the sympathy and 
support of thoughtful members of their 
party throughout the state, and this was 
strikingly shown at Thursday’s meeting 
of the council when Lieut-Gov. Wolcott 
and Councilor Leeson voted agaiust 
Messrs. Morgan aud Rice, who formally 
reported iu opposition to tho confirma- 
tion of Mr. Sayles. The defection is im- 
portant iu itself, aud also as demonstiat- 
ing that shrewd Republicans recoguize 
tho impolicy of purely factious opposition 
to a popular executive. The liouLouant 
governor eutered upon the duties of his 
office with a reputation for candor aud 
good sense that ought to have made him 
easily leader of the couuoil, as Mr. Ilailu 
was last year, but his first mistake lay 
in permitting Mr. Rice to put a gratui- 
tous and really iucouseaueutiul affront 
upon the governor. Mr. Leeson’s action 
is significant because of his standing 
where he is best kuowu. On this poiut 
“Templeton” writes from Bostou to the 
Hartford Couraut: — 

He is an able .mau, oue of our first 
merchants, and an undoubted Repub- 
lican. He has, indeed, been president of 
the Home Market Club, tho most oou- 
spicuous and influential of all tho Re- 
publican organizations of the state. 
There cun be no question that he repre- 
sents iu his posiliou a large sectiou of 
his party. Rupublicaus here would 
smile if he was put in comparison with 
David Hall Rice, who represents the 
other element iu tho couuoil. It has jusi 
come out that David Hull Rice was a sup- 
porter of Gen. Butler ugaiust George 1). 
Bobiusou iu the memorable ooutest for 
tbe goveruorship of 1883. The more 
philosophical Republicans, even when 
they do uot altogether agree with the 
governor, object to uu issue beiug uiadu 
iu which there is so little importance us 
the decisiou as to whether one or two 


men shall hold ofllon or the governor ho 
allowed to designate their Huceossors. 

• •*••• 

Gov. Bussnll scored a victory in the 
council on Thursday by securing the con- 
firmation of Frank W. Jones of Lvnn 
and a member of the prison commiHsion, 
to be superintendent of prisons in place 
of William S. Gronno of Fall River, re- 
moved. Confirmation was bad by i vote 
of 11 vn to three. Councilors Rice, Morgan 
and J of ts voMng In tho negative. Hero, 
too, Councilor Leeson came to the front. 
David Hull Bice moved the appointment 
of a special committee, consisting of 
Messrs Keith, Jofts and Donovan, to in 
quire into the nomination of Mr. Jones. 
Lieut-Gov. Wolcott objected, saying that 
Mr. Jones was a good man, so far as he 
could learn, and ought to bo confirmed. 
Mr. Rico defended his proposition, and 
then Mr. Leeson took a hand. Ho could 
see no valid reason why Mr. Jones should 
uot bo confirmed. “1 will ask your ox- 
celloney,” said he, addressing tiio gov- 
ernor, “if tho public interests will suffer, 
if Mr. .lottos is not confirmed?” To this 
interrogation Gov. Russell replied that 
the public interests would suffer. Al- 
though the office is a sinecure, tho law 
still obliges tho superintendent of 
prisons to Btgn all requisitions for prison 
supplies, and until tho Legislature 
abolished the office it was absolutely 
necessary to ltavo a superintendent of 
prisons. Councilor Leeson also askod if 
Mr. Jones would accopt the oflico if it 
were to bo a permanent ono. The gov- 
ernor answered emphatically that he 
would not. “Then I shall vote for his 
confirmation,” Baid Mr. Leeson, and the 
vote was then taken. 


Commotion Produced by an Embossed Egg. 

On Tuesday, at tho residence of Mr. 
■William Early at Pino Valley, was found 
an egg having the following in raised 
letters on the shell: “Tho judgment day 
is now at hand. All ye take warning.” 
Tho news soon spread over the entire 
community and created intense excite 
ment, especially among the children and 
negroes. Some were crying, some were 
singing, some praying, and all were re- 
penting. 

Tho egg wus laid by the favorite hen 
and under tho front doorstep, and thero 
was to ho a dance that night, and Mr. 
Early’s wife and daughter were tho two 
most popular dancers in tbo community, 
while ho was tho violinist for tho occa- 
sion, but the finding of this egg broke up 
tho pleasures of the evening. 

The excitement among tho negroes pre- 
vailed all day and night. Some prayed 
all night, and one old negro after wres- 
tling with his sins all night, and was on 
his knees supplicating his Master’s mercy 
upon him, heard a buglo blown by ono of 
his neighbors and fell prostrate to tho 
ground from fear of the idea that it 
was Gabriel’s trumpet. — Cor. Galveston 
News. 


How He Formed nis Opinion. 

Jim Thornton, who just now occupies 
a position of extreme prominence in the 
Tenderloin precinct, hasn’t a very high 
opinion of human intelligence as dis- 
played in tho swell cafes. Ho tells this 
story’ to show that his opinion in this re- 
spect is correct:

Then in Paris a baroness and a com- 
pany of Indies make and sell all manner 
of fine and delicately perfumed soaps, 
toilet waters, powder, dentifrice, etc. It 
is de rigueur to have this whole soap 
stamped with the crest and monograms 
of the owner, and these ladies have in- 
vented a dainty little cake called “Lawn 
Tennis Soap,” just large enough for once 
using. The ingenious baroness sits in 
tho shop and entertains her visitors 
while they select what they wish. But 
ono can fancy only a very bold spirit 
possessing the audacity to argue about 
prices or to look at goods without a defin- 
ite intention of buying.

Opium a Cause of Suicide. 

“I have been taking opium for the last 
four years. It was on leaving tho army 
that I met a young man to whom I ex- 
plained that I suffered from severe head- 
ache. Ho advised me to take opium, and 
I said to him, ‘Won’t it grow upon me?’ 
He replied, ‘No.’ I have heard since 
that he hanged himself. I took to eat- 
ing the drag, and from day to day I 
swallowed increased doses until I could 
take ono dram every day. I used to roll 
it up into pills. When my money be- 
came short, and I was unable to get any 
more opium my life became a misery. I 
craved for it without effect, and as I 
could uot exist any longer without it I 
cut my tlirout.” This was the statemeut 
made by one George Hall, on whom an 
inquest was held at Burlington yester- 
day, to a doctor. This doctor said 10 
grains under ordinary circumstances 
were fatal. “Suicide while temporarily 
insane,” was the verdict. — Pall Mall 
Gazette. 


Abolish the Day* of Grace. 

Bankers and lawyers are pretty well 
agreed, wo believe, as to the advisability 
of doing away with days of grace, and 
legislation to this effect has been recom- 
mended to the various states by the 
state bourds of commissioners to pro- 
mote uniformity of legislation.

BALLOT CANCELLING BOXES. 

Unless some action is takeu by the 
Legislature toward supplying new 
ballot boxes, cities and towus, if their 
experience is like that in this city, will 
bo required to spend a great doal of 
money to put the ballot boxes furnished 
by the state and required to be used, in 
proper condition. The cancelling me- 
chanism was of suoh crude construction 
that it soon got out of order, and the 
money spent in repairs on the Acme 
boxes just prior to the city election was 
practically thrown away, as the boxes 
failed to work with any degree of satis- 
faction. 

What is needed is a device of simple con- 
struction and as inexpensive as consist- 
ent with service required. The “Ideal” 
boxes, the iuvention of our townsman, 
Mr. J. Q. Adams, were placed in the uew 
precincts of Wards 1. 3 and 0, and gave 
better satisfaction at the city election 
than at the state election, and with some 
improvements to reduce the weight and 
otherwise, suggested by the experimen- 
tal use, they will prove a good box, but 
may possibly be too expensive for 
general introduction. The ingeuuity 
manifested iu the construction of these 
boxes ought to be equal to the emer- 
gency. 

Mr. E. H. Towne, City Clerk of Wor- 
cester, has recently completed a box 
which was presented only in poor model 
form to the State Board last fall. It 
must attract immediate attention, be- 
cause of its simplicity of construction 
and action. The voter places his ballot 
lengthwise through bars to a Hat trap; 
the officer starts to slide a cover, held in 
grooves, over the ballot (under the cover 
is a cancelling device) and when the 
cover sliding reaches the end of the box, 
the ballot has been cancelled, the trap 
released, and dropping on its hinges lets 
the ballot fall into the box below. The 
officer iu returning the sliding cover to 
the starting point, brings the trap into' 
position, ready for the next ballot. A 
counting dial is so placed as to work 
with absolute correctness and a bell is 
rung with the forward movement of the 
cover. It is impossible for more than 
one ballot to be cancelled at a time, nor 
will the slide or counting dial work un- 
less a ballot is deposited. 


IN MEMORY OF BISHOP BROOKS. 


The citizens of Boston are moving 
Very vigorously to secure funds tor erect- 
ing a st.vue on Copley Square in memory 
of this most distinguished citizen. It is 
quite likely that a large sum *.t money 
will be contributed on Suud ty iu the 
vfflffereut churches and that other 
amounts will be handed In ft iru time to 
time. 

While this Boston movement deserves 
success we must not forget mat there is 
another memorial here in Newton which 
is worthy of the especial interest of New- 
ton people. We refer to the project for 
building a Bishop Brooks Guild Ilall. 

The noble work of this man ended here 
in Newton. His address to the Choir 
Guild of Grace church was his lust public 
utterance. 

The Guild has takeu hold very vigor- 
ously of this work of constructing a 
memorial. They have put out copies of 
bis address for sale and are asking con- 
tributions from all who are interested. 

They aim to put up a graceful stone 
structure to be called “The Bishop 
Brooks Memorial." The construction 
of this building, although it is to stand 
iu connection with Grace churuu, will 
certainly interest many people who are 
oot members of me Episcopal church. 
Iu fact it might almost become a citizens’ 
movement, for it will be an houoi to tbe 
city to have here a building hearing the 
name of the greatest preacher of modem 
dimes. 

We do not ask the people of Newtou 
not to contribute to the Boston memori- 
al, yet we suggest to all interested that 
this Guild Hall project is worthy of be- 
ing pressed forward to a successful issue. 

We are told tiiat the expense of it is 
not to be very great, probably $. r >000. 

We shall take great pleasure iu haud- 
«ug over to the Guild auy sums of money 
that may be left at this office for this 
memorial in Newton. 

THE LATEST THING. 

Mr. Lungiord’s plan for a nominating 
couventiou to choose city officials is 
brought to luiud by the bill before the 
New York Assembly for a system of 
Municipal government for Oswego. If 
.f passes, the experiment will be watched 
with interest by those who thiuk that 


wo have not yot found the best way to 
deal with the problem of closing can- 
didates for municipal offices. 

Tho bill provides that for election pur- 
poses the city shall be divided into foul- 
districts or waids. Tho names of all 
voters lu these districts shall be printed 
on separate slipR which shall be placed 
in a lottory wheel. Then the oity clerk 
shall draw by lot all tho names in blocks 
of 100, each block forming a class, as for 
instance, “class A,” or “class B.” 
These classes, or constituencies of 100 
each, shall meet at onco to choose a 
“represensative elector,” and these elec- 
tors in turn shall meet in their respec- 
tive districts, or wards, choose the ward 
officers, both representative and adminis- 
trative,and also onodologate to a munici- 
pal convention which shall elect the oity 
officers, including the mayor. The 
“representative electors” will have the 
power to remove officers as well as to ap- 
point them, and so also any elector may 
be removed by the body of 100 votors 
from whom he has derived his power. 

It will bo seen that this scheme goes 
farther than Mr. Laugford’s, as it pro- 
vides Jfor tho election as well as the 
nomination. Such a system might suc- 
ceed in putting tho best men in office, 
and there certainly would seem to be 
little ohance for political manipulation, 
which would be an important argument 
in its favor in cities where suoh things 
are done. Happily there is nothing of 
this kind in Newton. 


WEST NEWTON’S POSTOFFICE. 


Outsiders are much interested in the 
contest over the West Newton postoffice 
location, which is so agitating the people 
of Ward Threo. There seems to be two 
parties, about equal in numbers, and the 
postoffioe inspector will not have an easy 
task in his efforts to aot as umpire. Ou 
general principles it oan be said that it 
is never a popular thing in Newton to 
make a change of any kind. People get 
accustomed to any place, or party, and 
they do not relish having all their old 
associations disturbed and the estab- 
lished routiue broken up. For this 
reason it is surprising to see the large 
number who have advocated the change 
in West Newton, but outsiders explain it 
on the principle that West Newton is the 
home of the Mugwump, who is always 
seeking after some new thing and dis- 
turbing the old and comfortable order of 
things. The great argument in favor of 
the old location is the wide, open square 
in front of Robinson’s block, which 
makes it a convenient place for carriages 
to stop, and the faot that the street in 
front of the new location is not a wide 
one. If the postoffice authorities really 
wished to accommodate the majority of 
West Newton people they would place 
the postoffioe iu the railroad station, and 
save all the residents on the south side 
the trouble of taking the long walk 
across the tracks. Failing this, the office 
would seem to outsideis about as incon- 
venient in the new as in the old location, 
although as the people are accustomed 
to the old way, they do not mind the in- 
conveniences. The government ought 
to settle the question soon, and not keep 
the postoffice waltzing back and forth 
between the two locations, and the mat- 
tur might be left to a popular vote. 


Among those prominently mentioned 
to succeed Bishop Brooks is Rev. Dr. 
Shinn of Grace church, who possesses in 
a great degree the kind of executive 
ability needed to administer the affairs 
of the diocese, and whose tact is uufail- 
ing. His friends point to the great 
work he lias done in Newton, siuce com- 
ing here, as proving his ability for a 
higher position. He found Giace church 
small in numbers, and worshipping in 
a small wooden building, and the only 
Episcopal church in the city save St. 
Mary’s at Lower Falls. Under his skil- 
ful guidance the affairs of the church 
have prospered, until now Grace church 
has oue of the flue.st church edifices and 
parish houses iu the stale, free from 
debt, and at the same time Grace church 
has helped to establish what are now 
flourishing churches in Auburndale, 
Newtou Highlands, Ctiestuut Hill aud 
Watertown, besides the one at Newton 
Centre, which is just finishing an attrac- 
tive edifice, lu spite of all these losses, 
for the members of all of them used to 
attend service in Newton, the congrega- 
tion at the mother church has not di- 
minished aud the uumber of communi- 
cants is larger than ever. All this called 
for an immense amount of labor, and 
yot Dr. .Shinn has attended to his regular 
church work, aud still found time to be 
an active citizeu of Newton, influential 
in the startling of enterprises like the 
Cottage Hospital, which have beeu such 
a credit to the oity. His work is done so 
quietly that uoue but his iutimate friends 
icultzeu how busy a man he is and what 
a perfect genius for work he possess- 
es. Abilities of such a high order would 
be invaluable iu diocesau work aud it is 
not stiauge to hud that the mention of 
his uiiuio is very favorably received. 


THE BOULEVARD COMMISSION. 


Tbe citizens of Newtou are to be con- 
gratulated 011 huving the above named 
commission. The air is full of stupen- 
dous things aud we hear from different 
sources that half of the city is to be put 
into parks aud boulevards. The picture 
is pretty but the reality will be expen- 
sive. This commission have an opportu- 
nity to carry out a boulevard plau that 
will be to their credit aud the credit of 
out city, for the luy of the laud at the 
present moment is something remark- 
able aud is so situated that a boulevard 
ought to be built at comparatively small 
expeuse. It is to be hoped that this 
comuiihsiou will not be too productive 
aud present a plau that will swamp the 
whole project, for there is danger, as is 
illustrated by tbe Rapid Transit Com- 
mission of Boston, of the boulevard com- 


mission trying to do too much. Boule- 
vards and parks are something that 
ought to be of slow growth, and if a plan 
is presented that is not too comprehen- 
sive, it will be sure to meet tho approval 
of our citizens. 


If tho new city government follows 
the policy it has advocated in a resolu- 
tion, of keeping strictly within tho ap- 
propiiations, it will do something un- 
usual in the history of Newton. Thero 
are always so many unlooked for de- 
mands for tho expenditure of money, 
and many of them soom for the time bo- 
ing so urgont, and are prossed with so 
much pertinacity by the oitizens inter- 
ested, that tbe most Spartan resolves on 
the part of members of the oity counoil 
have been melted away. It remains to 
bo seon whether this city council will 
have tho oourago of their conviotious. 
They will have tho bo it wishes of all tho 
citizens for their success, that is theoreti- 
cally, although most of us when wo want 
some special job, will think an exception 
might be made iu that particular caso. 
Tbe principle is tho right one, however, 
and expenditures should be rigidly kept 
within the appropriations, except on 
some grave emergency, and such arc 
very seldom mot with. 


The Watertown line divides many 
estates, but John Gleason appears to be 
suffering peculiar hardship from bis 
sewer assessment. His house is in Water- 
town and is connected with the Water- 
town sewer, but he has a natrow strip of 
land in Newton, some 760 square feet, 
whioh Newton taxes for $100, and his 
sower assessment is $47.50. He petitions 
to have the assessment abated, but tho 
objection is that there are lots of others 
whose cases are similar. It is sometimes 
expensive to have an estate located in 
two separate towns. 


There is a pretty loud call for some 
radical reform in the manner of lighting 
the streets, especially since the inaugu- 
ration of the new method in Wellesley, 
and the street light committee are being 
urged to take some vigorous action. Our 
system of mixing up arc and incande- 
scent, gas and oil lamps, is not symmet- 
rical, and the result is a higgle-depiggle- 
dy appearance not creditable to tho city. 
Tbe brilliant arc lights make all tho 
others seem faint by contrast, and the 
arc lights are too scattered to bo of much 
practical benefit. 


A rather significant evidence of the 
oppressive nature of sewer assessments 
was the presentation of 80 petitions to 
have the assessments extonded over ten 
years, at the aldermauic meeting, Mon- 
day nigbt. This in the face of tbe fact 
that the city will charge 6 per cent, in- 
terest. 


Tiie commission on the abolition of 
grade crossings will give a public bearing 
uext Thursday evening, at City Hall, to 
all porsous who have anything to say on 
tbe subject. 


The Tenure of Office Bill. 

Below will be found the text of the 
proposed amendment to the city charter, 
iu regard to the tenure of office of city 
employes’, as it passed the board of al- 
dermen Monday night. It has been pre- 
sented to the legislature, and as a strong 
effort will be made to have it adopted, 
its provisions will he of interest. The 
bill in some respects appears to be 
loosely drawn and could be much im- 
proved by caret uly going over it and 
makiug still further amendments. The 
need of a change is not so imperative as 
to call for any hasty legislation. 

AN ACT 

To amend the City Charter of the City of 

Newijiu 

Re it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows-. 

The city chat ter of the city of Newton, being 
chapter two hundred and ten of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty two, iu hereby 
amended as follows: by striking' out iu section 
six, iu line fifteen, after the word "oilicj,” the 
words "until they resign or are removed by the 
mayor with the consent f the aldermen,” and 
inserting iu place thereof the w rds, "tor such 
term or terms us the city council may by 
ordinance or otherwise determine: provided, 
however, that such officers may be reappointed 
aud all member, of the police aud lire depart- 
ment, except the city marshal aud chief of the 
tire department, shall hold ottlco until they 
•tsign or are removed by the mayor with the 
tonseul of a mujerity of all the aldermen. All 
>t)icers and boaids of officers appointed under 
the provisions of this section may be removed at 
any lime by the mayor with the consent of u 
majority of the aldermen, ” ho that the whole 
section all read as follows: - 

“ Section 0. file city council shall annually in 
dauiutry elect by ballot in couventiou, a treasurer, 
who shall bo collector of taxes, an auditor, a oity 
clerk, ono assessor for tho term of three years, 
and from each ward au assistant assessor and au 
overseer of the poor, and may at any time re- 
move auy of said officers, except au assessor, by 
concurrent vote. The terms »>t office of said 
ottic rs shall t>egin upou the first Monday of 
February following, and shall continue uutil 
their respective successors are choseu and 
qualified. The mayor and aldermen shall appoint 
constables, a city marshal with the powers aud 
duties of u constable, and all other officers re- 
quired by the laws of the Commonwealth or by 
the ordinances of the city, whose selection is not 
herein before provided for, to bold office for 
sucli term or terms as the city council may by 
ordinance or otherwise determine: provided, 
however, that such officers may be reappointed, 
aud all members of the police aud tiic depart- 
ment, except the oity muishal and duet of fire 
department, shall hold office until they resign or 
are removed by tbe mayor, with ihc consent of a 
majority of nil the aldermen.

In case of a vacancy in the office of 
mayor, or of his inability to act, the president Of 
the hounl of aldermen shall act a. mayor until 
the inutil ity ceas.-s or the vacancy i B tilled. The 
removal of a person holding oltice’froui one ward 
to another shall not create a vacancy in such 
office. Eveiy person who is elected or appointed 
to an office shall receive a certificate of such 
election or appointment from tiie city clerk. 
Every officer of tho city, except the mayor, shall, 
at the request ot either branch of the city 
council, appear before such branch and -ive such 
information as it may require, and answer such 
questions as may bo usaed, in i elation to any 
matter act or thi! g connected with his office or 
the discharge of the duties thsruol "

Letter Iloi Xoreltlen In London. 

The first “penny-in-the-slot” automat- 
ic letter box placed at Charing Cross 
was not sufficiently successful, and the 
machine is now removed to the front of 
the Royal Exchange, within a few yards, 
however, of Cornhill postoffice. It re- 
mains to be proved whether the public 
will patronize the invention. 

All that one has to do is to press a 
penny in the slot and pull out a drawer, 
in which is a yellow envelope contain- 
ing a second envelope and a card for the 
messnge to be forwarded. A flap to the 
box forms a desk upon which the com- 
munication may be written. It is then 
inclosed in the smaller envelope, nnd 
with tho cash or stamps for special de- 
livery at the rate of 3 pence per mile, 
including train nnd bus fares, but not 
cab fares, which are extras, is put into 
the larger envelope. 

( Meanwhile a messenger hus been auto- 
matically summoned by electric call, 
but should he not make a speedy appear- 
ance the envelope may be left for him in 
a message box. Parcels may be intrust- 
ed to the messenger, but it is necessary 
to await his arrival, for they cannot be 
posted in the ordinary way. — London 
Telegraph.

—The Newton Centre Associates’ Cor- 
poration Is an off-hoot of the Improve- 
ment Society, and was incorporated a few 
years since for the purnose of providing a 
large public hall and reading room for the 
village of Newton Centre. Also to control 
real estate more for the advantage of the 
public than for ttn ir own profit, and public 
spirited citizens bought the stock witli 
such purposes In view. The hall and read- 
ing room were very soon provided, both 
sate and conveniently located, but the old 
buildings occupied by the postoffice and 
tenemeir s remain as they were when pur- 
chased by the Associates, and tt is some- 
what surprising to say the least, that a 
corporation so nearly allied to the Improve- 
ment Association should have allowed 
buildings of such a discreditable appear- 
ance to have stamped their character on 
the village to long, hut the stockholders, 
appreciating this no doubt, are now- taking 
action in the right direction, nnd it is hoped 
that next week’s Graphic will contain a 
favorable report from the special commit- 
tee. 

—The following extracts from some of. 
the Tittslmrg papers may be of interest to 
some of the readbrs of the Graphic: 
Mrs. Levi Wade, who for many years past 
has been one of the best known and most 
prominent figures in the social, literary and 
charitable life of the two cities, died 
Saturday evening at the residence of her 
hii'baml, Levi Wade, 230 North nvenue, 
Allegheny. Mrs. Wade was born in Dover, 
N. H., and March 3, 1839, married Levi 
Wade, a native of Massachusetts, who 
established himself in Pittsburg, nnd who 
has been for nmny years past a well known 
retired capitalist. Mrs. Wade enme at 
once to this city with her husband, making 
the long journey wholly by stage nnd canal 
boat, there being no railroads then In 
operation over any part of the route. She 
at once became a prominent figure in Pitts- 
burg society, atiu from that time to the 
present, n period of 54 years, she had con- 
stantly resided in this city, with the excep- 
tion of three years, which she spent at 
Lewlsburg, Pennsylvania, superintending 
the education of her son, the late Hon. Levi 
C. Wade, at the university of that place. 
Mrs, Wade possessed fine literary and 
musiclal ability, and for many years en- 
joyed great fame as a singer and a writer 
of both prose and verse. When the Hun- 
garian patriot, Louis Kossuth, visited this 
city during his tour of the United States in 
1851, Mrs. Wade, at tire request of the en- 
tertainment committee, composed and sang 
nn ode at the banquet nnd reception given 
In his honor. She was one of the founders 
Hiid most active members of the New 
England society, composed of Pittsburgh- 
ers, who had been born in New England, 
which flourished here some forty years 
ago, and at their annual banquet on Decem- 
ber 22, in honor of the lauding of the pil- 
grims, she was selected for many consecu- 
tive years to compose and sing an ode ap- 
propriate to tin* occasion. It was for one 
of these banquets that she composed the 
w’ords and music of one of her most beauti- 
ful songs, “My New England Home,” a 
copy of which has been placed in the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington, and 
which with her other works will form a 
part of the collection in the woman’s 
building at the forth coming Columbian 
exposition. For many years she was a well 
known contributor to newspapers and 
magazines all over this eouutry, writing 
poems, stories and essays witli equal facili- 
ty and grace. She was as well known for 
deeds of charity as for her ability as a 
writer. In conjunction with the late Wm. 
McCreery, the late Wm. Thaw aud others 
she formed the Pittsburgh Ladies’ Relief 
Association, which for mnnv years did a 
noble work among the poor of our city and 
to which she gave her time and personal 
effort without stint. She was also identi- 
fied for years with the Allegheny Industri- 
al school, and for a long period was one of 
the most active managers of the Allegheny 
Home for the Friendless. She was also 
president of the Freedmeu’s Aid Society 
organized at the close of the war for the 
relief of the former slaves who suddenly 
found themselves thrown upon their own 
resources without being prepared, for the 
responsibility. Her name became a syno- 
nym for deeds ;>f charity aud love among 
the poor and friendless of all races and 
creeds. She was the mother of five chil- 
dren. Of these Hon. Levi C. *Vade, widely 
known as the president of the Mexican 
Central railway, is dead, as is also Dr. 
Charles A. Wade, for years a well known 
dentist of this city. Her surviving chil- 
dren are Mrs. J. C. Lippiueott of the East 
End. Mrs. C. P. Stevenson of Buffalo, and 
Dr. Frank II. Wade, the well known Alle- 
gheny physician.

Sunday’s Fire Destroys Stevens Block 
at Newton llighlanr s. 

The most destructive fire in Newton 
for several years occurred Sunday evening, 
the first alarm sounded about fi.30 o’clock, 
which was soon followed by a second 
alarm, and then by a general alarm, as the 
fire spread rapidly and endangered tlie 
ndjolning structures, which are mostly of 
wood. 

The fire is said to have been caused by 
the explosion of a kerosone lamp in the 
store of F. S. Kempton, on the gronnd 

When discovered it had got into the 
partition walls, and extended so ranidly 
that it was impossible to save the bio :k, 
which had no brick partition walls and 
nothing to prevent the fire spreading 
rapidly. By the time the second alarm 
sounded many people on West Newton nnd 
other hills in the city say they could see 
the flames, which had burst through the 
roof and made a bright illumination. A 
fire in the partition walls of a three story 
block, with a hall on the second floor, is 
bound to do extensive damage, and the 
firemen are placed at a great disadvantage. 

As usual in tlie case of a destructive fire 
there has been a good deal of loose criticism 
and demand for an investigation, and tlie 
tire committee will look Into tlie nutter. 
Some of the Highlands residence 
claim that the ohemieal from the High- 
lands was slow in getting to work amt are 
making a vigorous protest. But others 
say it got to work promptly and that a 
fire in such a building was sure 1 1 destroy 
it. The other companies appear to have 
responded promptly, Steamer No. 1, from 
Newton, being on the spot in 12 minutes 
from the time the alarm sounded. 

Chief Bixby says he was in the engine 
house at West Newton when the alarm 
sounded and started immediately for the 
fire, but the flames were visible when he 
got on top of the hill. All the delay in the 
Highlands chemical was caused by the 
alarm coming at supper time, and firemen 
have to eat as well as other people. 

Tlie firemen certainly did well in keeping 
the fire within the Stevens block, and it 
was done by hard and persistent work, 
only one of the udjoimng buildings being 
damaged save by water. The postotflee 
fixtures were removed, but the roof and 
upper story of the postofflee building was 
gutted. 

The block was erected about two years 
ago, by E. W. Stevens of Boston, and Is 
said to have cost $45,009. It was insured 
through J. F. C. Hyde & Son’s agency as 
f illovvs:

The first floor of the block was occupied 
by J. W. Waterhouse, druggist; F. S. 
Kempton, boots and shoes; A. R. Thorpe, 
provisions, and Erastus Moulton, grocer- 
ies. The hull ante rooms contained the 
puruphernalia of Garden City encumu- 
ment, 1. O. O. F., valued nt 81500, and fully 
insured: also the equipment of the Daugh- 
ters of Kebekah lodge and Waban lodge, 
I. O. O. F. The latter was valued at 8900 
and iusured for 8750. The insurance of 
tlie other teimu ts is given under the High- 
lands news. 


The Newton Fire Department. 

Tlie following appeared in the Boston 
Herald yesterday, and in response to 
numerous requests we republish it: 

To the Editor of tlie Herald: I heard a 
mini say toduy that "Newton bus been a 
perfect bonanza to fire insurance compa- 
nies on account of the efficiency of tlie lire 
department. A really large tin* bud not 
been known there for years.” This state- 
ment I, for various reasons, desired to 
prove, and did so to my complete satisfac- 
tion, 

Now comes a lire on 'a zero night, and on 
a Sunday night, too, when a public block is 
not as carefully watched as mi week-days, 
and because it gets considerable headway 
before it is discovered, and in spite of the 
lact that a first alarm was quickly re- 
sponded to and a second scut out by the 
chief almost 'immediately thereafter, and 
as quickly answered, one or two men, la- 
boring under a personal grievance aguiuHt 
the head of a department which iias been 
excejitionally faithful in its duties, cry 
down the worthy efforts of a man whose 
office is no sinecure, aud talk glibly of 
“mismanagement.” 

ll is saui that when the fire was discov- 
ered tlie “chemical” wus put on, but fulled 
to work. If tac chemicals would not do 
their part, was the chief to blame 7 

Do tlie few complaining residents of 
Newtou ilighluuds realize that engines 
from tlie regular department were on the 
spot just as souii as their heavy bulk could 
be transported over extremely icy streets ; 
that before the real gravity of tlie situation 
was apparent to outsiders a second alarm 
was sounded, and that for eight or uiue 
long, cold hours a bard battle wu-> fought, 
not ouly to save tiie Lincoln block, but the 
adjoining buildings? 

Was the "clilcf’ r to blame for uot scudiug 
his men up uud into u building where the 
hull was u seething mass of (lames, aud to 
enter winch was almost certain death P 

Let tlie men who called tin- management 
of this lire ’’disgraceful” take the "beam 
out of their owu eyes,” and simply because

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C ITY GOVERNMENT. 

COMMON COUNCIL CRITICIBE THE MUlLtC 

rnorERTv committee of 18^2— an- 
other PARK. 

The meeting of the common council 
at City Hall last Monday evening was 
presided over hy President Wood, and 
all the mombers were present except 
Councilmen Briston and Turner. 

Concurrent business from the board of 
aldermen was passed without demur 
until the order requesting tho support of 
the bill to amend tho sewor ordinance by 
the senator and representatives was 
reached, when Councilman Knapp askt d 
for a yea and nay vote, resulting in the 
defoat of tho order, Councilmen Howes, 
Tolman, llAtch and Green only, voting 
yea. 

METHODS CRITICISED. 

The order calling for $.1200 additional 
for the public property appropriation, 
the amount left unprovided for by the 
“veterans” of 1892 as a legacy for this 
year’s committee, was takon up by 
Councilman Greon who wished to see 
the bills included in this $3200. 

It was found that the bills were locked 
up in city treasurer Kenrick’s vaults, 
but Mr. B. F. Otis, the city auditor, was 
requested to enlighten the council re- 
garding them. 

Mr. Otis said there was a balance of 
$1800 on the new Nonantum hose house 
which was left unpaid, then there was 
an item of about $400 for plumbing work 
at tho Lincoln school house and $200 for 
carpenter work. Some $400 or $T>00 was 
for work done on the school houses on 
tho south side of the city at Newton 
Highlands, Newton Centre, etc., and 
there was now work being done at the 
Adams school which amounts to between 
$200 and $300. He said in answer to in- 
quiries, that it was quite customary to 
have legacies left over at tho end of the 
municipal year, but this $3200 was double 
the amount of any legacy which he had 
known sinco becoming city auditor. 

Councilman Green said he had hoard 
that there was a bill for painting the 
hook and ladder house in Ward Two 
which had been paid before the work 
was done. He wished to know who had 
approved that bill. 

Mr. Otis said the man who received 
the contract wanted some of the money. 
The bill received the approval of the 
chairman of the public property com- 
mittee and was sent to the other mem- 
bers of the committee, who approved it 
and the bill was put on and the money 
paid. In about two weeks another bill 
was presented for a larger amount, but 
upon finding tho work for which the first 
money was paid had not been done, the 
money on this bill was held. All the 
work had now been completed and the 
delay at that time was caused by the 
weather. 

Councilman Staples asked who the 
painter referred to was? 

Mr. Otis, — Chas. A. Hill. 

Councilman Bennett asked when the 
first money was paid? 

In December. The work has siuce 
been completed. 

Councilman Degen asked if it was 
customary for committees to approve 
bills before work was done? 

No sir. 

Council mau Tolman asked who was 
the chairman of that committee? 

Alderman Hyde. 

Councilman Green said the members 
of last year’s council would remember 
that a similar instance came up last year, 
in which an addition to a building* was 
built without previous authority and the 
mouey to pay for it was later appro- 
priated uuder protest. It was stated at 
that time that the thing should not occur 
again. He suggested a motion to secure 
advice in this matter. 

Councilman Knapp said the bills had 
been approved by the committee aud the 
money paid aud be saw no way to get 
around the question. 

Councilman Degeu agreed with the last 
speaker. The work was authorized and 
most of it done and he saw no way other 
than to pay for it. 

Counciimau Bennett thought the 
money must be paid as matters stood. 
He thought the chairman of the public 
property committee of 1892 must have 
been a very accommodating geutlemun. 

Councilman Knapp did not believe in 
discussing the matter. It was pretty 
welt known uow and had been well 
ventilated through the local press. 

The order was then passed, iu concur- 
rence with the aldermen. 

BIDEWAI.K ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance relating to highways 
was taken up aud Councilman Staples 
moved that the whole of section 28 be 
•stricken out. 

Councilman Greou thought there was 
a strong sentiment iu certain sections of 
the city for an ordinance for the clear- 
ing of snow from sidewalks. Those 
sections should be allowed to have it; it 
was perfectly legal. The sentiment was 
so strong iu Ward Seven that last year 
its representatives were instructed to 
favor »t 

Councilman Staples said the citizens of 
Ward Three thought it would place a 
liability on them t o accidents occurring 
in case of neglect to comply with tho 
condition 4 of tho ordinance. Boston 
with ttiis ordinance has never dared to 
•carry a case higher than the police court. 
The ordinance was not constitutional and 
he did not believe it could be enforced. 

Councilman Knapp cited a recent in- 
stance where the highway department 
sanded the icy sidewalks, working from 
<«ight until 12 o’clock at night, when if 
the work had depended on citizens, ac- 
cidents might have occurred the follow- 
ing morning. 

Councilman Degeu hud heard from 
quite authoritative sources that the ordi- 
nance was originally introduced to cotc- 
j>el one citizen to clear his sidewalk. 

Councilman Green produced letters 
from the city clerk of Somerville where 
•such an ordinance had been iu existence 
tfor fifteen years, and fioin Cambridge 
/or several years and in both cities there 
had been no difficulty in enforcing the 
•ordinance. In one case a suit against 
the city had been lost. 

After further discussion the atneud- 
’meut striking out Sectiou 28 was passed 
and several minor amendments were 
made. 

The auuual reports of the superinten- 
dent of streets and the trustees of the 
Newton Free Library were accepted. 

The petition of <’. F. Pulbifer aud 
•otben; for coucrete sidewalk ou Appleton 
wired was referred. 

A petitiou from Eugene L. Clark for 
-.ewer iu Lenox stieet, also a petition for 
'-be laying out of Allerton street as a 
public highway were referred. 

| Several apportionments of sewer as- 
siesHm nts were referred to the sewer 
vroinmittee. 

Petitions were received for the abate- 


ment of sower assessments from Abby 
A. Trowbridge, and A. R. Weed, at- 
torney. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
fire committee to purchase new hose to 
the extent of $1000, also an order appro 
priatiug $5000 for the settlement of 
claims arising from sewer construction. 

TARK LANDS. 

Councilman Dogon offered an order ap- 
propiiating $5500 to be expended undor 
the direction of the committee on parks 
and squares, for the purchase of 48 acres 
of land bordering on the Charles river 
near the Fine street station on the Lower 
Falls branch of the B it A. railroad to 
be utilized for park purposes. In explana- 
tion be read a letter from (’has. W. Hub- 
bard, who, considering the interest 
evinced in the aquisition of pnrk lands 
along the hanks of tho Charles by the 
park commission otYors tho city 82 acres 
of land comprising pitio woods and 
meadow bordering on tho river at $3200 
and an adjoining tract similarly situated, 
of 14 acres at $2100, these figures boing 
one half tho assossed value of the land, 
on condition that they bo used for park 
purposes. On the last named tract of 14 
acres he has a refusal which expires Feb. 
28. Councilman Degen said tho park 
committee had visited tho land and it 
was their unanimous opinion that it was 
an opportunity which the city should not 
neglect. Ou the opposite sido of tho 
river Mr. Hubbard has offered land of 
about the same amount to Weston under 
similar conditions which will make a 
mile of park lands on both banks of the 
liver at this point. In some way Mr. 
Sylvoster Baxter, secretary of the park 
commission had heard of the matter and 
had written to the mayor expressing bis 
pleasure at the prospect and the interest 
of the commission and hoping the city 
would secure it. 

Councilman Jordan said he purchased 
land adjoiniug the tract roferrod to 47 
years ago for $0000 and the value of land 
here had risen materially since. 

Councilman Ross understood that the 
tract of 14 acres was owned by other 
parties, and Mr. Hubbard had the optiou 
of its disposal within a limited time, and 
that this land would cost him more than 
the price now asked of the city. 

The order was passed with the unani- 
mous consent of those present. 

I An order authorizing the expenditure 
of $200 for conveyance of pupils was 
passed. 

An order that sums on account of the 
estimated cost of sewer or house connec- 
tions be placed in the city treasury to the 
credit of sewer and house connections, 
also an order authorizing tho city 
treasurer to refund to parties who had 
deposited the estimated cost of sewer 
ana house connections a sum not exceed- 
ing $1500, were passed. 

The council then adjourned.

Opposition made by earnest re- 
monstrants to the locating of street rail- 
roads has apparently ceased; for failure 
iu the first attempt to prevent the occu- 
pation of the highways for this purpose 
seems to paralyze all further action, aud 
oue beautiful street or road after another 
is seized, its fine road bed ruined, its 
beauty and safety destroyed by trolley 
wires and rails. 

Newton as “Citizen” says, is in immi- 
nent danger of being deprived of its 
great attractions, so justly a source of 
pride to her inhabitants, and so greatly 
admired by all who enter her gates. The 
evil once planted can never be uprooted. 
How sad, then, that we should be so 
apathetic aud so tamely submit to this 
hideous iufiiction. Many agree with me 
that a train of cars hauled by steam 
power is far less dangerous at grade 
crossings than an electric car teariug 
madly through a street under the charge 
of the average motor-man. One has only 
to read the list of casualties occasioned 
by their reckless management, to say 
nothing of innumerable hair-breadth 
escapes, to be couvinced of the terrible 
danger incurred from this source b} all 
who make use of the highway for its 
legitimate purposes. 

While every safe-guard is placed at the 
steam railroad crossing that can be 
secured by whistle, bell, ilagman and 
gate, and by conspicuous sign cautioning 
all to beware of danger; the little death 
dealing electric car rushes along the 
road we have been accustomed to travel 
ou so safely, with small regard to cross 
streets, aud with no notice or warning 
except a small gong which is generally 
inaudible to one driving from a cross 
street or going in same direction as the 
car. 

The people of Newton have before 
them as a solemn warning the most de- 
plorable injury caused by an electric car 
to the wile of oue of her best citizens, a 
lady known to all for her coustaut 
activity and devotion to good works and 
deeds of charily, who has been for 
mouths the inmate of a hospital, the 
result of oue of those dreadful accidents 
which are now so common that wo are 
becoming sadly indifferent to them. 

Our citizens are greatly interested iu 
the question of elevating the track of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad through 
the city. This would probably call on 
thu city as well as ou the company for a 
groat expenditure to avoid grade cross- 
ings. Is it not inconsistent aud unwise, 
then, to give up our streets to syndicates 
aud ••>! pMiatious to consist ultimately, as 
iu other towns and cities oftentimes, of 
those who are not even our own 
citizens? Let it be borne iu mind too 
that no obligation is imposed ou these 
companies to keep the streets to which 
they do great injury in repair. Let it 
not be termed development. We have 
very good railroad communication be- 
tween the wards of the city, and if there 
need be anything further, better would 
it be to provide at public expense for u 
service of carriages, than to be induced 
by speculators iuto giving them our 
streets to be rendered unsafe as well as 
ugly.

The prizes were awarded Wednesday 
afternoon by Messrs. Copeland and Wetb- 
erollof the Boston Camera Club, and Mr. 

F. E. Stanley of the Stanley Dry Plate 
Works, Newton, and the fortunate onos 
were as follows: 

For artistic composition, Quincy Pond 
of Auburndale, whose pictures were beau- 
tiful bits of scenery, the pictures being 
well balanced and proportioned and tho 
finish being especially good. 

For best exhibition, Chas. E. Lord, 
whose pictures represented a great varie- 
ty of subjects, including some very at- 
tractive photographs of children, and 
charming bits of scenery. 

For technical merit, Rev. George E. 
Merrill, whose pictures wero largely 
scenes in foreign lands, exquisitely fin- 
ished in every detail. 2nd prize, Josoua 
W. Davis, who exhibited a large collec- 
tion of landscapes. 

For exhibit where all work was dono 
by oxhibitor, Ernest E. Fewes, one of 
whoso pictures representing a conserva- 
tory, with roses in the foreground and 
the posts and walls in the back, attract- 
ed much attention. 

The prizes consisted of a bull's eye 
camera, with Blair leus, 8 dozen Stanley 
plates, 4 dozen Stanley plates, $5 worth 
of Barker & Starbird mats, and a year’s 
subscription to Wilson’s Century from 
Horgan & Robie. 

A uumber of the exhibitors came in for 
honorable mention, as follovf.j): Mrs. E. 
C. Fitch, who had a charming collection 
of bits of scenery, figures and buildings, 
all the work being done by tho exhibitor; 
Mrs. Fred W. Stone, whose collection was 
a very interesting one; J. Wesley Barber, 
who was the largest exhibitor and dis 
played a great variety of subjects, includ- 
ing some fine portraits; W. E. Pea- 
body, whose portraits were uncommonly 
good, and T. M. Clarke, who had a fine 
collection of views. 

Among the other exhibitors, Fred J. 
Williams had some charming group pic- 
tures; A. II. Fewes some beautiful flow- 
ers; W. II. S. Pearce some fine portraits; 
E. P. Cutler fine pictures of gardens and 
grounds; W. R. Davis a fine picture of 
old fashioned wall paper in a house at 
Newtou Centre; Dr Coxeter, some tine 
snap shots of men and animals iu motion; 

J. F. Crosby, an excellent picture of the 
Wayside Inn; R. A. Leeson. an excellent 
portrait of his father and many fine 
views; E. L. Bacon, some fine group pic- 
tures, Dr. E. B. Ilitchcok, a fine bromide 
enlargement of a child, which attracted 
much admiration; Miss Mary F. Jordan, 
two pictures of snow modelled images, 
which attracted much attention; J. A. 
and E. Lord, with some fine views, aud 
Frank II. Burt’s foreign views were much 
admired. 

The exhibit was oue well worth seeing, 
each exhibitor showing a different indi- 
viduality in selection of objects and 
grouping and the visitors found a great 
deal to admire. 

The exhibition has paid expenses, and 
has beeu a very successful on** in every 
way, largo crowds being present Wednes- 
day and Thursday evenings and Thurs- 
day afternoon, and the association might 
have made money had it charged an ad- 
mission fee. It is to be hoped the exhi- 
bition will become an annual feature. 

The New Episcopal Church at Newton 
Centre. 

The pretty little church which the people 
of Trinity parish have been building on 
Pelham street, Newton Centre, during the 
winter is finished, und It will open for ser- 
vices next Sunday. The first service will 
be at 10.30 Sunday morning, when there 
will be Morning Pruyer, Sermon und Holy 
Communion. The formal opening service 
will be held on Sunday evening at 7 o’clock, 
at which Rev. E. Winchester Donald, D. 1). 
rector of Trinity Church, Boston, will 
preach the serin oil, aud the Rev. Geo. S- 
Converse, 1). 1)., President of the Standiug 
Committee will represent the Ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese. The public gen- 
erally will be cordially welcomed to both 
of these services. 

The u -w building is located on Pelham, 
St., a hundred yards from the square. It is 
a very tasteful structure. The architect Is 
Mr. G. Russell Fisher, of Newton High- 
lands. The builder is W. J. Klewellyn, of 
Brighton. The main building is thirty 
feet wide and extend-, back about thirty 
feet. At the front and in line with the 
eastern wall is a vestibule through which 
the congregation enters, and on the oust 
side near the chancel end is a wing which 
serves as entrance and robing room for the 
clergy. The floor at this end of the ehnroh 
is raised two steps, and here are the clergy 
stall-., the lectern, and the pulpit, while a 
third step leads to the chancel, which ex- 
tends nine feet hack of the church and is 
sixteen feet wide. A painted arch forms 
the opening between the church and the 
chancel, and the windows which light the 
chuncel are behind the arch, and are invis- 
ible from the pews. The end of the chan- 
cel is polygonal in form, und the altar 
stands iu the centre raised one step above 
the chancel floor. The church is finished 
with an open timber roof, showing trusses 
and rafters uml is lighted by groups of 
windows in the front. 

The exterior is treated simply, with no 
attempt at the constructional forms of 
stone church which are so often finished in 
wood. The roof is broken by two small 


dormers on each side, and tho long ridge Is 
extended out over the projecting belfry In 
the front gable. On a level with tho win- 
dow sills, and Intersecting with them is a 
holt moulding which extends around the 
entire building, and below this belt the 
walls ate covered with triplo courses of 
shingles which give distinct horizontal 
lines. The side shingles are stained a 
light grey. The mouldings, doors, etc., are 
painted a dark olive green. There are 
several largo trees near the building and 
the idea has been to keep Us color in har- 
mony with its surroundings. 

Inside, the chancel is furnished through- 
out In quartered oak. The walls are 
stained a light olive. The carnet Is a 
darker shade of the same color. 1 he stain 
of the open truss roof, tho tint of the walls, 
the heavy oak pews nnd chancel furniture, 
the hangings nnd the enrpet, all together 
give a rich and soft harmony to the In- 
terior. 

The erection of so tasteful a building, 
nml the very complete and handsome fur- 
nishing of the Interior has been made pos- 
sible by the splendid generosity first of all 
of the members of the parish, nnd nlso by 
the very hearty and substantial aid given 
by other persons both within the village 
and outside of it. It would not be well 
perhaps to name any special gifts unless a 
full list was given. But It ought to be said 
that every piece of the handsome chuncel 
furniture is a special gift, several of them 
being memorials, and these latter may be 
named. A very beautiful, solid silver com- 
munion service is given by Mr. J. W. Hill 
in memory of ills wife, Helen Rogers Hill, 
who was one of tho original members of 
the parish. The handsome oak altar is in 
memory of Mrs. Charles C. Barton, and is 
the gift of Mr. C. C. Barton. The oak 
sedilia or clergy stalls is in memory of 
Mrs. Mary Stngg Phllbrick. The lacquered 
Alms bason is In memory of Bishop 
Brooks 

Many other beautiful gifts have been 
made by members of the parish. Grace 
Church, Newton, gave a handsome marblo 
font and a complete set of altar linen. St. 
Mary’s Church, Lower Falls, gave a very 
servi leable cabinet orgnn. 

All services hereafter will be held in the 
new church. During Lent there will be, 
in addition to the usual Sunday services, 
special services on Tuesday evenings, at 
which several prominent clergymen of 
Boston and Cambridge will preach. Rev. 
William Lawrence, Dean of the Episcopal 
Theological Cambridge, and Professor of 
Ilomileties, will preach on Tuesday even- 
ing of next week, Feb. 21. He will be fol- 
lowed on succeeding Tuesday evenings by 
Rev. Wm. B. Frlsby, rector of the church 
of the Advent, Boston; Rev. Dr. Edward 
Abbott, Cambridge; Rev. Dr. John S. 
Lindsay, St. Paul’s, Boston ; Rev. F. B. 
Allen, superintendent of the Episcopal 
City Missions, Boston; and Rev. Geo. W. 
Shinn, D. D., of Newton. 

There will also be a Litany service every 
Friday afternoon at 5.15. At all the even- 
ing services Leaflets are provided contain- 
ing Evening Prayer in consecutive order.

THE TRIBUTE PAID BY REV. J. C. JAYNES 
AT THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

At the funeral services of the late Mr. 
Edward P. Bond, Rev. Mr. Jaynes offici- 
ated, and his remarks were Bucfi a just 
tribute to a noble citizen that they are 
worthy of a largor audience than was 
present on that sad occasion. . Rev Mr. 
Jaynes Bpoke as follows: 

My friends, wo have mot here today to 
perform those religious rites which, wo 
in Christian lands, deem fitting tor our 
dead. However simple such a service is, 
it still must wear the conventional form 
and bo a ceremony. But how vastly 
more than this it is today. How all 
lines and forms and conventionalities are 
loBt and forgotten in the earnest devo- 
tion aud sincerity of spirit, that fill this 
hour and place. 

It is because we meet in the fellowship 
of a common sorrow, it is because I 
know I shall bo voicing in part, at least, 
what is in our own hearts, that I ven- 
ture to speak a word of love in memory 
of one whom we all knew to bo a noble 
citizen, a faithful frioud and a good 
man. 

I know how his sensitive soul shrank 
from even a suggestion of display. I 
know, could ho but speak, how he would 
demur to our words of praise, and yet as 
frieuds who loved him, I think wo may 
gently put aside what would bo his 
personal wishes, and say face to face and 
hoart to heart what we know to be true. 

The life of our friend began some 08 
years ago in Boston, and for almost all of 
that period was inwrought with the his- 
tory of that city and of our own Newton. 
Ho chose the Unitarian ministry as his 
profession and after graduating at tho 
Harvard Diviuity School, ho began his 
work as a preacher in the Sandwich 
Islands. Ill health speedily compelled 
him to abandon the student’s life and 
seek a less sedentary occupation. He 
remained in Hawaii twelve years, holding 
various olficial positions, and then re- 
turned to Boston. 

Here he performed valuable sorvice, 
under the appointment of Gov. Andrew, 
as paymaster of volunteers during the 
Rebellion. Then he was secretary of 
various mercantile associations for some 
years, and afterwards accepted the re- 
sponsible post of manager of tho Boston 
Safe Deposit Vaults, with which he was 
identified up to tho time of his death. 
Here is the simple record of his life, a 
life devoid of any stirring events, or any 
conspicuous deeds, and yet within those 
bare and simple outliues there is a ful- 
ness of quiet beauty of character, a con- 
secration of heart and a practical useful- 
ness, that may well challenge compar- 
ison with the resuts of more reuowued 
lives. 

Yesterday, I listened to one who knew 
him well in the old Hawaiian days. It 
was a touching story of how the uncon- 
scious power of a sweet, earnest, con- 
scientious life draws all other lives 
around it. From the Orthodox mission- 
ary to the uulettered native, all, ir- 
respective of ecclesiastical vows or social 
liuuB, were devoted to him as a friend, 
aud trusted him as a Christian man. 

How spontaneously a similar testimony 
comes from the heart of this community 
of which he was a part for so many 
years. 

No man among us was more tenderly 
loved or more widely respected. 

Those who knew him as an intimate, 
never faltered in their affection 

Those who knew him as a citizen never 
doubted his devotiou to the welfare of 
the community. In tho earlier days of 
this village he was one of the foremost 
to shape its civil policy aud to give 
character to its social life. In his simple, 
quiet way he stood for the iiest things, 
and men knew it. aud when in any crisis 
a strong, judicious, unselfish man was 
wauted, somehow they instinctively 
turned to Edward Bond. Whether it was 
tho promotion of education, or the main- 
tenance of a library, or the founding of u 
hospital or the helping of the needy or 
the expulsion of some evil from our 
midst, he was never found too indif- 
ferent or too busy to bear a large share 
of the responsibility. 

1 think of him too as one of the vital 
factors iu t lie history of growth of this 
church. From the day of small things 
through all its career, his wisdom was a 
light and liis presence was a benediction. 

Without bigotry aud without any trace 
of injustice to opposing faiths he stood 
in the van-guard of liberal religious 
thought. And iu this spirit he gave him- 
self to this church, wore its welfare upon 
his heart aud worked for it with tireless 
eueigv. 

And yet with all this intense loyalty to 
his own communion, lus life was so simp- 
ly Christ-like, that men of all creeds ami 
of no creeds never thought to ask what 
ho believed, or to what church he be- 
longed, loukod ouly to the Christian tuuu- 
hood which he exemplified. 

Aud now when we coiue to ask why he 
won so easily the love aud coufideuce of 
us all the answer is uot hard to liud. 

It wus not so much the value of the 
work he did or the wisdom of theuouucil 
he gave, (although these were always 
reat) us it was the oharaoter of the man 
irnself that drew the respect aud dili- 
gence of his fellow men. 

We believed iu him as a citizen, be- 
cause we kuew he had the highest inter- 
ests of the statu at heart. 

Ws believed in him as a man because 
we kuew he scorned to do an unmanly 
thing. 


We believed in him as a friend because 
we know he was above tho mean disguise 
of flattery or deceit. 

His character was tho strong im- 
pressive power that made him what he 
was. 

1 love to think how completely he was 
the soul of honor. 

When his word was given men never 
doubted that it would bo kept. 

When he assumed a losponsibility, wo 
needed no other guarantee that it would 
bo faithfully discharged. 

It always seomed to mo that there was 
a poetical fituess as well as a business 
one, that he should hold the place of 
trust that was his, that thiH man of abso- 
lute integrity should be the custodial) of 
millions of treasure. 

He thought for himself, he had the 
courage of liis convictions, if any man 
over had. Ho was uncompromising in 
his hatred of all trickery and fraud and 
duplicity, and yet, hand and hand with 
this aggressive quality, wont the swoot- 
noBS, the gentleness, tho sympathetic 
consideration of a woman. 

Tho quiet, gentle character was his 
daily habit; the fire of his indignation 
flamed up only when somo wrong was to 
be consumed. 

It was this tender, sweetly simple side 
of his life wo usually saw. It was this 
that won our hearts. 

Even the simple folk who could not 
understand all that he was, understood 
this , and loved his name. 

When it was known that he was dead, 
the simple laborer who for years had 
cared for his grounds, came again and 
again to the door, anxious to do some 
task or go on some errand iu memory of 
his friend. 

If I could touoli the personal note for 
one instant— 1 should bear witness to 
how much he has been to me in my life 
and work. He was the chief ofticer of 
the church when I began my ministry 
eight years ago. 

Much is to bo forgiven and much to be 
corrected in the work of an inexperi- 
enced preacher. 

May I say I always found him my 
friend iu both praise and criticism. 1 
valued his commendation because it was 
sincere. I valued his criticism because 
it was just and was always softened by 
that beautiful smile which rovealed the 
loving spirit within. 

Of his home life 1 may not speak, iu- 
deed, I have no right to interpret hero, 
the sacred meanings of that iuterior life. 

But if he was all this as he came aud 
went among us in a humble way, how 
much more was he at the fireside, where 
his natural reserve was over-como— aud 
the full beauty of his soul was seen. 

Of all dear places, his homo was the 
most precious to him and they who 
stood uearest him there, knew in full 
measure that refinement of mind, that 
gentleness of spirit, that complete un- 
selfishness,' 'that quiet wisdom, that filled 
out the type of manhood that bore his 
name in the world. 

We shall miss iiis face— we shall miss 
his counsels in our homes, our clubs and 
our public places. 

But as we try to measure our loss, lot 
us also think of what it has been to this 
community to have a soul like this un- 
fold aud ripen in its midst. 

It is such lives that are bringiug iu 
God’s kingdom. It is such lives that 
shame tho coarse materialism of our 
time aud teach the youth of this gener- 
ation that there cau be no true manhood 
without character. 

"All beautiful souls are God’s finger- 
posts pointing to the immortal life.” 
They are God’s light-houses shining out 
over life’s troubled sea. 

One such life as this says more for the 
life beyond than all the arguments of 
the schools. 

And so we say "farewell” and cry 
"Hail” — to the liberated soul that be- 
gins the longer life above. 


LONGFELLOW’S WAYSIDE INN. 


THE IIOWK. TAVERN PROPERTY SOLD ON 
SATURDAY LAST. 

Longfellow’s Wayside Inu, or the old 
Howe tavern property in Sudbury, was 
sold on Saturday last to Atherton W. 
Rogers, a prominent citizens of the town, 
and the deed passed. 

The estate was purchased by Mr. 
Rogers for ex-Mayor S. Herbert Howe of 
Marlboro aud ex-Aldermau Iloiuer 
Rogers of Boston, who will, it is ex- 
pected. develop the property later. 

The party from whom the purchase 
was made is Mrs. Lucy A. Newton of 
Maynard, wife of Augustus Newton of 
that towu, this ladv having come iuto 
possession of the Wayside inu by in- 
heritance some time ago. 

This is the first time the nlaoe lias 
passed out of the family since the Howes 
acquired it, something like two centuries 
ago. 

The price paid for the estate, which 
embraces the old iuu ami about 9W acres 
of land, is uot made public. 

It is luauy years since the Wayside Iuu 
has been kept as a hotel, but muuy 
people visit it every season. For a few 
oars pust it has been occupied by Horace 
eymour. It is stated that it will proba- 
bly be kept as u public summer resort by 
the new owners. It is sure that it will 
uot be destroyed, but preserved us u 
relic. 

Kx-Muyor liowo being one of tbe active 
promoters of the new State Ceutral 
electric railway plau, which includes 


Marlboro in its proposed route, it is 
thought a line of electric road extending 
from that city to Waltham and directly 

f >a9t the Wayside Inn may be constructed 
n the near future, thus rendering the 
place one of very easy access. 

The transfer of this property, whioh 
has been kept as a tavern by the repre- 
sentatives of four generations of the 
Howe family, is one in which much 
public interost will be felt. 


Pilgrims and Puritans. 

Rev. E. H. Byington of this city gaye 
an interesting address on the above sub- 
ject before tho Universalist Club in Boi- 
tou, Monday evening, in which he said: 
We see all about us in tlii6 ninth genera 
tion the superlative excellence of the 
Puritan stock, and ‘ instanced Phillip 
Brooks, who was hold up as a shining 
example of what this stock has produced 
under 19th century teaching. Dr. By- 
ington thou proceeded to discuss the 
proposition which of the two colonies, 
tho Puritans or tho Pilgrims, is entitled 
to the great consideration as a prime ele- 
ment in moulding New England charac- 
ter. The reveruud gentleman showed 
that the Pilgrims wore largely made up 
of peasants and trades people, while the 
Puritans who came to Massachusetts 
were educated men, and possessed of no 
inconsiderable means, in England they 
had been moulders of public opinion, 
and they were as resolute as Cromwell’s 
Ironside. They were bold because they 
were men of courage, knowing that they 
had a large following at home. 

Tho Puritans, up to the time when 
they desired to affiliate with the Pilgrims 
in building up a church in New England, 
were undoubtedly regular communicants 
in tho Church of England. It came to 
pass, however, that the churches formed 
in Salem and Charlestown were almost 
exact copies of the little Pilgrim church 
at Plymouth. 

Many of the political and social fea- 
tures of the Puritan settlements were 
based on the English plan, and the fact 
that at one time it was desired to bring 
over a few’ Puritan peers shows the 
leaning of the Puritau mind. 

On the other hand, the Pilgrims wore 
essentially democratic iu their govern- 
ment and personal relations. Their spirit 
of tolerance in tho age of intolerance 
won for the Pilgrims the sympathy of all 
good men. When the Puritans crossed 
the Atlantic a majority of the people of 
England were of their way of thinking. 

The enterprise and vigor of tho Puri- 
tans were shown by the number of towns 
they established, the buildiug of forts, 
the founding of Harvard College and 
other institutions, and then taxing them- 
selves for their maintenance. The Puri- 
tans were as much leaders in this coun- 
try at that early period as their descend- 
ants are today. Many of their books : 
wore creditable productions, logical and i 
concise, and are today to be found iu all 
the principal libraries of the country. 

In the matter of legislation, the differ- 
ence between the Puritans and the Pil- 
grims was not materially different. Both 
of the colonies practised tortures, and iu 
this respect were not dissimilar. 

The influence of the Puritans on the 
intellectual life of Now England was per 
haps greater than that of the Pilgrims, 
but tho beauty and poetry of the country 
came from tho Pilgrims. 

The speaker was warmly applauded at 
the conclusion of his reading. 

A goneral discussion of the topic fol- 
lowed, after which tho meeting djourued.

MOUNTAIN MISSIONS. 

THE TRUTH ABOUT THE “POOR 
WHITES" OF THE HILL COUNTRY. 


A Southern ClrrRj mmi Urfiitsi the Charge 

That Ignorance and Squalor Are I‘rr va- 
lent to Any Remarkable Degree In the 

Monntaln District*. 

Sectionalists who desire to create for 
themselves a field of operations and an 
Income in a charming and healthful 
southern climate not infrequently write 
very touching articles for the northern 
press on the deplorable condition of the 
"mountnin whites" of the south and the 
need of "mission work" among them. 
Such persons, in descriptions of life 
among the mountains of western North 
Carolina and east Tennessee, "pile on 
tbe agony" in a marvelous manner. Some- 
times they do it with an utter disregard 
for the truth. They represent the excep- 
tion to lie the rule, and picture scenes 
and conditions common enough in parts 
of the north and west perhaps, large 
cities as well ns country places, but very 
rare among the people of the Appalachian 
region of the south. One would think 
from their accounts that the southern 
mountains were swarming with cave 
dwellers. The aim seems to be to per- 
petuate the ideas of that class of philan- 
thropists who find a peculiar pleasure in 
contemplating poverty, ignorance and 
degradation in the south since tho civil 
war. 

Not long since The Sun noticed an ap- 
peal of this sort for aid to "mission work 
for mountain whites," showing that it 
was in effect a libel upon the people it 
professed to describe. Any person fa- 
miliar with the Appalachian region of 
tho south would see at a glance how ab- 
surd the whole thing was. The Christian 
Union for Dec. 81, 1892, contains a letter 
from Rev. D. Atkins, a Methodist minis- 
ter of Hendersonville, N. C., which com- 
pletely demolishes the "mountain white" 
myth. Mr. Atkins will be conceded to 
know what he is writing about. Ho was 
born and reared in the alleged God for- 
saken region of poverty, ignorance, vice 
and degradation. He entered college 
there, entered the ministry there and 
spent 17 years there as minister and 
teacher. 

"As a Methodist minister,” he says, "I 
have gone into the most out of the way 
places and mingled freely with all sorts 
of people in 20 counties of North Caro- 
lina and Virginia and in nearly all the 
worst parts of east Tennessee. I have 
visited these people at their homes, have 
eaten until them, slept in their houses 
and seen them in every condition.” Yet 
Mr. Atkins has not once beheld the slum 
scenes Mrs. Paddock described in a re- 
cent number of The Christian Union. 
"Your correspondent,” he says, “must 
have found some secluded spot I never 
saw, for in all my travels I never saw 
the things she writes ,of, and it seems 
strange, that I should not even have 
heard of such things in all these years. 
There is poverty here and ignorance, too, 
but neither is in that prevalent form you 
would suppose from the article of Mrs. 
Paddock. You might live here an age 
and never hear of such savage and weird 
funeral customs as Professor Bernis, an- 
other correspondent writing from the 
south, told your readers about.” 

The situation is not such as was de- 
scribed by The Union’s correspondents. 
Putting it in a nutshell, Mr. Atkins says 
of Mrs. Paddock’s picture: "She has pre- 
sented the very worst possible case that 
could be found in the remotest part and 
made it a sample of all the 2,000,000 here, 
so that if any one should receive an im- 
pression from such writing he would sup- 
pose no other kind of people could he 
found here." 

As a matter of fact, the "mountain 
whites" are not a distinct class. Their 
ancestors, says Mr. Atkins, were uot out- 
laws, but pioneers from the coast coun- 
try. They generally own their farms and 
make a comfortable living. To say they 
hunt for a living is absurd. There is lit- 
tle wealth and not as much luxury as 
might be, hut the people live decently. 
There are somo log houses, three-fourths 
of which have windows. N one are plas- 
tered with mud. as alleged, or without 
wooden floors. But few have only one 
room. Generally the houses are quite 
comfortable. All have good open fire 
places. Fuel is abundant and costs notli- 
iug, so that the correspondent’s story of 
children "covering their limbs with warm 
ashes to keep from freezing” is specially 
absurd. The people, Mr. Atkins affirms, 
are already religious and moral. Tney ob- 
serve Sunday and attend Sunday school. 
There is scarcely a district where there is 
uot a school for at least three montlis in 
the yeur. Few iiersons are unable to read 
and w r rite, and such cases are so rare as 
to excite surprise umong the neighbors. 

As respects the girls wiio were de- 
scribed us overworked and vicious, Air. 
Atkins says not one in a hundred would 
know herself by that description. "The 
commou virtues,” he says — "chastity, 
honesty, trutlifulness, etc. — are rather 
more prevalent than iu other sections 1 
huvo seen. The girls are healthy, strong 
aud full of spirit. They marry at a good 
age, make excellent wives and mothers, 
aud do much less hard work than their 
sisters of tho north and west," and Mr. 
Atkins siient four years iu tin* west. 
They do uot work in the field. "It is by 
no means,” says the writer, "the custom 
of the country. Home lifb is as pure as 
It is anywhere 1 have been." In a word, 
the "mountain white,” with his abysmal 
degradation, is a myth and uoeds no 
•‘mission.’’— Baltimore Sun.

THE SEWER ORDINANCE. 


The agitation for an amendment of the 
aower ordinance 1ms presented some in- 
teresting features the past week, and wo 
may say some that will surprise the con- 
stituents of some of the members who 
opposed any amendment. The last elec- 
tion was carried so overwhelmingly 
against the present ordinance, that it was 
thought that the present City Council 
would feel that they had no option in the 
matter, except to obey the will of the 
peoplo. The board of aldermen took 
this view and voted unanimously to in- 
struct the senator and the two represen- 
tatives from this district, one of whom is 
said to be an active worker against any 
amendment, to favor the said amend- 
ment. 

The heariug before the judiciary com- 
mittee of the legislature last Friday was 
the first active move for the ameudraeut. 
At this hearing, to the general surprise 
of all, Councilman Weed of Ward Seven, 
where the sentiment is almost unanimous 
against the present ordinance, appeared 
and spoke agaiust the amendment. His 
friends are very much surprised at his 
action. Councilman Degen of Ward Six 
also spoke against it, but this was uot 
unexpected as the sewer assessment bills 
have uot yet begun to invade Ward Six 
to any great extent, and the chief sup- 
* porter of the present ordinance came 
from that ward. 

Those who spoke in favor of the 
amendment were Mayor Fenno, Mr. 
Samuel L. Powers, Mr. George W. 
Morse, Alderman Bothfeid, ex-Alderman 
Sheppard, Councilman Green and City 
Solicitor W. S. Slocum. They presented 
the case very strongly. 

It is reported that Representative Esta- 
brooks, who is very much opposed to any 
amendment of the ordinance, came over 
to Councilman Weed and congratulated 
him on *‘the mauly stand” he had taken. 

The next move in the cause w*s the 
present at iou of the resolution in the 
Common Council, Monday night, to in- 
struct the Senator and Representatives 
to favor the amendment. There was no 
debate, curiously enough, so that there 
is no opportunity of knowing why sev- 
eral couucilmen who have all along 
ostensibly favored the amendment, sud- 
denly changed front. The resolution 
obtained only four votes, Councilmau 
Tolraau of Ward Seven, Howes of Ward 
One and Hatch and Green of Ward Two. 
Couucilman Brislon w is absent but 
would have voted in favor. Ward Three, 
where the sentiment is very stroug in 
favor of the ameudmout, and Ward Four, 
where there is an almost equally strong 
feeling, saw with surprise their repre- 
sentatives oppose the resolution. The 
Ward Six representatives were expected 
to vote against it. Only one member 
from Ward Five was present but he 
voted in opposition and also Councilman 
Weed of Ward Seven. 

It is certainly curious that the Com- 
mou Council, which is supposed tube 
the popular body, should have thus re- 
fused to carry out the will of the people 
as expressed at the last election, while 
the aldermen were unanimous in favor 
of such action, und suggests that either 
the people did uot do their work with 
sufiicieut thoroughness last December, 
or that the Councilmen think that they 
weie elected to carry out their owu 
ideas, instead of the ideas of tbe people 
they represent. They have apparently 
forgotten that tbe people declared by a 
two thirds vote against the present 
sewer ordinance and evidently need to 
bn looked utter by their constituents, 
and from all reports they have heard 
some very plain language since the meet- 
ing of Monday night. 

A QUESTION OF ETHICS. 

The petition of Aaron A. Hail, to be 
reimbursed for some part of his losses in 
constructing certain sections of the New- 
ton sewers raises an interesting question. 
He took the contract and supposed, as 
every one did, that he would meet with 
only the ordinary difficulties in making 
tliu excavations and doiug the work, and 
bis bid was made ou that understanding. 
Instead of the ordinary ditticullies be 
met with beds of quicksaud, which im- 
peded the progress of the work to such 
au extent that lie was ruined befuiu he 
had finished more than a small part of 
liis contract. There is no question but 
that he acted in good faith in his work 
for iLu city uud that it was well and 
thoroughly done. 

Had all too circumstances been known 
wheu the bids were advertised, in regard 
to tbe nature of tbe ground, the city 
cou'd not have obtained a bid, as no one 
would have been foolish enough to have 


made any price for doing suoh vory un 
certain work. 

Tho question now ariaoa what is the 
citv to do, will it reimburse Mr. Mali, or 
will it refuse to pay a cent more than 
the law compels? There is a question 
of ethics here which is a very important 
one, much more important than the 
amount concerned. It is only fair to infer 
that one side knew an little about the 
quicksands as the other, but as they wero 
there, and as they wero not included in 
the work for which bids wore asked, it 
can hardly bo called honest for tho city 
to take advantage of Mr. Hall and refuse 
to pay him beyond what tho contract 
called for. It might bo smart to do so, 
it might be called a sharp business trans- 
action, but the city should be held to a 
higher code of morals than prevails iu 
railroad transactions, for instance. 

If Mr. Ilali could be held in any way 
to blame, the case would be different, 
but he can uot, although perhaps ho 
should have had iucludod in tho contract 
a clause which would have protected 
him. It is not an ordinary case of loss 
by a contract, and to many people the 
right thing for the city authorities to do 
is to ascertaiu what is a fair allowance to 
make for tho extra work involved by 
reason of the quicksands,and pay it over. 
Any private citizen who was in the posi- 
tion of the city would be regarded as 
having a good deal of the Shylock in his 
disposition if he refused to pay a cent 
more than the contract called for. 

While the city may not be able to afford 
to bo generous, it can afford to be just, 
and have a regard for equity and princi- 
ple. It has got the sewers built, and it 
should be willing to pay a fair amount 
for them, and not enjoy the fruits of 
Mr. Hall’s labors, and at the same time 
be unwilliug to pay what the work 
actually cost, or what would have been 
the amount asked if the exact nature of 
the soil had been understood by those 
who had bid foi the coutract. 


The question of biennial elections had 
a heariug at the State House on Tuesday, 
wheu some stroug arguments were pre- 
sented in favor of the much needed re- 
form. Among the prominent advocates 
was Col. E. H. Haskell of Newton Cen- 
tre, who made a very convincing speech. 
He said that the movement had been 
growing for many years, until at 
the present time there were but two 
states, Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
whioti did uot elect state officers for 
more than one year. Only one state, 
Maine, had made au uttempt to go back 
to yearly elections, and the attempt had 
boeu promptly votod down. In all the 
states Mr. Haskell said he had heard of 
no movement by the labor people to an- 
tagonize the movement for biennial elec- 
tions. He did not understand why the 
so-called representatives of the labor 
people had shown such a disposition in 
this state to frown on biennial elections. 
Biennial elections, too, would serve to 
bring out a larger vote. At present on 
off years only about 40 per cent, of the 
registered vote had beeu cast and this 
fact showed tnat the people were not 
interested in so frequent elections. It 
was the wisest thing for Massachusetts 
to do to follow tbe lead of all the other 
states and establish biennial elections. 
Mr Haskell said that tho percentage of 
vote is larger in the states which vote 
biennially than iu Massachusetts. This 
is true, even though the percentage in 
this state has increased in late years. 


Tiik generous offer of Mr. Charles W. 
Hubbard of Weston has aroused great 
interest iu this city, and there is only odo 
opinion iu tbe matter, that it should be 
accepted with proper expression of grat- 
itude. Mr. Hubbard in his letter to 
Mayor Fenuo, expresses himself as great- 
ly interested in the work of the Park 
Commission, and says that the bauks of 
tiie Charles liver between Wultham uud 
Lower Falls have more natural beauty 
and are more accessible to tbe public 
tbau any tract of land near Boston. Mak- 
ing them a public park would save tbe 
river from pollution, and give pleasure 
to the thousand- who boat on the river 
iu summer and skate over it in whiter. 
He has already giveu a large tract in 
Weston and now he offers to Newton a 
tract of 32 acres between Concord street 
and the river, and another tract of 14 
acres on tlie other side of Concord street, 
the two lots giving a mile of river front- 
age, and he offers both tracts to Newton 
for the small sum of $5,300. The laud is 
now finely wooded, covered with oak and 
pine trees, and comprises bluff and mead- 
ow land, so that it is very attractive and 
almost a park already. The offer of Mr. 
Hubbud is a very generous one, and 
shows his interest iu work of the Metro- 
politan Park Commission, and the accept- 
ance of it by Newtou cauuot fail to have 
an impnrtaut influence ou other muni- 
cipalities and may lead fo the raakiug of 
a public park of the whole river front of 
Newtm. above Waltham. 


The town of Watertowu holds a meet- 
ing next Tuesday and one of the ques- 
tions to he considered is what action the 
town will take iu regard to the Boyd’s 
pond nuisance. It is to be hoped that it 
will decide to join with Newtou for the 
abolition of the uuisauce, and Newtou 
certainly is prepared to meet it half way 
iu the matter. We do not care to take 
any of the laud that lies iu Watertowu, 
if that town will do its part in the 
matter, uud tho pond is quite as much of 
a nuisance to Watertown as it is to New- 
ton and both should unite iu measures 
to abate it. The bill that has been 
presented to the legislature gives tho 
board of health of this city power to 
abate the nuisauce, as if said pond were 
all within the limits of this city, and 
authorizes the city to take the land 
by purchase or otherwise. There would 
be uo objection to haviug the Watertowu 
authorities act iu coucert, if they could 
be iuduced to take hold of the question 


vigorously, and the lioallhfulneRs of 
both plaooR requires immediate action. 

Tiik suit of the government ngainst 
tho Bell Telephone monopoly illustrates 
a defect in our patent laws of which tho 
Boll company has availed itself to the 
fullest extent. The Berliner patent was 
Applied for in 1877, but tho Boll com- 
pany did not waut it granted then, as it 
was protected by other patents, so the 
patent was delayed until tho other pat- 
ents had nearly run out, and then the 
Patent office obligingly favored the Bell 
company by granting it. Tho Attorney 
Ooneral thinks this is an abuse of tho 
privileges of the patent law, and it does 
look ns though there was something 
rotten about the patent office. But the 
Bell oompany thinks it is stronger than 
tho government and there is Dot much 
hopo of its boing defeated. Meanwhile 
the peoplo aro taxed to pay for a monop- 
oly tor the U 80 of inventions which aro 
freo in every other country. 

There aro lumois of some largo land 
snios, dependent on the now boulevard 
from Lower Falls to Chestnut Hill, which 
it is supposed that the commission con- 
sidering the subject will recommend, 
and if the boulevard question should be 
acted upon, it is evident the coming sea- 
son will see more activity iu the real es- 
tate market than Newton has over known. 
The growth of tho city has been gradual 
hitherto but tbero aro indications of a 
boom that will havo an important influ- 
euce on the future of the city, if advan- 
tage is taken of the present opportuni- 
ties. Newton is in the line of suburban 
growth aud all that is needed for tho rap- 
id development of tho unoccupied por- 
tions of the city is a spirit of proper en- 
couragement on tho part of the city au- 
thorities,

Mr. Bond lield the position of secretary of 
tlie Boston Safe Deposit <fe Trust Co., of 
which he was the originator and founder. 
Few men were more widely and favorably 
known In Boston business circles. He was 
a man of worth, possessing great mental 
resources, a thorough knowledge of com- 
mercial and mercantile pursuits and a dis- 
position so well modulated that his advice 
and acquaintance was much sought. He 
was a gentleman of the old school in touch 
with the progressive spirit of the age. 
honored and esteemed by ail who had 
social or business relations with him dur- 
ing his active life. He was the first 
treasurer of the Newton Cottage Hospital 
and had been a member of the board of 
trustees ever since the Incorporation of 
that institution, lie had been at one time 
a member of the Newton school board, but 
had no especial taste f«*r a political career 
although frequently urged to accept office. 
His political views were of the broad type. 
He was one of the original Independents 
and bad been quits* nctlve In recent 
years in espousing the cause of tariff re- 
form. He was a member of the Newton 
and Massachusetts Tariff Reform Clubs 
and an offioer of the Newton Civil Service 
Reform Association. The West Newton 
Athenaeum secured his interest and aid 
from its inception and in the days of the 
debates under Its auspices, he was frequent- 
ly henrd from on the floor either ns leading 
disputant or one of others participating In 
the discussions of the great questions of 
the hour. Mr. Bond’s surviving fnmily 
consists of a widow, two daughters and one 
son, Mr. Lawrence Bond. The funeral 
took place Monday afternoon from the 
Unitarian church. There was a large at- 
tendance at the service. Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes officiated and his address will be 
found on another page. The burial was

Newton Natural History Society.

r. Davis iu describing the Indians, their 
habitations, wigwams, toupees, sod huts 
and bouses built on the reservation for 
them by the Indian Department. He il- 
lustrated his address with a large num- 
ber of photographs, that he took during 
bis various trips among the Indians at 
the different agencies; of Indians single 
and in groups, in paiut and feathers, or 
iu civilized dress, afoot or on horseback, 
running wild or farming like an amateur 
agriculturalist endeavoring to nuru bis 
living. Then be showed a tine collection 
of Indian curiosities and Indian work, 
some of which was very unique and cx 
quisile iu workmanship. Mr. Davis lias 
oue of tlie tiuest collections of Indian 
[dictographs and Iudiau work to be found 
u New England, and his thorough ac- 
qoaiut mice with the Red men enables him 
to explain these iu a most interesting 
mauncr. Like all of those who iiave giv- 
en the Indian Question thorough investi- 
gation, ho condemns luuoh of the course 
taken by the United States government 
iu its dealings with these wurds of the 
uatiou, und lias faith that the future will 
be inure just and hum me. 

He condemns the early mothod of build- 
ing bouses for '.lie Indians, us these were 
uli oue-room-struoturos, thus huddling 
both sexes and all ages together. 

While the majority of the Indians are 
low and brutish, there are some of deci- 
ded high moral chai a. -ter, of Intellectual 
capacity uud powers, worthy to bo trust- 
ed. 

The schools are doiug wonders for the 
youug and should be aided and euoour 
aged by l be goverumont and by all citi- 
zens who oau further tlie work of regen- 
erating the remuatit of the former inhab- 
itants of this country. 

The hours sped sw iftly by listening to 
Mr. Davis' rare and interesting address, 
and those present will long remember it 
as oue of tue most instructive ever giveu 
before this Society. As the evening was 
stormy and the uumbers few, it is to be 
hoped he will repeat it at au early date.

A. Unique Invention. 

The last application of the penny-in- 
the-slot principle is characterized by 
common 6ense, ingenuity and utility, i 
Hitherto the public has fed the automatic j 
machine with coppers in return for value. 
In the latest plan the process has been 
reversed. The public will receive pen- 
nies instead of giving them. The idea is 
this: To tho person who turns a crank 
100 times the machine yields up one 
penny. The crank is connected inside 
with a dynamo, and the 100 revolutions 
of the handle manufacture and store a 
quantity of electrical energy which is to ' 
bo eventually retailed by tiie owners of 
the machine for the purpose of produc- 
ing illumination. 

The plan appears to be feasible enough, 
and it would certainly in districts where 
unemployed labor abounded be pro- 
ductive of considerable good. No man 
need go in want of u meal who can a|>- 
plv himself to the electrical automatic 
machine. And the invention might be 
capable of wide application. Why should 
not every household lie provided with 
one? Every member of the family might 
jin the name of exercise give the handle 
[so many hundred turns a day sufficient, 
if that w’ere possible, to provide elec- 
tricity enough for the purposes of light- 
ing. 

The turning of the crank might super- 
,sede dumbbell practice in the mornings, 
and during tho summer mouths it might 
be possible to store enough electrical 
energy to tide over the winter. From 
the point of view of the man in the street 
it w’ould bo interesting to know what in- 
come he could make iu a week by a 
reasonable expenditure of effort. Even 
if only 100 revolutions could be per- 
fortned in five minutes, the operator 
would lie working at the rate of a ^hil- 
ling an hour, a scale of remuneration 
much in excess of that paid in some in- 
dustries involving quite as much physical 
exertion. — Electricity.

COMPARATIVE MEASUREMENTS OF 
GIRLS IN TWO CITIES. 

The California Young Malden In Claimed 
to lie Nearer Ferfeet an to Form Than 
Her 8lnter In New York — Interentlng 
Comparisons an to Feat. 

A sculptor’s ideal of bounty is evolved 
on mathematical principles. A perfect 
woman is 7 or 7| or 8 heads tall; her 
Ihonlders are two heads wide; her legs 
ire !H to heads long; her waist is 8 
heads in circumference. But the size of 
heads varies in women who aro equally 
perfect in shape; tho head of tho Venus 
de Medici is nearly one-eighth less in pro- 
portion than that of the Venus of Milo or 
tho Cnidian Venus of Praxiteles, which 
was esteemed by the ancieuts tho most 
perfect statue in existence. The Medici 
Venus is a slim, slender girl, whoso pro- 
portions resemble tho statues of Psyche. 
Living reproductions of her are more 
frequently seen in New York than here. 

Tlioro fell into The Argonaut’s posses- 
sion a list of measurements of the pro- 
portions of a young lady of San Fran- 
cisco, who is looked upon as being beau- 
tiful and having a fine figure — in short, 
a typical California girl. With these wo 
have compared a similar ground plan of 
a New York girl which we secured at 
the time Professor Sargent was collect- 
ing statistics concerning the young 
women in eastern seminaries; likewise 
the measurements of Ballow’s well 
known ideal beauty. They compare as 
follows: 


Quickly 


are between 130 uml 1 35 pounds, while 
the New York girl weighs about 126. 

Polycletos, an old Greek sculptor from 
Licyon. left rules governing the relative 
proportions of the female frame. He 
said that twice the thumb was once 
round the wrist, which it is not, unless 
tho thumb is unusually largo and tho 
wrist unusually slender; that twice the 
wrist is the size of tho neck, which is 
about the case in a well proportioned 
woman; that twice the neck is once 
round the waist, which is about so. But 
he also says that tho hand and foot and 
face should all be of the samo length, 
which is very rarely tho case, and that 
the body should bo six times the length 
of the foot, which would limit most 
men, whose feet average ten inches in 
length, to a stature of five feet. The 
gentleman from Licyon is evidently not 
a trustworthy guide. 

Referring to the above table, it will be 
observed that tho waist of the New 
Yorker is much smaller than that of the 
other two. Tho fashion of small waists 
is the rage in the east, and the desired 
result is obtained by tight lacing, which 
is carried to such an extent that the 
physic ignomist is lost in amazement as 
to where the lady has bestowed her vital 
organs. No statue in existence exhibits 
such a disproportion between the waist 
and those portions of the trunk which 
lie above and below it. The compression 
of the girth is a mere fashionable fad 
which good taste must condemn. Our 
California girl wears a 24-inch corset, 
which might easily be reduced to a 23- 
incli if the wearer saw fit to sacrifice 
comfort to eastern fashion. There are 
belles in New York who are not satisfied 
till they have squeezed themselves into a 
17-inch corset. Such persons, it would 
Beein, would have enjoyed the Scottish 
boot. 

The bust and hips should, in a perfect- 
ly formed woman, be exactly the same 
in circumference. They are so in Bal- 
low’s ideal, in tho Venus of Milo, iu the 
Cnidian Venus and in the California 
girl. In the Now Yorker tho circum- 
ference of the bust is half an inch 
greater than that of the hips, which is 
probably the work of art, not nature. 

Ballow does not give tho dimensions 
of liis ideul’s feet or hands. lie merely 
says that they are “in projiortion,” which 
is rather vague. The rule among sculp- 
tors is that the foot should measure one 
head, which is unsatisfactory, as some 
large women have small heads, and some 
small women large heads. 

The female foot is probably smaller in 
New York society than here, for tho sim- 
ple reason that it has less to carry. Shoe- 
makers say here that they sell more 4 
and 4J shoes than any others, but many 
ladies in society lmy 3$, 3, and oven 2| 
shoes. The knights of St. Crispin do 
not Itoliovo in the sculptor's rule about 
feet. They say that small feet, like large 
wits, are a gift from heaven, and may 
be found attached to persons of any di- 
mensions. Everybody hus observed that 
there is no necessary connection between 
tho hands and the figure; that somo slim 
girls have lurge hands, and some girls 
with opulent figures small hands and 
fingers. 

Take all the measurements together, 
uml the conclusion is forced that the 
Californian girl more closely resembles 
tho Cuidian Venus than the Venus of 
Medici, and thut a representative Cali- 
fornian statue should be cast after a 
study of that masterpiece as well us of 
tho Venus of Milo and tho Venus Calli- 
pyge. — San Francisco Argonaut.

—In spite of the severe storm on Monday 
night the pretty parlors of the Unitarinn 
church were well tilled with nn apprecia- 
tive audience, to lhten to a lecture on the 
Alhambra by Mrs. Abba Goold Woolson, 
given under the auspices of the Newton 
Centre Reading Club. The fact that Mrs. 
Woolson has just returned from abroad 
having spent eleven months in Spain, two 
of them in Granada added largely to the in- 
terest of the lector*-. A brief mention was 
made of a few historical events which 
made it possible for Spain to possess this 
marvelous specimen of Moorish architec- 
ture. nnd a graphic description given of 
the surrounding country. Mrs. Woolson 
does not consider the Moorish a construc- 
tive architecture, but looks upon it more as 
a mere surface ornamentation. The 
Alhambra which took sixty years in build- 
ing was commenced in 1248 . and surpasses 
in beauty the two other famous specimens 
of Moorish architecture remaining in Sunln, 
the Mosque at Cordova and the palace at 
Seville. After a charming “digression” in 
which Mrs. Woolson gave as her reasons 
for considering it the greatest blessing to 
Europe ami the whole world thnt the 
Moors were driven out of Spuin by the 
Christians, we were taken within the walls 
of the Alhambra, along the streets, up 
through the “Gate of Justice” to the 
fortress; then on through courts and cor- 
ridors into the palace of the Alhambra; 
for two short centuries the residence of 
Moorish kings and the scene of their final 
conquest in 141*2 by Ferdinand and Isabella. 
Many part-, of the Alhambra were minute- 
ly described, as also the cathedral with its 
chapel where lie the reuiuinsof the beloved 
Douna Isabella and Ferdinand- So inter- 
esting did the lecturer make her subject 
thnt we all came away quite in love witli 
the city thnt was 

“Moorish long ago: 

Bat now the cross is sparkling on the Mosque. 
And bells make Catholic me trembling air. '

Among the audience 
were many members of The Playprs and 
other dramatic clubs who wanted to see 
how the club would succeed, in their rather 
ambitious undertaking, as the play can 
hardly be classed among those usually 
chosen bv amateurs.

Mr. Sydney Urant as the Italian with a 
great command of polyglot English, Miss 
Libel Cole as Mrs. Salmon and Mi*s 
Josephine Sherwood as the maid servant 
were deserving of special mention for the 
excellence of their work. It wa* Miss 
Sherwood’s first appearance and she wa> 
very bright and vivacious. She .avethe 
Isabella waltz from 1492 so gracefully that 
an encore was insisted upon, and the dance 
with Mr. Sydney Grant was so g- od that 
the audience insisted on two repetition*. 
The oi her characters were well taken and 
tho club were rewarded with the largest 
audience they have ever had. 


The Storm in Newton. 

Such a week of suow storms has been 
seen in Newton only by the older in- 
habitants. Others have read about 
streets being blocked by the suow. the but 
present week there have bteu mauy 
streets, especially in the south part of 
tho city, where the snow was eight feet 
deep on a level. 

After Monday’s storm a large gang of 
men were put on to dig these streets out 
and six and eight horse teams were busy 
breaking out the roads, but Wednesday’s 
storm of suow aud rain filled tbem all up 
again, and the wotk had to be done over 

The highway department has had a 
bus>v time trying to keep the roads 
passable and tb^ snow was so damp and 
heavy that in many pla:es it had to be 
shovelled, as eight horses could not pull 
the heavy sled .with suow plough* 
attached through it. Ploughing out the 
gutters preparatory for the probable 
thaw has also kept’ a large force of men 
and horses busy, aud the two storms of 
the week have cost the city many 
hundreds of dollars, but the city 
laborers get the benefit of it. Two feet 
of suow on a level is a formidable Ling 
in a ntoderu city. 

Tbe eleettic railways were obliged to 
succumb on Welnesday and the Newton 
road found it impossible to run its cars, 
although a great effort was nt tde to keep 
the road open between tbe carbouse and 
Waltham aud some trips were tunic 
Wednesday evening. The track was 
buiied under the heavy suow and the 
electric suow ploughs were of little use. 
Tho Newton eud ot the road was entirely 
obliterated and Washington street re 
turned to its old fashioned aspect. On 
tho Newton and Boston line, the ploughs 
wore kept busy all day Wednesday but 
the cars did not make regular trips, and 
oil both lines the streets were not wide 
eu >ngh to dispose of the suow from the 
traeks. 

The Bostou A Albany seut its subur- 
ban trains through with but little delay, 
although two trains were temporarily 
stalled ou the circuit Wednesday rnoru- 
iug. 

All the through trains were several 
hours late, and there were aggrevating 
delays as usual between Huntington 
avenue and the terminus, ingoing trains 
being delayed front ten miuutes to half 
au hour.

A NKW PARKWAY PROPOSED— PROTEST 
AOAIN8T TELEPHONE POLES. 

Thu boArd of aldei men mot Monday, 
Mayor Fcnno presiding and all the mem- 
bers present. The minutes of the Inst 
two meetings were road and approved. 

The General Superintendent of the 
Boston A Albany gave notice of the ap- 
pointment of railroad police. 

N. F. Nye protested against tho assess- 
ment. of the estate of A. D. Darling, oc- 
cupied by him, as being higher than any 
of the adjoining estates in Aubumdale, 
and unjust, and said that he had pro- 
tested to the assessors but they had paid 
no attention to him. He claimed that it 
demonstrated the utter incompetency of 
the assessor in his ward, and su gested 
that the board appoint some assessor 
who had some knowledge of real estate. 
He also said that prominent real estate 
noon said that the assessment was *5,000 
more thau the value of the estato. Re- 
ferred to committee on assessors. 

The reports of the City Marshal, 
Trustees of the Freo Library and the 
superintendent of streets were received 
and tabled for piinting. 

Residents of Lenox street extension 
asked for main drain and sewer on that 
street. Referred to committee on 
sewers. 

The sum of $5,600 was added to the ap- 
propriation for Parks, to euable the city 
to accept tho generous offer of Charles 
W. Hubbard of Weston, of 30 acres of 
land between Riverside and Lower Falls, 
for a River park. Mayor Fenno read the 
letter from Mr. Hubbard, making the 
offor, and a vote was passed in recogni- 
tion of Mr. Hubbard's generosity. 

LOWER FALLS SCHOLARS. 

The question of conveyiug pupils from 
Lower Falls to Auburndale came up and 
Alderman Thompson said that Superin- 
tendent Aldrich had told bim that the 
$2t>3 was a sum left over from last year, 
and as there were only a few pupils in 
the higher grade it seemed to he cheaper 
to pay their fares to Auburndale than to 
pay $1700 for a master. 

Alderman RoiTe read two letters, one 
from Mrs. C. A. Wiswall which stated 
that the parents at Lower Falls were very 
indignant, at the way they had beeu 
treated by the school committee. Their 
petitions had been taken no notice of, and 
their wishes were disregarded. They 
wanted a teacher for the upper class, 
and a competent lady teacher would be 
better than the present arrangement. 
The children now had to leave home be- 
fore 6 in the morning and did uot get 
back till after 5 p. in. They were turned 
out in the streets from 12 to 2, as the 
schoolhouse was locked, aud this was 
very bad both for their morals and man- 
ners. Children of 10 or 12 years of age 
were too young to seed away ou the cars, 
aud changing at Riverside made it very 
dangerous. At present the teachers in 
the Lower Falls school were so busy that 
they cou?t$ hear lessons in arithmetic 
only twioo a week, and the 0tk aud 7th 
grades held the same spelling lessou and 
had to correct it themselves. Mrs. Le- 
land was gr« atly pressed for tim-, as her 
room was more thau full. The Lower 
Falls people applied to the City Council 
to see if sometbmg could not be done. 

Mr. Bernard Early wrote that there 
was the utmost dissatisfaction with the 
present, arrangement, it was bad fertile 
morals of the children, aud a cause of 
great anxiety to the parents, and they 
could see no necessity so urgent as to 
justify it. 

Alderman Roffe said he understood 
some money had already been expended, 
but he could not help feeling that Lower 
•Falls people were justified in objecting. 
They paid their shaie of taxes and ought 
to have as good teachers as the rest of 
the city. 

Aldermau Plummer said he had been 
seen by many parents and others of 
Lower Falls, and they said they were 
not charity people, but they looked upon 
it as their right to have us good teachers 
38 other places. There were three lady 
teachers in the school, and while they 
did not wish to have any change made, 
they thought it would be easy to find a 
jdace for one of them in the other schools 
of the city and ger a competent master 
in her place for $1500. Lower Falls had 
never bad its fair share of public ini - 

E rovemuuts, or favors from the city aud 
e thought the school committee shoo'd 
he requested to do what was just to 
Lower Falls. 

Alderman Bot h fold said theie was oue 
serious matter about, the city purchasing 
the tickets, it made the city liable foi any 
accidents that might happen to the 
children, and it established a serious 
precedent. 

The Aldermen then unanimously re- 
fused to appropriate tho money. 

An order was subsequently passed ap- 
propriating $27 for the tickets already 
purchased. 

TELEPHONE POLKS. 

The hearing ou the Telephone (Jo’s ap- 
plication for license to erect poles on Mt. 
Vernon street was then opened. 

Alderman Hunt presented a remon- 
htrauoe signed by J. Richard Garter and 
thirty three others, every ahuttor ou the 
street. They protested again* t allowing 
anv poles t » he erected, as they would 
disfigure the street, interrupt the exfen 
hive view and be a financial damage to 
their propei ty. 

Wm. L. Puffer also protested aud said 
all the resident* weie already served by 
the present r- h-plmtie poles, and no more 
were needed. They regarded the peti- 
tion as the openin.' w edge for a main line 
to run over the lull. 

The hearing was then closed. 

CLEAN SIDEWALKS. 

The highway ordinance came up from 
this lower hwaid wi’lr the sidewalk sec- 
tion struck out aud some other unim- 
portant amendments 

Aldermau Uothfehl moved that the 
amendments other thau that relating to 
sidewalks be accepted and that a com- 
mittee of three he appointed by the 
Mayor to confer with a committee from 
the lower board, aud see if some kind of 
a sidewalk ordinance could i.ot he agreed 
upon. According to the arguments ie- 

f icrted as brought forward iu that branch, 
le thought they did not uuderstauJ the 
mutter. Koine of the rnernbei s wet e re- 
puted us say iug that the ordinance was 
aimed at oue man, and that it was uii- 
:oustilutioiial, neither of which was true. 
Every city in the .State had a similar 
ordiuauce and enforced it. 

The motion passed aud Mayor Feuuo 
appointed Aldei men liothfeld, iiuutaud 
Emerson us such committee. 

NEEDHAM STREET RAILWAY. 

Aldei >ii4ii Kollo presented the petition 
of the Needham .Street K'ulway for loca- 


tion on Needham, Winchester and Wal 
nut streets, to connect with the street 
railway at Newton Highlands, nnd 
hearing was appointed for Monday ovo 
i ntng, March 0th, at 8 o’clock 

The petition of the Telephone Com- 
pany for location on Nahanton street to 
the Needham line nnd Dedham street to 
West Roxhury line was explained, by the 
general manager of the company, who 
said an exchange lmd been opened in 
West Roxhury, and these poles were to 
ctrry the wires from Framingham, Na- 
tick and other points to Boston. They 
pass through an unsettled district nnd 
the license was granted under the usual 
restrictions. 

Alderman Rumery road a communica- 
tion fiom the Wellesloy nnd Boston Street 
Railway stating that they had complied 
with the legal requirements about iheir 
organisation, and they now asked for a 
location on Margin street from the West 
Newton depot to Landers streot. and 
Washington street to Wellesley line, with 
right to erect poles for trolley wires. The 
application was signed by Frederic John- 
son and a majority of thedirootors, aud a 
hearing was granted for Monday eve- 
ning. March 20, at 8 p.m. 

Alderman Plummer presented the case 
of Mr. E. S. Hamblen, who under a mis- 
prehetision about a change in the sewer 
ordinance had not applied for an appor- 
tionment of his assessment within the 
sixty days required by law. The sower 
also' was only laid about half way of Ins 
line, requiring a roundabout course to 
reach it from his house, and it might be 
a question whether ho was liable for a 
full assessment, The case was referred 
to the City Solicitor to see if any relief 
could legally be granted. 

A large number of petitions for appor- 
tionment of sewer assessment were re- 
ceived and granted. 

Alderman Emerson reported on the 
Kenrick fund, that the iucome for 1801 
hnd been duly divided according to the 
wishos of tbedonor, and with a recom- 
mendation that the income of 1802 be 
also divided, and an order was passed to 
that effeot. 

Alderman Plummer presented the 
claims of tho Ladies Homo Circle, an 
organization engaged in charitahlo work, 
who made personal investigation of 
overy case and knew where the money 
could be placed to do the moBt good. 

Alderman Thompson said part of the 
income had already been spent, by an 
Alderman of last year, who had ordered 
a ton of coal for a poor family and sent 
the bill to him with instructions to take 
it out of the Kenrick fund. 

On motion of Alderman Roffe, C. A 
Purdy of 820 Washington street was 
granted license for a pool table. 

On motiou of Aldermau Roffe Tho 
Telephone company were granted 
license to put cross arms on 11 fire alarm 
poles, between Beacon and Woodward 
streets. 

J. K. Campbell of Watertown street 
was given license to build stable for two 
horses. 

The recommendation that John Mona- 
han of West Newton he granted leave to 
withdraw on his application for a 
carriage caused quite a discussion. 

Aldermau Roffe said they had received 
many communications iu his favor but 
the Boston & Albany authorities had 
notified tho committee that he would uot 
be allowed to solicit passengers on their 
urouuds at the depot. 

Aldermau Bolhfold asked if the com- 
mittee allowed the Boston & Albany to 
dictate to them. 

Alderman Roffe said it was not that' 
but there was ouly room for six carriages 
at the depot, aud one man held license 
for five, and another for oue. The appli- 
cant also had no means to meet claims 
for damages if any accident should occur. 

Aldermau Bothield said he did not like 
to see a mao of small means placed at a 
disadvantage, while a well-to-do man was 
giveu a monopoly, aud inquired if the ap- 
plicant gave evidence ot his ability to 
meet claims lor damages, if the com- 
mittee could uot take away one license 
from the man who had live, and give it 
to him. 

Aldermau Roffe said that might be 
done auoLbi-r year. 

The city clerk was authorized to sub- 
scribe tor 31 copies of the city directory 
for tho various city offices, the usual 
number. 

The sum of $500 was appropriated for 
tho printing of a new editiou of the 
municipal register. 

The sum of $500 was appropriated for 
the committee ou claims, to settle any 
claims against the city. 

The sum of $83,920 was appropriated 
for the expenses of the city during 
March. 

NEW STREET AND PARKWAY. 
Aldermau Bothfeld introduced an 
order appropriating $6000, to be ex- 
pended by the committee on highways 
iu the construction of a new street from 
Xewtouville aveuuo to Cabot street, 
when the title to 14 acres of laud 
adjoining and iucluded iu said street is 
giveu to the city for public uses. 

He said there was a tract of 14 acres of 
land, 400 feet wide, running from oue of 
those streets to the other, at tho foot of 
Mt. Ida, which the owners would give to 
the city on condition that the street was 
built. This iucluded Lauudry brook, 
and placed it iu the coutrol of the city, 
and tins was very important as some day 
the city would iiave to seize the brook to 
deepen and widen it, iu order to drain 
that territory. Secondly, the laud to- 
wards Newtonville avenue was low aud 
at preseut of small value, aud unless 
something was done at once, buildings 
would he placed on it of such a character 
as to depreciate the laud iu the vicinity. 
The assessors had examined the strip, 
which is now assessed for oue ceul a 
foot, aud had said that the mouey ex- 
pended would lie returned inside of three 
yeais, hy the increase iu the value of the 
adjoining property, which would be 
worth 4 ceutl a foot, at least, as soon ax 
the street was laid out. The assessed 
value of the laud to ho giveu to the city 
is $8 KXJ. 

The order was passed unanimously. 
Petitions were received for license to 
build car station and waiting room 
ou High street, Upper Falls. 

U. J Patterson, to erect brick block, 
68 hy >0, for store aud tenements, on 
Lincoln -ueut, Newton Highlands. 

H. F. Ross, for liceuse to rebuild 
btev. ns block, 50 by 100, for stores and a 
hall a* before. 

John Morgan gave notice of iuteutiou 
to build two houses, 28 hy 30 each, ou 
M iigau place, Ward Oue. 

W. M. Mick asked for gravel sidewalk 
on Dedham street. 

THE SCHOOL AMENDMENT. 

Alderman Roffe presented the follow- 
ing. which was passed: — 

Resolved, that it is the opinion of the 
city council of Newton, that no legisla- 
tion should he adopted which will take 
from tlu* city council of cities, the power 
to aupropnute money to be raised by 
taxation lor purpose of public schools, 
or to place such power iu the hands of 
school committees, and remonstrance 
against such proposed legislation is 
hereby made. 

Tiie hourd then adjourned. 


REPRESENTS WIIAT? 


SOME qiESriOKS CONNECTED with ouh 
SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT. 

To the Editor of the GRAPHfCl— 

I was much interested in your articlo 
relating to the sewor ordinance contest, 
and it has suggested some pertinonl and 
also some impertinent questions. 

In tho first place, what are the duties 
of a representative? Does ho represent 
tho city, and feel it his duty to carry out 
the wish of the majority as expressed hy 
their votes? Or does he reprosont a 
small clique who aidod him to got his 
nomination? 

These questions will bo asked by all 
who have watched Representative Esta- 
brook’s action, and his activity iu oppus 
ing any movemout to secure any change 
in the sewor ordinance. He knows, ot 
couise, that the people of Nowtou by a 
two thirds majority voted at tho last 
city election against the preseut sower 
ordiuauce, aud lie therefore kuows tho 
seutiraent of the city which he was 
chosen to represent, and 1 should like to 
ask him if he thinks he is reproseuting 
the city in his course in the legislature, 
or is he representing a few men to whom 
he is said to owe his nomiuatiou? 

There seems to ho a great looseness of 
views held by publie officials and many 
of them seem to think tbnt the more fact 
of their election demonstrates that they 
are superior in knowledge and wisdom to 
the men that voted for them, aud that 
therefore they are freed from any obliga- 
tion to represent the sentiraont of their 
constituency. They think they aro sent 
to the great aud general court or to the 
city council to represent their own whims 
or ideas, aud that they aro under no 
obligations to help carry out tho wishes 
of those men who voted for them. 

In the last city eloction, for instance, 
tho mayoralty question involved the pre- 
sent sewor ordinance, aud every Ward in 
tho city bat oue cast a large majority 
against tho ordinance and for Mr. Fenno. 
But in the Common Council, last week, 
wo liud chat only tho representatives of 
two Wards voted in favor ot instructing 
the representatives to favor nn amend- 
ment of the ordinance, one Ward casta 
divided vote, and the other four Wards 
voted against any instruction. Here 
azain comes up the question of whom 
these Common Counciimen represent. 
Are they more devoted to certain mem 
hers of last year’s city council than they 
are to the citizens? Do they think they 
were elected to represent these men, or 
to carry out the very plainly expressed 
sentiments of the voters? 

The Aldermen, on the other hand, evi- 
dently thought it their duty to obey the 
will of the people, but is not this duty 
binding also on the Representatives aud 
tho members of the Cornmou Council? 

Theso may be impertinent questions, 
but I, in common with many other citi- 
zens, would like to have the men we 
elected to “repiesent” us define their 
position. Tax Payer.

Kefering to the opposition of some of 
the members of the City Council, to the 
Legislature so providing that the City 
may revise the recent ordinance ou that 
subject, you remark that it “is certainly 
curious.” This seems to us a very mild 
expression. Is it not wonderful ? Here 
is an ordinance of vital importance to all 
citizens, passed through t lie City Govern- 
ment without tho consideration duo to 
its importance, which ou its first practi- 
cal application demonstrates uot ouly 
very gross injustice hut also that it is 
impossible, as it now stands, that equity 
or justice cau ever flow from it. 

The Aldermen. City Solicitor, and, we 
think, most everybody else who under- 
stands it, being unauimous as to the ne- 
cessity aud duty of revision and certain- 
ly some change. What excuse can there 
he for tryiny to defeat the efforts of the 
City to remedy if possible some features 
of gross injustice iu tho adopted ordi- 
nance? Is that what these members were 
elected for ? T. H. C. 


Watertown Street Railwuy Hearing. 

A hearing was given iu the selectmen's 
rooms, Watertowu, Monday evening, on 
the petition of the Nowtouville & Water- 
town Street Railway Company for the 
right to use the tracks of the West End 
street railway iu Watertown. The hear- 
ing was not largely attended anti no se- 
rious objections were raised. Horace B. 
Parker, president of the company, pre- 
sented the petition aud explained its pur- 
pot t, aud also said that the West End 
Street Railway Company had given the 
necessary permission for the use of their 
tracks to the Newtonville A Watertown 
Street Railway Company. 

Representative John E. Abbott ap- 
peared as a citizen of tho town. He 
thought it a proper time to impose as a 
condition of grouting the location that 
the company cuter into an agreement 
with the town that a certain portion of 
their net earnings ho paid the town, in 
return for the use of their streets, which 
is a valuable authority. 

Mr. Parker said lie had talked over the 
subject with Mr. Abbott, and lie agreed 
witu Mr. Whitney that, instead of the 
corporation tax being divided among the 
places where tho stockholders live, it be 
divided among the places where the 
tiacks ruu, in proportion to the miles of 
railway in the town or city. 

Mr. John Kendall advocated the using 
of iron poles, aud objected to ’lie unsight- 
ly wooden ones which the company has 
been erected along Main stieet. Ho said 
iron poles were much better looking, and 
did not take up so much room. Mr. 
Abbott seconded Mr. Kend.tll’s opinion. 

The hearing was closed, the selectmen 
taking the matter under consideration. 

Tho petition of the Newtonville * 
Watertown Street Railway Company for 
permission to use the tracks of tho New- 
ton A Waltham Street Railway Company 
ou Main street was withdrawn.

IN OUIl SYSTEM ok state government. 

Some vory interesting and illuminating 
tilings wero said at tho recent dinnor of 
the Massachusetts reform club in Boston. 
This will appoar from the talk of 
Gamaliel Bradford:— 

He said tho state government had to 
do with all the important functions of 
our lives. There is a groat opportunity 
for reform. Tho governor is simply i 
figurehead. You might just as well taki 
a wax figure and put him into tho oxocu 
tivo chamber. If the governor has no 
powor over legislation, lie has no power 
over ao ministration. There is not an 
official in tho state except his privato 
secretary to whom the governor can say 
do this and he will do it. He has uo 
powor over commissions. Take for ex 
ample, tho polico commission, the most 
monstrous institution in the state. Tho 
commission is in coutrol of Boston today. 
Tho governor can do nothing exoept by 
and with tho advice aud consout of tho 
council. The members of the council 
seem to bo bont on pulliug tho govornoi 
down and making him one of ten. It is 
a tarce for tho stnto to oloct a govornor 
under such conditions. Tho election of 
the speaker, continued Mi. Bradfoid, is 
enough to corrupt any government. The 
speaker makes up tho House to suit liim- 
hoIL No government cau afford to put 
up with this. Tho lobby is an institu- 
tion that grows out of this system of 
committees. It is bad for the speaker to 
appoint committees, but it is almost as 
Dad for the Uouso to appoint them. To 
remedy the evils of government, Mr, 
Bradford said he would begin hy abolish- 
ing the governor’s council. Give to tho 
governor tho power of appointing tho 
chief executive officers, and through 
them all the executive officers of tho 
stnto. There should bo no boards or 
commissions of any kind. The powoi of 
confirmation should rest with the Senate. 
Tiie chief officers should have seats in 
tho Legislature. In that way you would 
have executive guidance of legislative 
work. The sneaker concluded by ex- 
pressing tne nope that Massachusetts 
should take the lead in the reform of 
state government. 

Lawyer Archibald Howe of Cambridge 
and Boston also addressed tho reform 
club, and the results of his observations 
as a member of the Legislature were em- 
bodied in bis remarks. It pays now and 
then to got back to fundamentals, aud 
Mr. Howe led his boaters to the sources 
of coitain abuses. Let the thoughtful 
leader recall the doings in the legislative 
department of the state government which 
most exasperate the people, and then 
consider the following keen analysis of 
the causes which lead up to these 
things : — 

Mr. Howo commenced by criticising 
tho apportionment of the representative, 
senatorial and councilor districts of the 
state. He illustrated his criticism by the 
aid of colored maps showing the various 
districting schemes and the opportun- 
ities for gerrymandering. Touching the 
law compelling persons employed to as- 
sist legislation to be registered. Mi. 
Howo said that the record did uot tell 
the whole story. It would be uoticed, 
said he, that i x-governors, ex-senators, 
ox-representatives and ex-this and ex- 
that were retained. Thus it became a 
question more of personal influence chan 
strict parliamentary methods. Tho re- 
form of legislative institutions, said he, 
begins iu the committee. He believed 
that committees could be chosen, like in 
the House of Commons, by 4 committee 
on selection, with more safety thau hy 
the speaker. The gentleman who is 
speaker today, said Mr. Howe, is speaker 
because lie lias an influential paper hack 
of him and because he is a successful iu- 
trigucr. I do not wish to destroy the 
speaker’s power, but to change the power 
and to rid him of petty iutriguos. 
Junketing also claimed the attention of 
Mr. Howe. Nearly every legislator, said 
he, is charged with a desire to travel. 
He has a restless spirit. He has barely 
taken his seat when he wants to leave it 
and go somowhere. If the speaker 
should have taken from him the powers 
he uses in secret, and he given powers 
which he can use in public, if the com- 
mittees are dealt with properly, then tiie 
day of debate will retTfiu. At present 
debate is dying. Legislators are com- 
mil, teed to death. The work is done in 
secret. Mr. Howo thought it would not 
be many years before advauoes would be 
made iu tiie right direction. The peoplo 
have almost anything they want iu gov- 
ernment, provided that educated men 
take an interest in them.

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NEWTON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 

ADDRESS 1»Y REV. DANIEL L. FURBER, D. 

D., OF NEWTON CENTRE. 

The second meeting of the Newton 
Congregational Club was hold Monday 
evening at the Seoond Congregational 
ohuroh at West Newton. 

At six o’clock the usual material 
festivities woro enjoyed at the hands of 
Caterer Dill, and the number present waR 
about 130. 

President Samuel Ward callod the as- 
semblage to order at 7.20 o’olook | and 
Rev. F. N. Peloubet, D. D., opened the 
exeroises with prayer. 

Aftor a selection rendered by the male 
quartet of the First Congregational 
church, which furnished music during 
the evoning, tho secretary submitted the 
reoords of tho last meeting and Rev. 
Geo. M. Adams, D. D., of tho executive 
committee presented his report, which 
included an appointment for tho com- 
mittee to moot at4 o’clock Monday after- 
noon at the office of Rand & Taylor, 
Milk street, Boston. 

Mr. R. L. Bridgman of tho nominating 
aommittee presented the following names 
to tho consideration of the club for mem- 
bership: 

Dr. Hiram F. Russell, A. J. Stearns and 
Henry Bomis of the First church, J. 
Howard Nichols and Rev. E. H. Bying- 
ton, D. D., of Eliot church, GeorgeS. 
Houghton and Richard E. Cobb of the 
Second church. 

For the outlook committeo Rev. John 
M. Dutton reported. Tho work at the 
Newton Centre and Nowtonville churches 
was about as usual. At the West New- 
ton church twenty-three new me moors 
had boon admitted and a Christian En- 
deavor Sooiety organized. Tho aunual 
report showed good success for the year 
passed and tho society commenced tho 
new year with a balance of $257 on baud. 
From Eliot church came the tidiugs, 
“more confessing Christ than usual,” 
and at Auburndalo union meetings wore 
boing held looking toward the coming of 
Mr. Davidson, the ovaugelist. Tho New- 
ton Highlands church had been listening 
to tho preaching of Rev. Dr. Dunning 
since Rev. Mr. Phipps, retirement, and at 
Nonautum an increasing interest in the 
Sunday school was obtaining. 

Au amendment of section fivooftbe 
by-laws, providing a salary of $25 for the 
secretary, was unanimously adopted. 

After a selection by the quartet Presi- 
dent Ward in a short preparatory speech 
introduced Rev. D. L. Furbor, D. D.. 
pastor emeriius of the First church at 
Newton Centre. 

Dr. Furbor spoke upon “The men and 
women of former times in our Newton 
churches.” Gov. Ames had testified to 
the esteem in which Newton was held by 
the citizens of other towns. There was 
a general jealousy of Newton all over the 
state and it was regarded as a model 
municipality. Such a reputation was 
made possible by its early settlers wIiobu 
sterling character and principles were of 
utmost imporiance in producing these 
results. Its foundation iu law, truth 
and right had established its progress 
upon right Hues, and true religion and 
souud doctrine bad brought with them 
everything desirable. The enduring 
work of John Eliot was referred to at 
length and that of bis son, John Eliot, 
Jr., who with the noble spirit of bis 
father continued his rtdigious labors 
among the Iudiaus. The great revival of 
1827 which beginning in Boston, soon 
spread its influence to Newton and other 
towns was dwelt upon. This was in Dr. 
Homer’s time and Deacon Jackson of the 
FrBt church, with his brother officers in 
the church, took an untiriug interest in 
the religious awakening, going about 
from bouse to house to commune and 
pray with the people. In this year 71 
were received into tiie church. Iu the 
following year 70 joined this church, but 
the greatest religious results ever ob- 
tained was iu 1741 when 104 persons were 
admitted to the church in ten mouths. 
When the new Unitarian faith came in 
1770 aud 1783 the First church stood firm 
when others all around were falling. 
Tho Calvanistic doctrine achieved in a 
great sense this victory. 

True religion aud sound dootrine is a 
fundamental principle of education and 
many emiueut men have arisen trom ti e 
Congregational churches of Newton, 
several ol whom wore mentioned. 

The daily life ol our ancestors was 
widely at variance with tho doings of to- 
day. The Oooks studied and read in 
those olden days differed in a marked de- 
gree from those used to-day Family 
prayer and the study of the Bible were 
strictly adhered too day by day and at 
social gatherings, before separating, 

t ruyer was olTored or a psalm sung. 

loctrinal discussion entered largely into 
the daily conversations of tho people, 
and they prized hiulily the teachings of 
the Bible and much lime wus devoted to 
religious thought and study. Dr. Wool- 
suy says “their knowledge of the es- 
sence of tho Bible was greater.” Tho 
verities of the Bible have a weaker bold 
upon the people of now; but as an ofTset 
there is a greater activity today iu reli- 
gious circles in mihsiou work, tho Sun- 
day school, the Christian Endeavor 
societies and spiritual campagues are 
planned and prosecuted in our great 
cities. If wo could uuite the piety of 
our lathois with our present activity we 
should be grandly equipped for the con- 
est. The number of workers would be 
ucreasod aud the work be better done. 

Thu history of the old church did not, 
iu the estimation of the speaker, present 
religious revivals as most beneficial to 
the church. During his miuistry of 35 
years during which there was no revival 
aud uo special religious excitement, more 
persous h rd joined the church tbau dur- 
ing the previous 77 years during which 
several revivals occurred. This went to 
show so far as the history of tho old, 
churches throw light on the subject, that 
he ordinary method of religious ad- 
vancement was the most progressive. 

Rev. 11. J. Patrick of the Second church 
spoke particularly of his society. The 
church wus organized iu 1781 which made 
t the uearest iu age to the First ohuroh. 
A few yours after its formation a loan of 
the communion service of the First church 
was asked and granted, the lutter sending 
four pewter plat s aud two pewter tauk- 
ards for their use. The speaker hud ouu of 
these tankards with him aud also a Bible 
presented to the church soon ifter its 
organization by Deacon Win Greenougli 
of Boston, lie spoke at some length of 
Rev. Win Greenough, sou of Deacon 
Greenougli, who preached hero for muuy 
years, aud whom lie well remembered. 
A man of siugularly impressive character, 
ministerial, social aud liked by the obil- 
diou. A model pastor who took care of 
his flock. 

The speaker mentioned briefly promt- 
uout men who had beuu connected aud 
associated with tbe chuioh duriug his 
33 years of pastoral duty. 


Rev. I)r. Calkins of Eliot church said 
hi« testimony in this line could only be 
documentary or second hand compared 
to theso veterans who bad Rpoken. He 
told of tbe casket tnkon from the corner 
stone of bis church at tbe time it wns 
burntd, within which was a smaller sealed 
casket taken from the former church 
which was erected in 1845. . When opened 
a document containing several signatures 
was revealed, and tho speaker handed it 
to tho late George Hyde, who identified 
bis own signature and a daughter of one 
of the signora recognized her father’s 
signature and recallori the occurrence. 
Within this casket was enclosed a proph- 
ecy from Wm Jackson hoping that slavery 
would be abolished by 1000;and so the In- 
fluence of these venerable and noble men 
is brought to our minds. 

Hon. W. S. Slocum coming from a 
church only 30 years old, could hardly 
say much without poaching on tho 
churches of others. 

Our ohuroh of today is founded upon 
traits of character which compel our re- 
Npeot. They ascribed every event to one 
Being and a knowledge, and to Rervo and 
enjoy him woro tho chief end of their ex- 
istence. It is to such men who sprang 
up in Newton that we are indebted and 
whom we honor. John Eliot, tbe 
prenclicr, Col. Epbrain Williams the 
founder of Williams College, Col. John 
Ward tho patriot, all received glowing 
eulogy from the speaker, who closed by 
referring to the word of God where the 
countless stars were as easy to number 
as the posterity of tbe listening deseiplo; 
so is the extent of the influence of these 
meu. c 

After singing *'I love Thy Kingdom 
Lord,” Hon, J. F. C. Hyde was intro- 
duced. Do pictured tbe hardships of 
tho founders of Newton in 1630 when 
only 71 men occupied tills 1400 acres of 
land. With no carriages, no roads but 
through an almost trackless forest tlioy 
attended church regularly at Newtowne 
or Cambridge four or live miles distant 
after each week of bard unremitting toil. 
In 1656 the first meeting was held at a 
private house and in 1660 the first church 
wns erected. Ho referred to Deacon Wm 
Jackson. Deacon Elijah F Woodward, 
Deacon Paul and Deacon Asa Cook, all 
good, stanch, noble, Christian men, and 
witli whom tho speaker was personally 
acquainted. Tho slave bolding days of 
Newton, the hardships of attouding 
church all day Sunday with no fire, and 
the privatious undergone in various ways 
in those days was touched upon. 

Prof. Taylor moved a vote of thanks to 
tbe speakers of the evoning and tho 
quartet, and tbe meeting then adjourned. 

Newtons in Third Place.

SUGGESTIONS ANI> FACTS CALLED FORTH 
RY UNJUST STATEMENT. 

The clVect of a fertile imagination and 
tile newspaper are things which one 
often thiuks aud talks about. The facile 
pen of a skilled writer in ooloriug up a 
story is uo new phase of journalism. In 
fact the artistic “fake” has literary 
merits besides •furnishing great oppor- 
tunities for tbe resources of a mind 
naturally iucliued to create character 
and events, ruther than to picture the 
realities of every day life. There is no 
very serious result from a purely creative 
story that injures uo oue aud pcrh.ips 
affords pleasure aud intellectual profit to 
its readers. It is only when some 
thoughtless scribbler allows bis persoual 
seiitimeuts to influence bis writings that 
barm accrues. Tbe newspaper oorre- 
spoudetu should always be honest aud 
just. There is no excuse for intentional 
misrepresentation. The man who wrote 
the report in the Lowell Evening S tar of 
tho Vesper-Newton match ought to bo 
educated up to this principle of jour- 
nalism. it would be uujust to criticise 
him for fuvoriug the Lowell bowlers, 
but why resort to untruthful statements? 
Why state that the Lowell people wore 
givou poorer accommodations than the 
home contingent, when equal oppor- 
tunities were ulTorded spectatois, whether 
local or otherwise, aud when 30 seats 
were specially reserved for tho visitors. 
The crowd was au exceptionally large 
one, uud special arraugumeuts were made 
to furnish good uccouiiuodaiious. 

The Lowell delegation wus takeu care 
of aud all that was possible provided for 
their comfort. The writer wus evidently 
suffering from the smart of defeat uud 
not only wandered from the truth about 
the accommodations for spectators, but 
wolkedotf bis spleen by throwing uiud 
at the Newtou team, as the following 
from the account in the Stur clearly 
indicates u perturbed state of the 
mind : — 

“Perhaps the Newtons didu’t swell 
with importance over their victory ; but 
it is doubtful if they could accomplish 
the same thing again iu tuu trials. So 
accustomed have the friends of the 
Vespers become to having them carry all 
before them that the stiug of defeat is 
particularly bitter, but they will stiok by 
them for all that. Nancy llauks is the 


fAstost horse in the oountry without any 
question, but she can’t trot every milo 
she goes in 2.06. When she is off her 
feed any third rato trotter might boat 
her.” 

The writer insinuates that tlio Newton 
team of bowlers is a sort of third rate 
article. Perhaps so, but it seems queer 
that tlioRo third rate twirlrrs of the 
sphere should ro often give the Vespers 
a drubbing. Last season they defeated 
tho Lowell bowlers on their own alloys, 
At Nowton aud in a neutral contest to 
decide a Mo for second place. This year 
they put up a big score against them on 
tho Vesper alloys and woro defeated only 
by a few pins. In tho game hero last 
work, the Vespors wore not in it and 
made a very poor showing, Although the 
alleys nro hard for big scores. The 
Vesper boys are good bowlers and there 
is no better rollor in the state league 
than Goulding, The team comprises ex- 
cellent material, but it has found always 
a worthy opponent In tho aggregation 
from Newton. If tho correspondent of 
tho Star needs any further proof 
of the ability of the Nowton men 
to bowl, it would bo well for him 
to consult tho Veoper players them- 
selves. They never formed* any such 
estimate of tho Nowton team and it 
is safe to say would happily afford him 
interesting facts concerning the game 
which might prove useful in future 
bowling articles. 

One ought to be posted before going 
too much into lengthy details of any 
sport. It helps out wonderfully in 
natural and judicious comparisons and 
prevents the habit of slopping over, a 
tendency which is tho unfailing attribute 
of the novice of tho quill.

The Boom in Electric Railways. 

Wo are now apparently at the begin- 
ning or in tbe midst of a remarkable ex- 
tension of transportation facilities iu 
Now England, says the Springfield Re- 
publican. Along with the rush of steam 
railway consolidation, has developed au 
electric railway building and merging 
fever which promises to parallel every 
existing steam line in this aud adjoining 
states, to build over every way where 
heretofore a steam road lias been pro- 
jected or talked about and to go much 
further. The number of electric rail- 
way projects ou foot here in New Eng- 
land iu becomming too large to keep ac- 
count of. They are far from being con- 
fined to street systems, as already in- 
timated. Tbe Bo-ttou Journal has enu- 
merated some of them. 

A line is to be built connecting Bostou, 
Haverhill aud tbe town of the lower Mer 
rimac valley with Concord, N. U., and 
ultimately it promises to extend to tbe 
White Mountains. In this system are to 
be embraced all the street lines of the 
connected cities. Bostou and Quincy are 
likewise to be connected. The Wor- 
cester lines are to bo consolidated and 
extensions made to Boylston, to Shrews- 
bury, Grafton, Northboro and Westboro, 
and s »utli to Auburn, Leicester, Oxford 
and Webster. Daitraoutb and Westport 
are to be connected by a new liue. Tbe 
Rockland and Abingtou road is to be ex- 
tended through the Hanover*. Athol 
aud Orange aie to joiu hands over au 
electric liue. Concord, N. H., is to have 
a belt line road, Brattleboro, Vt., an 
electric liue and Bellows Falls and Sax- 
tons River will be connected in the same 
way— to go no further north in Vermont. 
The Worcester and Shrewsbury narrow 
gunge road is to be converted into au 
electric line. 

These are some of the projeots on foot 
in our own immediate section. Cau they 
all be made to pay from the start, as most 
of those have boon which are already in 
operation? What must be the effect on 
the steam roads of this indiscriminate 
paralleling outlie part of electric Hues? 
Is there not danger that the business will 
be overdone? Side by side with this ex- 
tension of electric linos have sprung up 
the less favorable operations of 1 irge 
syndicates of capital, winch seek to bring 
existing street systems under one control 
aud which are loally at the bott >tn of 
many of those suburban extensions. It 
seems to be purely a speculative stock- 
jobbiug enterprise. Such appureutly is 
the Now England street railway company 
organized under the laws of New Jersey, 
which we called attention to last week. 
Tins company appears already to have 
secured control of the New Haven and 
West Ilavuu and Winchester avenue 
lines at New Haven, Ct., the Haverhill 
and Amesbury company, which also 
operates lines at Newburyport, Salisbury 
and Seabrook, aud tbe Plymouth, Glou- 
cester and Natick liues. 

Tbe plaus of Ibis company are ap- 
parently to increase tbe capital ol the 
roads bought as far as may be, boom the 
stock aud sell it to the investing public 
at a big profit. As most of the electric 
railways so far built have been profita- 
ble, there seems to bean excellent market 
for such securities, aud the syndicates 
aie organized to take advantage of the 
fact. It is not a movement to be en- 
couraged, and it does not bold out en- 
couraging prospects. Tho Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin strongly depreoates it. 
It wurns the publio aguiust tbe iudis 
criminate dealing of electric railway 
securities, and predicts that if the present

To give a finish to his labors 
a catalogue was prepared of all the en- 
gravings. This filled two great quartos. 
At Sutherland’s death the work was car- 
ried on by his widow, who is reported to 
have given as much as £80 for a single 
plate! — Temple Bar.

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THE SIDEWALK ORDINANCE. 

There Is still another effort to be made 
to have some kind of an ordinance in New- 
ton in regard to the clearing of sidewalks 
and the Aldermanic part of a committee of 
conference has been appointed. 

Newton now occupies a unique position 
in this respect. Every other city in the 
commonwealth, and In fact nearly every 
city in the couutry has an ordinance to 
regulate the cleaning of sidewalks, and 
they find no trouble in enforcing it, either. 
Indeed every city that pretends to look 
after the comfort of its citizens must have 
such au ord inane i. 

In the old town days there was such an 
ordinance and it was enforced too, although 
there was not half the reason for enforcing 
it then that there is now. Mayor Ellison 
says that when he was M»yor there was 
such an ordinance, and it was enforced, 
and it would be difficult to find any earthly 
reason why such an ordinance should not 
be passed now. Some of the “rural” por- 
tions of the city object, it is true, but provi- 
sion has been made f"r them, by applying 
the ordinance only to those wards where the 
residents do not care to walk through snow 
and slush every time they venture iu the 
streets. 

The past few weeks have shown the ueed 
of such an ordinance, and we are likely to 
see more of it before the winter is over. 
When the snow first comes it is not so bad, 
as the snow ploughs make a path, but 
when a thaw arrives it is not pleasant to 
wade ankle deep in slush, and it is a dis- 
grace to the city, to state the case mildly, 
that ladies and children are compelled to 
do this. It does not -peak well for the 
humanity, to say nothing of the* gallantry, 
of the men of Wards Four, Five ana Six, 
that they make such a determined opposi- 
tion to an ordiuance especially designed 
for the comfort of the weaker members of 
their families. It ought not to be necessary 
to have to wait until those wards are 
represented by women to have such an 
ordinance passed, so that Newton side- 
walks will stand comparison with those of 
any other city in the state. Any city or 
town that makes any pietensiou» to civiliza- 
tion takes measures to keep its sidewalks 
passable and it does not look well to allow 
Newton to be the exception. 

If higher motives will not reach the op- 
ponents of this ordinance, they should look 
at the danger of Newton’s losing desirable 
residents beonuse of its unpassable -.ide- 
walks in the winter season. 

For the credit of the residents of Wards 
One and Seven it may be said that the 
majority of them keep their wulks clean as 
a mutter of pride, as well as out of regard 
for the oomfort of their ueighbors. But 
the ordinance is necessary to compel the 
exceptions to have some regard for the 
general welfare. On every street there 
will be one or two who are too busy or too 
careless, or too selfish to attend to the mat- 
ter.and who leave «ix inches or more of half 
melted snow to wet the skirts, fe -t and 
ankles of every lady who passes, be-ides 
making it uncomfortable for every one. 
The opponents <>t the ordinance talk a.-* if 
snow was the only thing aimed at, when it 
is the least of the trouble, although if (be 
snow is removed a thaw will md become a 
terror to every pedestrian. 

It is only fair to assume that tin* oppo 
nents of this ordinance have not thought 
the matter over carefully : they have not 
takeu into account the discomfort and the 
sickness caused by uncleaned sidewalks ; 
and that when they see the subject in it» 
true light, see how every other city, and 
neurly every town in the state has regula- 
tions for the care of its sidewalks, that 
they will ciauge their minds, and t>e as 
euger to have the dhgrace removed from 
Newton, as any of the advocates of the 
ordinance.

Watertown held a town meeting. Tues- 
day night, and voted to oppose the hill 
authorizing t lie city <,f Newton to do away 
with the liojd’x pond nuisance, with its 
usual diig-in-the-manger spit it. 

Some of the arguments advanced were 
very tunny, the chief one b.*iug that only 
the part of the pond iu Newton was a 
menace to public health, and that the 
Watertown end was all right. Thedam is 
in the Watertown end, and prevents the 
drainage of the section, and causes the 
pollution that flows into tin- poml to nettle 
there, but the .Secretary of lhe»Walertowu 
boaid of hculth gravely advanced this as au 
argument why Watertown should oppose 
any action on the part of Newton Of 
course if there was no dam, the How of the 
brook would not he interrupted, the 
ground now covered by the water would 
not be polluted, and there would be uo 
nuisance to Afflict the people, but the wise

not go into the subject so deii* as this. He 
could only see that the dam kept the part 
ot the pond in hi§ town covered with water 

and therefore reasoned that us the foul 
swelling part of the pond was iu Newton, 
Watertown had no responsibility for it, and 
ought to oppose any measures to relieve 
Newton. 

A man who gravely advauce* such argu- 



ments as this, must be a valuable official 
for a board of health, and he remind* one 
of the traditional gentleman who could not 
see beyond the end of his nose, but it illus- 
trates the narrow view always taken by 
Watertown of questions affecting both 
municipalities. When thequestlon of sewer! 
age was first broached, Newton offered to 
co-opernto with Watertown in the district 
this side of the river, but Watertown was 
afraid some advantage might accrue to us» 
and so declined the offer, and as a result it 
had to spend a good deal more for sewering 
the district than it would have spent had it 
accepted Newton’s proposition. It would 
oppose anything, no matter what benefit 
might accrue to itself, provided there was a 
suspicion even that Newton wanted it. 

It is strange that with the many enter- 
prising and liberal minded citizens Water 
town has, that the town should follow such 
a petty and narrow policy, and evidently 
these citizens do not attend its town meet- 
ings, hut when the Boyd’s pond question 
conies up in the legislature, the ridiculous 
arguments advanced by the Watertown 
board of health will ouly be laughed at. 
Newton does not care for any territorial 
rights over the line, but as the nuisance is 
clearly caused by the obstruction placed at 
the Watertown end, the dam must bo re- 
moved before the nuisance can be abated. 
One wonders what kijnd of men attend 
Watertown's town meetings when they 
listen gravely to such absurdities, For the 
sake of their own reputation for intelli- 
gence, one would think they should have 
manufactured some more plausible excuse 
for opposing the proposed bill, as even an 
ordinarily bright child could have seen that 
such an argument would not stand, if pre- 
sented before intelligent men. 


THE SEWER ORDINANCE. 


A correspondent puts some questions 
to Representative Estabrooks in a com- 
munication in another column, and asks 
him whom he thinks he is representing 
in his opposition to any amendment of 
the sower ordinance. This opens the 
question whether a representative should 
follow his own ideas or the wishes of 
his constituents. Mr. Estabrooks served 
one year in the Common Council, and 
from our memory of his course there, 
we infer that he believes in the former, 
aud does not care for popular approval. 
Some of his critics even go so far as to 
say that it would make him unhappy to 
find himself outhe popular side, but this 
is of course unfair. Like another famous 
man, he had rather be right than have 
a second term, aud in the case in ques- 
tion he probably reasons that he is right 
aud the great majority of Newton people 
are wrong. His action has of course 
revived all the stories that were current 
at the time of his nomination and when 
he supported the minority candidate in 
the last city election, but we do uot be- 
lieve that these stories have the slightest 
foundation, or that, he gave any pledges 
as to his course iu the legislature. Mr. 
Estabrooks *s too independent a man to 
bind himself in that way, and it is unfair 
not to give him credit for being perfectly 
disinterested in his action. Of course if 
a inau goes iuto politics he must expect 
! to meet with criticism, but lot it bo fair 
aud honest, aud his critics should give 
him the benefit of pure motives, as they 
would like to have others do to them. A 
man may be honest in opposiug the 
popular will, aud also bouest in thinking 
that he knows better what is good for 
tiie citizens than they do themselves. 
Such cases have occurred, and after a 
man is once elected to office, under our 
system of government, there is no way 
of compelling him to represent the senti- 
: inents of his constituents, if he does uot 
wish to do so. Of course it an official 
I desired a secoud term, he will pay some 
J respect to popular feeling, hut whon a 
! man had rather follow out his own 
! opiutous, or prejudices, whichever you 
I may call them, the people can ouly grin 
I and bear it till auotbor election comes 
! round. Then, if they are interested 
enough to turn out aud prevent any at- 
tempts at caucus packing, the remedy is 
iu their huuds, aud they can choose a 
man who will represent their views. 


ANOTHER PARK. 


The providing of public parks for New- 
tou seems to be the uio»t flourishing busi- 1 
ne»s in the city ut present. Two parks in 
Auburndale have been provided for since 
this city government cutue In. and on Mon- 
day night another offer was conveyed to 
the city, of some fourteen acres at the 
western *lope of Mt. Ida, between Newton- 
ville avenue and Cabot street. The only 
condition is that* the city lay out S&XX) in 
building a street, which will undoubtedly 
be done. The land is comprised iu a strip 
some 100 feet wide between the two streets, 
part of which i- finely wooded, and if the 
street is laid out with care it will be u 
I beautiful drive. Another advantage is thut 
| the city will gain possession of the banks 
• »f Lumidrv brook, which will soon have to 
be widened and deepened in order to re- 
lieve the territory now drained bv the 
brook. 

By ex lending the Htreet under the rail- 
j road to Washington street a greutdeal of 
j finely situuted building iand would be 
opened up, aud the citizens who offer the 
1 laud will find the value of their remaining 
. land greatly enhanced* Near the railroud 
1 the luml is low', but on the end towurd 
Cabot street It is finely situated for build- 
ing lot 

j Poa-ibly the owners of laud from Cabot 
to Mill street will be inspired by the example 
j tiius set to muke a similar gift to the city 
I and thus benefit both themselves and the 
, city, by starting the development of the 
| territory. 

All the boulevards hitherto talked of have 
extended iu a westerly direction, so that 
tills is something of u surprise, hut uiukiug 
public ground of the luml will be of great 
advantage, as it lies half wuy between two 
of the most populous sectioua of Newton, 
aud furnishes an entrance to some of the 
urost attractive scenery in the city. The 
wood- aloug Cabot street are so beuutiful 
in .summer that they ought to he preserved, 
for the public, aud a very small expense 
would turn them iuto an attractive public 
park. 


The financial min that has overtaken 
Gov. MoKinley of Ohio, is in no sense his 
own fault, unless trusting too much in a 
friend can bo a fault, but ho has helped 
so many men to make fortunes that it 
would be only fair for thorn now to 
como to his a«siBtnuce. Gratitude for 
past favors, however, does not inspire to 
generosity, so much as expectation of 
favors to come, and as Gov. McKinley is 
said to bo out of politics now, tho rich 
men he has helped will probably not go 
very deep into their pockets, in order to 
express sympathy for his troubles. 


GEORGE C. LORD. 

PROMINENT BOSTON AN1> NEWTON BUSI- 
NESS MAN PA88E8 AWAY. 

Mr. George C. Lord died at his resi- 
donco on Waverly n venue, at 8 o’olock 
last night. IIo had been ill sevoral 
weeks, doath resulting from a compli- 
cation of diseases. 

Deceased was born in Kennebunk, 
Me., Feb. 27, 1828. IIo came to Boston 
whon 16 years of age, entered tho om 
ploy of a dry goods firm and boginuing 
at tho bottom round of the ladder laid 
the foundation of a successful and pros- 
perous future as a Boston merchant. In 
1848, ho, became a partner in tho firm of 
Demmon & Howo, wholesale grocers, of 
Long Wharf. In 1847, together with his 
brother, Charles H. Lord, ho formed the 
firm of George C. Lord & Co., which 
for many years was extousivoly engaged 
in the shipping business. 

Mr. Lord was for 20 years president of 
the New England Mutual Fire & Marino 
Insurance Compnny. 

He became a director of the Boston & 
Maine railroad in 1860, Vice President in 
1880, nnd in 1881 waschosou President of 
tho road, continuing to bold that position 
until Jau. 1, 1889. 

Mr. Lord was otio of tho founders of 
tho Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Company, and hns always boon a mem- 
ber of the board of directors. 

He has been for many years one of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners of tho City 
of Newtou. 

lie had also a good deal to do with the 
starting of the Newton Free Library, and 
was a generous contributor to it its early 
years. 

He was also a member of the Jersey 
Stock Club of Newton, the Unitarian 
Club, and the Bostou Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

During the civil war period Mr. Lord 
came into local prominence through his 
spirit of patriotism and genorosity. 

For many years I 10 had been a promi- 
nent member of the Channing Unitarian 
Church, Newton, and was ono of those 
interested iu the formation of tho Chan- 
ning Religious Society. Ho was chair- 
mau of the building committee of the 
new Chauuins Church, and had a great 
deal to do with tho success of tho work. 

At tho time of his death deceased was 
a director of the Second National Bank, 
Boston; Bostou Safe Deposit & Trust 
Company, American Loan «fc Trust Co., 
the John Haucock Life Insurance Co., 
Worcester, Nashua t& Rochester railroad, 
aud York Harbor* Beach railroad. Few 
men wero more widely or favorably 
known in Boston and New Euglaud busi- 
ness circles. He was a type of the solid 
and reliable business man. 

For the past four years Mr. Lord had 
felt the need of rest from business pur- 
suits, aud passed much of his tiino at 
Wells, Me., where ho owned an extensive 
farm. 

Mr. Lord married a daughter of Robert 
Waterston, a prominent Boston business 
man, Sept. 22, 1846, and in 1849 made 
Newton his place of residence. A widow 
aud three children, Marion R. Lord, Rob- 
ert W. and Charles E. Lord, survive him.

DUTIES NEAR AT HAND. 


TIIE GOOD TO OTIIKUB OF HAVING SII S- 
WALKS| CLEANED. 


To tho Editor of|tho Gkacuic: 

Nearly every one iu the community is 
interested either from philanthropic or 
selfish reasons in the economic questions 
which involve the relation between 
capital and;labor, the employer and the 
employed, and there can be no excuse 
for any indifference ou the part of any 
one to the more general question of duty 
public or private towards the un- 
employed, for nearly all actual and 
personal suffering either to the individual 
or tho body politic comes mainly from 
enforced or voluntary idleness on the 
part of those who contribute nothing 
towards their owu support in the midst 
of the overflowing abundance of a land 
which hns never failed to produce all 
that comfort aud oven luxury in a 
measured sense now requires for every 
family within its borders. 

Periods of idleness are enforced upon 
very many in tho community who only 
wait for opportunity, aud are uot 
satisfied with conditions which paralyze 
their willing faculties, aud for which 
there seem at present to be no adequate 
remedies. 

Our periodicals aud our meetings for 
consideration of tho causes and remedies 
for these social difficulties,* are full of 
suggestions generally iu the direction of 
grand public movements towards some 
form of Socialism, Nationalism, Popular- 
ism or single taxation of land which are 
pronounced by those promoters only to 
need establishment upon some individual 
theory to work au immediate revolution 
iu tho whole social structure. 

My own fooling in regard to these 
matters is that progress of society in im- 
provement must begin in the individual 
first, and that the cultivation of the 
necessary sentiment of love to the neigh- 
bor can only work eilicientlly for salva- 
tion of the race so far as it is expressed 
in tho common intercourse of daily life, 
iu its duties, its labors, aud its recrea- 
tion. 

It is of little practical use. for iustauce, 
for au intelligent body of men aud 
women to meet iu a luxurious 
home, for consideration of the needs of 
the unemployed poor, unless each indi- 
vidual loaves that room with the fixed 
determination to act towards those in 
nearest relation to himself or herself 
with just consideration for their imme- 
diate situation aud wants, aud of tiie 
best means of pratically expressing the 
desire, if it is a living one, for con- 
tributing towards the solution of the 
problem of the reorganization of society. 

Of what avail is it to read a touching 
story of tho sorrows and wrougs of an 
innocent working girl, unless it inspires 
an individual determination to deal 
justly and kindly towards those who 
come near to us in their work. 

Every day iu the year might furnish 
abundant opportunity for contributing 
something towards the care of those 
distressing evils if we were willing to 
“cast out first the beam out of our owu 
eye”; and that these general remarks 
may have a direct application in the 
prosent, 1 will speak of one striking 
instance of especial force in this severe 
winter season. 

The sidewalks in the more olose’y 
occupied parts of tho city have boon, iu 
consequence of frequent storms, un- 
comfortable places by accumulations of 
snow, aud while the snow ploughs of the 
city have boon faithfully employed, hav- 
ing been seen ou duty before four o’olock 
in the morning, their most noticable 
effect is to be found at presout in afford- 
ing uu oxouso for ueglect of duty on the 
part of the abuttors, many of tiro side- 
walks this moruiug being in quite as bail 
condition as if uo plough bad been 
along. It secius quite doubtful therefore 
if it is the best policy for the city 
govorutnuut to undertake this work 
uuluss the thorough cleaning of the 
walks be also enforced upou the abuttoi . 

But it is uot the duty of the city which 
1 desire to present iu this connection 
It is meutloued uuly as indicating a very 
evident direotlou in which the urluciplcs 
above referred to might be can foil out 
advantage. 

Upon the half mile which 1 traverse 
every day in going to tiie station there art* 
at least 30 houses besides stores, ohureb, 
club house sml a few vucaut lot". There 
Is no occupant here here who could uot 
perfectly well afford to pay the cost of 
keeping entirely eleau the wulk iu trout of 
his premises, and there are none who do 
uot or cannot know of some laboring man 
absolutely needing the work to keep tils 
family dooeutly comfortable this severe 
weather. 


Under such circumstances can anyone 
fairly excuse himself for neglecting a duty 
so essential to the general welfare, and ran 
he conscientiously deplore the sufferings of 
the unemployed or weep over a tale wnieh 
appeals to a -entiment merely, while ignor- 
ing such duty. 

How soon the fabric of society might be 
manifestly Improved by Individual atten 
tlon to little duties no one can tell, but this 
is surely plain that a community cannot 
grow Into clirhtinn brotherhood any faster 
than the individuals thereof coine into 
exercise of its principles In the matters of 
daily life and experience. D. 


I»rl«l«* limiting For Bridegroom.

And roach the play. I was very sorr\ 
that 1 could not wait longer, and at hoi 
request I promised to call the next, after 
noon at 8. 

Rising to go, I took my hat and was 
about to open the.door, when 1 was much 
surprised to find a pair of arms around 
my neck. Half angry and wholly amazed 
I hardly knew whnt to do, but hearing a 
step without in an instant I had slip]>od 
from her embrace and ojiened the door.

KIT CARSON IN ITS PRIME. 

It Unit Sfvrii ThoiiKitnil Hustling ('Itlipni 
Where Now but n Hundred Remain. 

“In 1870 you might have traveled 1,000 
miles and not have found as lively a town 
as Kit Carson, Colo.," said Station Agent 
Billy Dunnwav the other day as the Kan- 
sas Pacific train lingered before, tho sta- 
tion house at the now quiet little town 
on Big Sandy creek in eastern Colorado. 
“This was then the terminus of the Den- 
ver line of the Union Pacific, and you 
can just hot the camp was a hummer. 
There were over 7,000 people here, and a 
gayer crowd you never saw. The popu- 
lation was made up of railroad men, 
cowboys, mule skinners, gamblers and a 
preacher. 

“The latter was sometimes lonely, but 
the 0.000 other people in camp were fair- 
ly sociable and managed to have a mod- 
erately good time, and everything ran 
wide open, and in the palmiest days of 
the cam]) there were 47 Haloons. 7 dance 
halls. 2 theaters and all the other things 
necessary to the lubrication of existence 
in the gay and bounding west. For two 
years things were redhot, with fights, 
shooting matches and lynching bet's noar- 
ly every night. 

“Some of the old time engineers who 
were jerking steam over the line then 
say a regular daily news item in railway 
circles for awhile was to the effect that 
a man or two had been hung the night 
before to the bridge on the Sandy. The 
lynching of a man for murder was an 
unusual event, but dire vengeance was 
wreaked on the petty burglar, horse 
thief or other unprincipled offender who 
did not have the nerve to shoot, but 
sneaked around after dark to do his ne- 
farious work. When dealing faro, the 
gamblers preserved peace and quietude 
in the game by wearing two 6-shootcrs 
silently swinging from their belts, and 
when in a game of ‘stud’ the pack was 
always secured from being blown away 
by one of these same free moral agents. 
Some stiff games were played in those 
days, and when a cowboy came in off 
the roundup, or when tho freighters 
came in from a long trip off to Mexico 
and Arizona, or pay day on the line 
came along, money was stacked a foot 
high on the cloth. 

“After the camp had been running in 
this way for two years the road was put 
on through to Denver, and the crowd 
followed. Where once you could see 
over 7,000 people there are now a hun- 
dred or so, and all that remains of the 
former glory of this namesake of old 
Kit Carson is the nameless barnyard 
you see up there on the hill, a lot of 
broken beer bottles and desertion.” — 
Denver News. 


A Dikturber at a Keliem-sul. 

Julius Eichberg writes; “At the occa- 
sion of a musical festival in Dusseldorf 
I witnessed a ^v.‘.'ne that produced gen- 
eral aud not unjustifiable excitement 
among those present. It was at the last 
rehearsal of Beethoven’s ninth or choral 
symphony, and the great hall was filled 
with people i'yjm near und far anxious 
to hear the then but little known work. 
While the orchestra played the first 
movement we noticed a dark bearded, 
spectacled, middle aged man in the au- 
dience, who had a score before him and 
was gesticulating wildly, being evident- 
ly very much dissatisfied with the per- 
formance. Suddenly he arose, advanced 
toward the orchestra and began to shout: 

“ ‘This is all wrong. It was not thus 
that my immortal friend, Beethoven, 
wanted his masterpiece to l)e played 
You ought to play it much slower, and 
in this way.’ He began to beat time vig- 
orously to the astonished musicians, en- 
tirely ignoring Mendelssohn, who con- 
ducted the symphony. At this moment 
several people forcibly ejected the dis- 
turber from the hull. The man was the 
well known Professor Anton Schindler, 
Beethoven's constant friend during the 
last years of his life and the author of a 
‘Biography of the Master.’”— Boston 
Journal. 


Leopard Shouting. 

Mr. Simson writes thus: “I consider 
that exposure to a leopard on foot, with 
due precaution und a proper weapon, is 
only ti fair sporting risk, and accidents 
must happen occasionally.”

To the Editor of the UltAPHIus— 

The citizens of Newton Highlands are 
just now deeply interested in having a 
new school building inste id of the un- 
sightly and dangerous structure at pres- 
ent owned by the city of Newton called 
t he Hyde School building. 

Perhaps no suburb of Boston, cer- 
tainly no section of Newton has made 
such rapid progress aud growth in the 
last live or six years as this village. 
Real estate has nearly doubled in value, 
beautiful and expensive residences have 
been built au i through the efforts of the 
Village Improvement Association the 
streets have been beautified by the set- 
ting out of trees, the erection of a foun- 
tain, etc. We had until the recent lire 
the finest Hall in the city. 

The only public property that we cau 
boast of is the Fire department building 
recently erected, and the Hyde School 
Building; the former while not a pre- 
tentious or imposing structure yet does 
credit t > the city, hut the school build- 
iug is a disgrace to the City of Newton. 
It is devoid of all architectural beauty 
aud thoroughly inadequate iu all its ap- 
pointments, making it an unsightly blot 
on our fair village. 

It is so iliiusily built that it is per- 
meated by every breeze and during very 
cold weather at least one hour is lost iu 
tlie morning before the rooms are warm 
enough for the pupils to remove their 
outer garments. The vestibule aud hall 
are so badly arranged that the wind 
sweeps to the third floor when the front 
doors are opened, and when southerly 
winds prevail the younger pupils are uu 
able to open the doors with safety. 

The outer garuieuts of the pupils are 
hung iu cold uuheated dressing rooms. 
In cold or raiuy weather the health of 
the children is thereby greatly endau- 
gcree, indeed to this cause cau he at- 
tributed the irregular attendance of 
many of the younger children, being 


obliged to remain at home after con- 
tracting colds. The building leakn per- 
sistently, in spite of ttio large sums ex- 
pended annually in repairs, the walls 
and ceilings frequently requiro retiming 
and repairs from this cause. The boat- 
ing apparatus is so detective and inado 
quato that water will freeze in cold 
weather in nearly every part of tho base- 
ment. Vast quantities of coal are thus 
needlessly consumed In driving the fur- 
naces. 

The smoke of the furnaces is dis- 
charged through iron pipes instead of 
brick chimnoys, materially increasing 
the danger from fire. The wood work 
lias been set on fire soveral times from 
these pipes. Prominent insurance men 
who have examined tho build ing pro- 
nounce it a veritable fire trap. 

Owing to the looseness of its Htructuro. 
there aro many days in every winter, 
when from one to threo rooms are closed 
on aooonnt of its being impossible to 
heat them. 

About eighty small children attend 
soliool in the third story. Tlieso rooms 
although difficult to heat in winter, are 
so near to tho slated roof that they are 
iu tolerably hot iu summer, tho tempera- 
ture sometimes reaching far iuto tho 
nineties. 

The light in some rooms is not only 
insufficient, but it outers from such a 
direction ttint it is extremely tryiiig to 
the eyes of the children. 

The principal aud perhaps only 
practical means of veutilatiou is by rais 
ing and lowering the windows, which ex- 
poses niauy pupils to draughts ot cold 
air. 

Tbo water closets are partially boated 
by a hot water radiator, ted from a coil 
in the middle furnace, this hursts every 
winter causing a suspension of school 
throughout tho building. 

Noisome odors from the water closets 
are olten noticed in the school rooms in 
hot weather. 

Most of the children come from comfor- 
table and even beautiful homes, it is im- 
possible witli these drawbacks to make 
school attractive to them. 

In cold or wet weather the attendance is 
very poor, because parents have little con- 
fidence iu the ability of the teachers to 
make their pupils comfortable. 

It is au imposition on the tax paj’ers to 
be compelled to send their children to such 
a school building, we need aud should have 
a new brick building this year.
